IT  is  generally  confeffed,  that  more  than 
the  third  part  of  mankind  fall  by  Fe«* 
vers,  and  that  too  often  from  wrong 
and  injudicious  treatment  at  the  beginning 
of  the  difeafe ;  for  which  reafon  it  is  greatly 
to  be  lamented,  that  the  phyfician,  when  it 
can  conveniently  be  done,  is  not  called  in  at 
the  very  beginning  or  firft  attack  of  the  Fever* 
when  the  greateft  good  is  to  be  performed,  in 
order  to  confider  ferioufly  what  fort  of  evacua¬ 
tions  or  other  methods  ought  firft  to  be  at- 
tempted,  and  how  far  the  fymptoms  and 
ftrength  of  the  patient  will  allow  them  to  be 
continued  or  repeated ;  for  on  proper  evacua¬ 
tions  (fince  moft  Fevers,  even  from  a  diary  to 
a  peftis,  require  fome  fort  of  evacuation)  con- 
lifts  in  a  great  meafure  the  art  of  curing  Fevers ; 
as  the  negledt  or  prepofterous  ufe  of  them  dif¬ 
fidently  evinces :  becaufe,  in  an  acute  difeafe,, 
the  time  is  generally  too  Ihort  to  amend  any 
negled  or  miftake  committed  at  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  Fever,  in  the  fubfequent 
ftages  of  it. 

The  intent  of  the  following  fheets  therefore 
is  candidly  to  lay  down,  in  a  plain  and  intel¬ 
ligible  manner,  a  rational  method  of  treating 
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the  different  kinds  of  Fevers  according  to  the 
eftablifhed  laws  of  nature,  and  thofe  of  the 
animal  oeconomy  (chiefly  calculated  for  the 
ufe  of  young  and  unexperienced  pradtitioners) 
not  only  from  my  own  pradtice,  experience, 
and  obfervations,  but  from  the  belt  approved 
authors,  and  pradtice  of  the  moft  eminent 
modern  phyficians,  in  hopes  of  fpreading  fo 
ufeful  a  part  of  knowledge,  and  rendering  it 
of  more  general  fervice  to  mankind. 

That  a  work  of  this  kind,  though  fome- 
what  difficult,  is  very  neceflary,  (becaufe  much 
wanted)  cannot  be  denied  by  any,  who  attend 
the  lick  in  thefe  diforders,  and  more  efpecial- 
ly  by  young  pradtitioners.  As  for  my  own 
part,  I  ingenuoufly  confefs,  that  the  plain 
rules  and  diredtions,  fuch  as  are  herein  con¬ 
tained,  would  have  been  of  infinite  ufe  and 
fervice  to  me,  at  my  firft  beginning  to  prac- 
tife,  and  I  am  very  fenfible  likewife  it  muff 
be  the  cafe  with  every  young  pradlitioner,  till 
feme  degree  of  experience,  founded  upon  di¬ 
ligent  and  good  obfervations,  has  made  him 
more  perfedt  in  his  art ;  and  therefore  it  is  to 
be  hoped,  that  the  defign  will,  in  fome  mea~ 
fure,  render  an  apology  unneceffary  ;  fince  I 
have  not  the  leaft  vanity  to  imagine  I  have 
advanced  any  thing  herein,  that  is  not  alrea¬ 
dy  well  known  to  the  experienced  and  learned 
phyfician. 

Vain  and  fanciful  hypothefes  of  different 
men  have  done  an  infinite  deal  of  mifehief 
in  refpedt  to  a  fuccefsful  method  of  treating 
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Fevers.  For  this  reafon,  perhaps,  it  is  that, 
among  the  great  number  of  books  published 
upon  this  fubjedt,  there  are  but  very  few, 
that  are  truly  ufeful.  The  reader  therefore 
is  not  to  expert  any  hypothetical  reafoning, 
but  naked  matter  of  fcience,  and  the  moil 
exadt  rules  in  regard  to  pradtice,  delivered 
in  plain  language  ;  and  perhaps  the  whole 
art  may  thus  be  fhewn  to  better  advantage, 
than  by  uncertain  reafonings,  and  >a  ftudied 
ftyle,  which,  inftead  of  inftrudting  us  in  the 
cure  of  difeafes,  will  rather  teach  us  to  talk 
of  and  harangue  upon  them.  Neither  is 
there  any  more  philofophy  introduced  into 
this  treatife  than  what  is  neceftary  to  explain 
the  reafon ablenefs  of  the  practice,  and  to 
guide  thofe  into  a  right  application  of  it, 
for  whofe  ufe  it  is  principally  calculated. 

I  fhall  now  proceed  to  give  the  reader  a 
iliort  account  of  this  work. 

And,  firft,  after  having  given  a  defeription 
of  Fevers  in  general,  whether  continual,  re¬ 
mitting,  or  intermitting,  together  with  their 
divifions,  fubdivifions,  &c.  I  fet  out  with  the 
definition  or  defeription  of  each  particular  Fe¬ 
ver,  as  juft  notions  of  difeafes  can  only  be  had 
by  defeription,  or  the  immediate  perception  of 
all  their  properties,  or  fymptoms.  Having  thus 
gained  fome  imperfedt  idea  of  the  diftemper,  I 
proceed  to  aftign  the  popular  or  moft  ufual 
antecedent  caufes,  to  which  It  is  generally 
aferibed,  yet  without  poiitively  aflerting  that 
it  is  really  owing  to  this  or  that  particular  caufe, 
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fince  the  true  knowledge  of  immediate  caufes, 
perhaps,  is  not,  or  ever  will  be  within  the 
reach  of  human  underflanding. 

After  the  caufes  of  each  difeafe,  are  de¬ 
livered  its  diagnofiicks,  or  the  diftinguifh- 
ing  figns  and  fymptoms,  with  which  it  ge¬ 
nerally  begins,  continues,  and  ends.  And 
this  part  gives,  as  it  were,  a  hiftory  of 
the  difeafe,  and  will  enable  us  to  diftin- 
guifh  one  Fever  from  another,  how  like 
foever  they  may- be.  Having  thus  improved 
the  notion  given  of  the  Fever,  by  the  de¬ 
finition,  into  a  tolerable  knowledge,  we  fhall, 
with  more  certainty,  be  able  to  pronounce 
our  medical  prediction,  under  the  name  of 
prognofticks,  which,  from  the  figns  or  cir- 
cumftances  before  laid  down,  conjectures 
the  event  of  the  diitemper,  than  wdiich  no¬ 
thing  gains  a  perfon  more  repute,  or  diihin- 
guifiies  a  phyfician  from  a  mere  empiric 
more  clearly.  ~ 

Thus  being  made  acquainted  writh  the 
necefiary  pr Recognita  to  the  cure  of  each 
Fever,  (for  the  curative  indications  muft 
always  be  deduced  from  the  caufe  of  the 
difeafe,  and  the  fymptoms  that  attend  it) 
the  next  thing  in  order,  is  to  enter  upon 
a  right  method  of  cure,  which  I  have  at¬ 
tempted  to  do  by  proper  diet,  drinks,  re¬ 
gimen,  and  the  direCt  ufe  of  medicines  pe¬ 
culiarly  adapted  to  the  particular  fymptoms, 
or  nature  of  the  cafe.  In  regard  to  regi¬ 
men  therefore,  I  have  given  fufficient  di¬ 
rections 
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regions  in  every  thing  relative  to  the  ma¬ 
nagement  of  the  patient,  as  to  the  life  of 
the  non-naturals,  &c.  And  under  the  article 
of  drinks  and  diet,  I  have  been  particu¬ 
larly  copious,  as  being  of  more  ufe  and  be¬ 
nefit  than  is  generally  imagined,  not  only  in 
Fevers,  but  in  moil;  other  diftempers.  For 
which  reafon  Dodtor  Huxham  very  juftly 
recommends  the  ftudy  of  the  dietetic  part  of 
medicine  more  than  it  generally  is,  and 
which  at  prefent,  I  think,  is  too  much  ne¬ 
glected.  In  regard  to  the  article  of  medi¬ 
cine  properly  fo  called,  notwithstanding  a 
long  detail  of  prefcriptions  are  many  times 
decried,  as  tending  in  lbme  meafure  to  de¬ 
ceive  the  unlkilful ;  becaufe,  it  is  faid,  or 
pretended,  they  cannot  be  fuited  to  the  va¬ 
rious  circumflances,  caufes,  and  lymptoms 
of  different  patients  ;  yet  as  this  treatife  is 
chiefly  defigned  for  the  ufe  of  young  practi¬ 
tioners,  and  more  particularly  apothecaries* 
who  are  obliged  to  prefcribe  medicines,  es¬ 
pecially  in  the  country,  by  reafon  of  the 
abfence  or  great  diffance  of  phyficians, 
and  who  may  pofiibly  be  at  a  lofs  for  con¬ 
venient  and  judicious  formulae,  I  have 
thought  proper  all  along  in  this  work  to 
infert  a  confiderable  variety  of  ufeful,  accu¬ 
rate,  and  elegant  forms,  properly  adapted  * 
to  every  ftage,  fymptcm,  and  other  circum- 
ffances  of  each  Fever ;  and,  indeed,  with¬ 
out  this  manner  or  method  of  prefcribing, 
the  whole  would  have  been  greatly  want¬ 
ing 
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Ing  in  its  defign,  and  confequently  lefs  ufe~ 
ful.  The  reader  will  obferve,  that  I  have 
always  directed  the  elixir  paregoricum  from 
my  pharmacopoeia  domeftica  nova,  not  out 
of  vanity  or  affectation,  but  as  it  is  lefs  fiery 
than  that  of  the  London  Difpenfatory  which 
is  made  with  a  rectified  fpirit,  whereas 
that  of  mine,  being  prepared  with  only  a 
proof  fpirit,  contains  but  half  the  flrength 
of  the  other,  and  confequently  may  be  taken 
in  a  larger  dofe  without  heating  too  much, 
for  half  an  ounce  by  meafure  contains  but 
about  a  grain  of  opium.  Befides,  the  ad¬ 
dition  of  the  liquorice  ferves  likewife  to 
make  it  more  foft,  and  fomewhat  more 
peCtoral,  which  lafl  is  part  of  the  intention 
of  the  medicine.  I  have  fometimes  alfo 
ordered  from  the  fecond  edition  of  my  Dif¬ 
penfatory,  the  tinCtura  peruviana  compofita, 
and  perchance  a  medicine  or  two  more,  which 
are  not  in  that  of  the  college. 

At  the  conclufion  of  the  chapter  on  the 
Small-pox,  i&  added  a  fhort,  eafy,  and  fuc- 
cefsful  method  of  preparing  the  body  for  a 
mild  reception  of  that  diftemper  in  lieu  of 
Inoculation. 

I  am  well  aware  of  many  defeCts  in  the 
following  work,  and  that  it  will  be  di (ap¬ 
proved  of  by  fome,  becaufe  there  are  paf- 
fages  occur  in  it  which  are  to  be  found 
in  other  books.  Yet,  if  I  have  collected 
the  fcattered  notions  of  the  mod  approved 
authors  into  one  view,  whereby  they  be¬ 
come 
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come  more  ufeful ;  and  if,  from  my  own 
practice,  experience,  and  obfervations,  I  have 
added  to  or  improved  what  has  been  faid 
before,  lo  as  to  render  the  theory  and  prac¬ 
tice  of  phyfic,  in  regard  to  Fevers,  more 
conlpicuous  and  eafy,  I  lhall  feel  a  fatis- 
fadion  much  fuperior  to  the  popular  ap- 
plaufe,  which  might  have  been  acquired 
by  a  more  pompous  performance,  and  lhall 
think  my  time  well  employed,  whatever 
malevolent  and  ill-natured  criticks  may  think 
lit  to  fay  of  it.  And  therefore  I  hope,  I 
lhall  not  be  accounted  a  plagiary  in  lb 
doing,  becaufe  I  profefs  to  have  collected 
from  fome  good  authors  whatever  feemed 
moll  ufeful  and  neceffary  to  my  purpofe, 
and,  in  general,  have  pointed  out  either 
the  place,  or  perfon,  and  fometimes  both. 
But  before  I  conclude,  I  cannot  poffibly  omit 
taking  this  opportunity  of  declaring,  that, 
among!!  fome  few  others,  I  am  in  a  particu¬ 
lar  manner  obliged  and  indebted  to  Dodor 
Huxham.

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CHAP.  I. 

Of  FEVERS  in  general 

XCfcSK  M  O  N  G  all  the  difeafes  that  af» 
^  A  'tf  fli£f  mankind,  there  are  none 
more  frequent  and  fatal  than  Fe¬ 
vers. 

By  the  term  Fever,  I  underffand  in  ge¬ 
neral,  an  increafed  motion  of  the  blood,  at¬ 
tended  with  a  quicknefs  and  frequency  of 
pulfe,  univerfal  heat,  pain  in  the  head, 
back,  and  loins,  difficulty  of  breathing, 
thirft,  drinefs  or  whitenefs  of  the  tongue, 
iicknefs  at  ftomach,  naufea,  want  of  ap¬ 
petite,  &c.  Or  it  may  be  defined  an  in¬ 
creafed  motion  of  the  blood,  and  a  more 
than  ordinary  heat  of  the  body,  accompa¬ 
nied  with  feme  diforder  in  the>,  natural  func- 
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tions,  or  animal  ceconomy,  more  or  lefs, 
according  as  it  is  more  or  lefs  violent.  Or 
Hill  in  fewer  words,  a  Fever  may  be  de~ 
fcribed,  a  preternatural  heat  and  quicknefs 
of  the  pulfe,  hurting  fever al  functions  of 
the  body.  In  order  therefore  to  difcover 
the  exiftence  of  a  Fever,  we  are  to  confider 
the  three  laft  mentioned  fymptoms,  as  the 
pathognomonic  or  charadteriftic  figns,  com¬ 
mon  to,  and  which  conftitute  the  very 
nature  and  effence  of  a  Fever,  and,  without 
which,  no  Fever  can  fubfift. 

Moft  F  evers  generally  begin  with  a  fort  of  cold 
fhivering,  foon  after  which,  the  pulfe,  grow¬ 
ing  quicker,  affords  the  primary  diagnoftic 
of  a  Fever. 

The  three  general  claffes  of  Fevers 
are.  Continual,  Remitting,  and  Intermit- 

tlng- 

By  a  Continual  Fever,  called  Synochus, 
ftridtly  fpeaking,  is  meant  that  which,  ne¬ 
ver  leaves  the  patient  through  the  whole 
time  of  his  being  ill,  but  goes  on  uni¬ 
formly  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  with¬ 
out  any  remarkable  abatement  of  the  fyrnp- 
toms,  or  any  exacerbations  or  remifiions. 
The  moft  fimple  and  mild  of  this  kind  is  a 
diary,  or  ephemera,  which  for  the  moft  part 
finifhes  its  courfe  in  twenty  four  hours,  or 
thereabouts ;  though  fometimes  it  continues 
a  day  or  two  longer,  but  then,  it  is  only 
one  circuit  protradted  through  fo  much 
time, 
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But  fometimes  both  Continual  and  Re¬ 
mitting  Fevers,  after  fome  fhort  continu¬ 
ance,  terminate  in  Intermittents,  and  they 
again,  by  irregularity,  bad  management, 
&c.  may  be  changed  into  Continual  Fe¬ 
vers.  This  clafs  of  Fevers  may  be  divided 
into  Acute  or  Ardent,  and  Slow  or  Ner¬ 
vous. 

When  the  fymptoms  are  violent  and 
very  haftily  make  their  progrefs,  the 
Fever  is  called  Acute  ;  when  they  are 
more  mild  and  gentle,  it  is  denominated  a 
Slow  Fever  ;  but  if  between  an  Acute  and 
Slow  one,  it  may  very  properly  be  termed 
a  Middle  Fever. 

A  Caufus  is  the  moftintenfe  Ardent  Fever 
with  an  infatiable  thirft,  and  a  heat  that  is 
almoft  burning  to  the  touch,  and  which,  in¬ 
deed,  (together  with  other  fymptoms  of  in¬ 
flammation)  is  the  true  pathognomonic  flgn 
of  a  Burning  Fever. 

Under  the  Acute,  may  be  comprehended 
all  fuch  as  are  attended  with,  or  have  ad¬ 
joined  to  them,  either  a  general  or  particular 
plethora  of  the  veflels,  or  exceflive  rarefac¬ 
tion  in  the  blood,  accompanied  with  a  ftrong 
and  high  pulfe,  deep  urine,  great  thirft,  in¬ 
quietude,  vigil,  phrenfy,  &c. 

Under  the  Nervous,  may  be  compre¬ 
hended  all  fuch  as  are  attended  with  diffi¬ 
culty  of  refpiration,  as  well  as  circulation 
of  the  blood  ;  fufpiria,  with  oppreffion  on 
the  praecordia,  a  low,  creeping  and  inter¬ 
mitting  pulfe,  lipothymy,  and  other  nervous 
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affections,  which  fometimes  unexpedtedly  de- 
ftroy  the  patient. 

All  thefe  Fevers  are  diftinguifhed  into  Ef- 
fential  or  Primary,  and  Secondary  or  Symp¬ 
tomatic. 

The  Primary  are  in  themfelves  a  difeafe, 
and  come  not  after  any  other  diftemper 
whereby  they  fubfift  :  the  Symptomatic  do 
not  fubfift  of  themfelves,  but  by  another  dif¬ 
eafe,  from  which  they  have  their  origin, 
and  moft  commonly  depend  on  fome  re¬ 
markable  inflammation,  from  whence  arifes 
the  variety  of  Inflammatory  Fevers,  fo 
called. 

An  Inflammatory  Fever  is  either  univer- 
fal5  as  the  Variolous,  Morbillofe,  Scarlet,  Ery- 
fipelatofe,  Rheumatic,  &c.  or  particular,  as 
the  Anginofe,  Peripneumonic,  Pleuritic,  &c. . 
and  they  again  are  diftinguifhed  into  Erup¬ 
tive,  and  Non-eruptive  :  to  the  firft  clafs, 
belong  the  Variolous,  Morbillofe,  Scarlet, 
and  Eryfipelatofe  ;  and  the  four  laft,  to  the 
Non-eruptive. 

To  the  Continual  likewlfe  belong  the  Ma¬ 
lignant,  Peftilential,  and  Peftis  or  Plague  ; 
or,  as  fome  pleafe  to  term  them,  maligna, 
malignior,  maligniflima,  as  only  differing  in 
deg-rees. 

o  _  ■ 

A  Hedtic  is,  for  the  moft  part,  an  habi¬ 
tual,  flow,  Continual  Fever,  generally  ter¬ 
minating  in  a  confumption,  with  a  more 
than  ordinary  heat  after  a  full  meal,  with 
a  quick,  low,  and  weak  pulfe,  and  a  con- 
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ftant  degree  of  heat  more  or  lefs,  through¬ 
out  its  whole  courfe. 

A  Colliquative  Fever  is  attended  with  great 
heat,  that  runs  into  fufion  the  fat,  flefh, 
and  fubftance  of  the  folid  parts  in  a  fhort 
fpace  of  time  ;  and  is  frequently  the  fatal 
cataftrophe  of  Slow  Fevers,  and  confifts  in  a 
general  diffolution  of  the  humours  or  juices, 
which  are  difcharged  by  ftool,  urine,  fweat, 
or  other  evacuations. 

A  Continent  or  Remitting  Fever,  though 
in  reality  it  is  a  kind  of  Continual  Fever,  in 
regard  to  its  duration,  but  not  in  degree,  con¬ 
tinues  many  days  together  without  any  in- 
termiffion,  but  then  it  has  its  increafes  and 
decreafes,  which  are  fometimes  regular,  and 
ometimes  irregular,  but  no  perfect  intermif- 
fions. 

An  Intermittent  is  that  which,  within  the 
fpace  wherein  a  perfon  is  faid  to  be  ill,  does 
for  fome  time  leave  the  patient  free  of  it,  or 
of  which  for  fome  time  there  is  an  entire 
termination,  or  in  which  it  altogether  difap- 
pears. 

And  accordingly  they  are  differently  de¬ 
nominated  from  the  different  returns  of  the 
paroxyfm  or  fit,  viz.  Quotidian,  Tertian, 
Quartan,  and  their  refpedtive  duplicates. 

A  Quotidian  is  the  return  of  the  fit  once 
every  day. 

A  Tertian  is  the  return  of  the  fit  every 
other  day,  that  is,  every  third  day  inclu- 
five. 

A  Quartan  is  the  return  of  the  ft  every 
fourth  day  incluiive.  An 
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An  Intermitting  Double- tertian  is  when 
it  is  felt  every  day,  but  has,  each  other 
day,  a  fit  more  violent  than  the  former ; 
though  the  accurate  and  learned  Dr.  Flux- 
ham,  in  his  effay  on  Fevers,  fays,  that 
Quotidians,  and  Double-tertians,  are  ofo 
tentimes  the  fame  thing.  Fuller,  on  Erup¬ 
tive  Fevers,  p.  109,  no,  explains  Intermit¬ 
ting  Duplicates,  thus : 

££  If  the  ague  returns  every  day,  but  each 
cc  other  fit  anfwers  not  in  time  of  acceffion,  viz. 
£C  one  comes  on  Sunday  andTuefday,  at  eight 
cc  in  the  morning,  and  the  other  on  Monday 
£C  and  Wednefday,  at  two  in  the  afternoon, 
££  though  this  ague  invades  every  day,  yet  it 
££  is  not  a  Quotidian,  but  a  Double-ten 
4£  tian.”

£C  If  it  comes  two  days  together,  and 
cc  mifleth  the  third  day,  and  each  other  fit 
££  correfponds  as  to  time,  one  coming  on 
ic  Sunday  at  eight  in  the  morning,  and  the 
C£  other  on  Monday  at  two  in  the  afternoon, 
C£  and  it  quite  miffes  Tuefday,  and  fo  for- 
Cc  ward  in  the  fame  manner,  it  is  a  Double- 
C£  quartan  ague.” 

Another  divificn  of  Intermittents  is  into 
Periodical  and  Erratic. 

A  Periodical  Intermittent  is  when  the 
fit  returns  at  regular  and  Hated  times  ;  but 
when  the  returns  are  not  regular,  or  at  cer¬ 
tain  periods,  but  happen  fcorser  or  later,  be¬ 
fore  or  after  the  time  expedit'd,  it  is  called  an 
Erratic  Intermittent. 

Both 
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Both  Continual  and  Intermitting  Fevers 
are  either  legitimate,  entire  and  true,  or  fpu- 
rious,  and  of  the  baftard  kind.  To  the 
former  belong  all  thofe  affections,  that 
are  proper  to  fome  kind  of  Fever  5  but 
to  the  latter  only  fome  of  thofe  necef- 
fary  affeCtions,  joined  with  what  alfo  con¬ 
cerns  other  difeafes.  There  are  many  other 
divifions  and  fubdivifions  of  Fevers  made  by 
the  generality  of  authors  ;  but  as  they  ferve 
chiefly  to  confufe  the  minds,  and  burthen 
the  memories  of  young  practitioners,  I  chufe 
to  avoid  them,  as  being  of  no  real  ufe  in 
practice, 

CHAR  II. 

Of  an  Acute  Continual  Fever. 

T^IIIS  Fever  commonly  invades  the 
patient  in  a  moil  violent  manner. 
The  only  notice  it  generally  gives  of  its 
firfl:  affault  is  a  momentary  Rigor,  or  Cold 
Chill,  which  is  fucceeded  fome  fliort  time 
after  with  a  quick,  frequent,  large  and  full 
pulfe,  a  dry  and  hard  ikin,  a  conftant  uni- 
verfal  heat  of  the  body,  pains  in  the  head, 
back,  and  loins,  &c.  a  difficulty  of  breath¬ 
ing,  anxiety,  naufeoufnefs  and  reaching  to 
vomit,  and  when  any  thing  is  thrown  up,  it 
is  for  the  moft  part  of  the  bilious  kind,  a 

B  4  total 
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total  lofs  of  appetite,  an  unquenchable  third, 
the  urine  but  little  in  quantity.  Some¬ 
times  it  is  very  high  -  coloured,  at  o- 
thers  pale  and  limpid.  The  countenance 
Is  flufhed  and  inflated,  the  eyes  look  bright, 
and  feem  to  dart  out  farther  than  ufual, 
while  the  patient  labours  under  immoderate 
watchings,  phrenfy,  &c. 

The  fymptoms,  fubfequent  to  thefe,  are 
a  dry,  harfh,  rough,  and  black,  or  other- 
wife  difcoloured  tongue,  great  redleflhefs, 
and  toffing  about  in  bed,  infomuch,  that  it 
lometimes  requires  three  or  four  people  to 
hold  a  perfon  thus  affeded  therein  ;  and 
whenever  he  eats  or  drinks  any  thing,  it  is 
frequently  with  great  eagernefs. 

Towards  the  decline  or  lad  dage  of  the 
difeafe,  rank,  foetid,  ungrateful  fweats  com¬ 
monly  arife ;  and  ladly,  if  a  conflderable 
haemorrhage,  or  fome  other  favourable  turn 
or  ends  ihould  not  happen  in  a  reafonable 
time,  then  the  mod  grievous  fymptoms  of 
all  will  be  introduced,  viz.  a  coma,  op- 
predion  of  the  praecordia,  a  quick  and  dif¬ 
ficult  refpiration,  fubfultus  tendinum,  fin-r 
gultus,  cold  and  clammy  fweats,  black  dools, 
and  a  quick,  low,  intermitting  pulfe,  which 
terminate  in  death. 

Bellini,  in  his  mechanical  account  of  Fe¬ 
vers,  has  very  learnedly  and  diffidently  prp- 
ved,  there  can  be  no  Fever  without  fome 
fault  in  the  blood,  either  as  to  its  motion, 
.quantity,  or  quality,  or  in  fome  or  all  of  thefe 
together.  From  hence  it  plainly  appears 

(as 
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(as  Dr.  Langrifh  very  judicioufly  obferves) 
«  that  all  the  bad  fymptoms  of  this  difeafe 
arife  from  the  blood  and  humours  being  too 
thick  and  vifcous,  and  too  fully  impregnated 
with  faline  and  fulphureous  particles ;  whence 
the  courfe  of  the  blood  is  rendered  more 
difficult  through  the  minuted  tubuli  5  the 
excretions  by  perfpiration,  fweat,  urine,  dool, 
&c.  are  diminifhed  5  too  much  blood  is  ac¬ 
cumulated  in  the  more  patent  and  pervious 
canals  ;  the  veflels  grow  too  dried  and 
tenfe ;  the  circulation  becomes  too  quick  ; 
and  all  the  humours,  by  their  impetuous 
motion,  acquire  a  much  greater  degree  of 
heat  and  acrimony  than  what  .is  natural 
or  confident  with  the  well-being  of  the  ani¬ 
mal  ceconomy.” 

The  exceffive  heat,  therefore,  which  ac¬ 
companies  this  Fever  during  its  whole  pro- 
grefs,  if  not  timely  abated,  will  be  attended 
with  many  dangerous  confequences.  The 
fine  parts  of  the  blood  will  be  difiipated,  the 
fpirits  waded,  the  folids  parched  and  dried 
up,  and  the  animal  fluids  rendered  incapa¬ 
ble  of  continuing  their  circulation :  for  ex¬ 
periments  diffidently  convince  us,  that  the 
ferum  of  the  blood  may  by  a  very  mo¬ 
derate  degree  of  heat  be  turned  into  a 
jelly. 

The  fird  thing  therefore  incumbent  upon 
the  Phyfician,  in  the  cure  of  this  and  all  other 
Fevers,  that  arife  from  too  great  a  quan¬ 
tity  and  too  rapid  a  motion  of  the  blood,  is, 
in  cafe  he  be  confulted  early  enough,  to  or¬ 
der 
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der  a  considerable  quantity  of  blood  to  be  tak¬ 
en  away  immediately,  and  that  to  be  oc¬ 
casionally  repeated,  according  to  the  ftrength 
of  the  patient,  once  in  twelve,  eighteen,  or 
twenty-four  hours,  as  long  as  the  fymp- 
toms  continue  in  their  full  vigour,  or  feem 
to  gain  ground  upon  the  patient,  obfen/ing 
that  the  quantity  be  proportion  ably  leffened 
each  time  after  the  firft  bleeding.  For,  as 
Dr.  Huxham  very  juftly  obferves,  cc  the 
longer  bleeding  is  neglected,  the  more  vif- 
cid  and  acrimonious  is  the  blood  rendered,* 
by  diffipating  its  more  thin  part,  condenfing 
the  red  globules,  and  heating  the  ferum  to 
luch  a  degree,  as  to  turn  it  into  a  kind  of 
jelly.  And  by  exalting  the  animal  falts  and 
oils  to  a  greater  and  greater  degree  of  acri¬ 
mony  (which  is  always  in  proportion  to  the 
intenfity  and  duration  of  the  heat)  the  whole 
mafs  grows  putrid  at  length,  and  unfit  for 
animal  ufes.  Befides,  whatever  obfcrudtions 
may  be  formed  either  in  the  extreme  branches 
of  the  fangu in e,  or  beginnings  of  the  fe« 
rous,  or.  lymphatic  arteries,  they  are  apt 
to  be  more  and  more  radicated  by  the 
too  violent  motion  of  the  blood.  So  that  the 
negiedt  of  bleeding,  at  the  beginning  o£ 
any  acute  difeafe,  is  very  often  never  to  be 
compenfated  in  the  fubfequent  Stadia  of  the 
Fever;  when  the  impadtion  of  the  obflruct- 
ing  matter  is  fo  far  advanced,  and  the  thick- 
nefs  and  vifcidity  of  the  humours  fo  great, 
as  to  elude  the  force  of  all  manner  of  attenu- 
ants  and  diluents.” 


Pro- 
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Proper  evacuation  being  made  by  bleed¬ 
ing,  according  to  the  ftrength  of  the  patient 
and  violence  of  the  difeafe ;  the  next  thing 
of  confequence  is  to  exhibit  a  gentle  eme¬ 
tic,  more  efpecially,  if  ficknefs,  naufea,  load 
at  ftomach,  &c.  indicate  it,  in  order  to  dis¬ 
charge  any  bilious,  pituitous,  or  indigefted 
matter  from  the  ftomach,  which,  if  not  thrown 
off  in  the  beginning,  would  caufe  frequent 
motions  to  vomit,  and,  by  remaining  there, 
would  putrefy,  corrupt,  and  grow  acrid. 
Whence  oftentimes  arife  dangerous  diar¬ 
rhoeas,  towrards  the  height  of  the  Fever,  for 
want  of  vomiting  in  the  beginning.  But 
farther,  as  the  aCtion  of  violent  vomiting 
(though  in  this  cafe  1  would  ftill  be  under- 
ftood  to  mean  gentle  vomiting)  is  perhaps 
one  of  the  moft  univerfal  exercifes  the  hu¬ 
man  frame  is  capable  of  being  put  into, 
every  limb,  mufcle,  and  alfo  every  veffel 
and  gland  of  the  body  wrill  in  foms  mea- 
fure  be  influenced  by  the  agitations  it  pro¬ 
duces  ;  which  muft  greatly  aftift  in  attenuat¬ 
ing  and  diflodging  their  refpedtive  contents, 
and  confequently  open  the  fecretory  and  ex¬ 
cretory  dudts  of  the  glands  of  the  fauces, 
oefophagus,  ftomach,  inteftines,  liver,  o- 
mentum,  mefentery,  &c.  and  unload  them 
of  a  great  quantity  of  vifcous  phlegm,  and 
bilious  matter,  and  alfo  by  the  forcible  con¬ 
tractions  of  the  mufcles  will  greatly  aftift  in 
fhaking,  dividing,  and  attenuating  the  len- 
tor,  and  thereby  promote  the  fecretions  and 

ex- 
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excretions,  as  is  evident  from  the  profqfe 
fweats  which  generally  break  out  after  plen¬ 
tiful  fits  of  vomiting. 

After  bleeding  and  vomiting,  proper  di¬ 
lution  is  abfolutely  neceffary  in  all  Fevers, 
elpecially  in  the  ardent  and  inflammatory. 
In  this  cafe  therefore  we  muft  have  re¬ 
coil  rie  to  cooling,  thin,  diluting,  and  aci¬ 
dulated  liquors,  fuch  as  a  light  barley-water, 
oatmeal  tea,  thin  teas  made  of  fage,  balm, 
&c.  but  the  water  not  fuffered  to  lie  upon 
the  herb  above  twelve  or  fifteen  minutes, 
an  infufion  of  apples  or  pippins  lliced,  wood- 
forrel,  or  in  its  defedt  an  infufion  of  the  con- 
ferve,  thin  clear  whey,  or  wood  -  forrel 
whey  made  by  boiling  the  herb  cut,  or 
gently  bruifed,  with  milk  ;  any  of  thefe 
may  occafionally  be  fweetened  with  clari¬ 
fied  honey,  fugar,  fyrup,  jellies  or  rob 
of  cherries,  currants,  rafpberries,  and  fuch- 
like  fruits.  Lemonade,  or  *  Orangeade, 
like  wife  makes  a  moll  grateful  acidulated  and 
faponaceous  diluent.  Nor  can  I  fee  any  rea- 
fon  why  the  fick  perfon  fhould  not  be  in¬ 
dulged  now  and  then  in  a  draught  of  fmall 
beer  with  a  toaft,  efpecially  if  it  has  been 
his  common  diluter  in  the  time  of  health, 
provided  it  is  well  brewed,  clear,  and  of  a

proper 
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proper  age,  neither  bitter  nor  four ;  more 
particularly  if  he  has  no  diforder  in  his  fto~ 
mach  and  bowels,  nor  tendency  to  a  loofe- 
nefs.  Or  if  the  body  be  coftive,  tamarind- 
whey,  or  an  ounce  or  more  of  tamarinds 
boiled  in  a  quart  of  thin  barley-water,  or 
three  ounces  of  raifins  of  the  fun  Honed  and 
diced  with  an  ounce  of  tamarinds  boiled  in 
three  pints  of  water  to  a  quart,  and  drank 
for  common  drink,  makes  a  very  pleafant, 
delightful  liquor.  I  have  been  fomewhat 
the  more  particular  in  mentioning  fo  great 
a  variety  of  liquids  in  order  to  prevent,  if 
poffible,  the  patient  from  being  cloyed  with 
and  naufeating  what  he  drinks  (which  is  ge¬ 
nerally  the  cafe,  when  two  or  three  liquors 
only  are  made  ufe  of  during  his  whole  illnefs) 
by  giving  him  a  choice  of  fuch  potables, 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  moft  agree¬ 
able  to  his  palate  ;  becaufe,  in  plentiful  di¬ 
lution  (after  proper  and  well-timed  evacua- 
ations)  together  with  the  ufe  of  a  few  nitrous 
medicines,  the  cure  of  an  acute  Inflamma¬ 
tory  Fever  chiefly  confifts. 

All  thefe  fhould  be  frequently  drank  fome¬ 
what  warm,  in  fm all  or  moderate  quantities 
at  the  beginning  of  the  Fever.  But  towards 
the  height  or  crifis  of  the  difeafe,  when  the 
morbid  matter  is  fufiiciently  attenuated,  they 
may  be  drank  in  larger  quantities,  in  or¬ 
der  to  dilate  the  velfels  by  an  additional  im- 
pulfe,  and  caft  it  forth  through  fome  of  the 
excretory  dudts. 


As 
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As  to  his  diet,  if  he  is  inclinable  to  eat, 
all  forts  of  meats,  and  even  chicken-broths, 
are  religioufly  to  be  avoided,  and  the  higheft 
food  he  ought  to  be  indulged  in  are  frnooth 
water-gruel,  panado,  barley  boiled  to  a  foft- 
nefs,  pulped ,  and  fweetened  to  the  tafte,  or 
roafted  apples  with  a  little  fugar,  and  well 
baked  bread. 

Great  care  is  to  be  taken,  during  thefe 
adminiftrations,  to  empty  the  bowels,  if  they 
anfwer  not  of  themfelves,  daily,  or  every 
other  day,  by  cooling  emollient  clyfters. 
For  the  excrements,  being  hardened  by  heat 
and  long  retention,  muft  neceffarily  produce 
foetid,  putrid,  and  corrupted  effluvia,  which 
may  poffibly,  through  the  lafteals,  &c.  get 
into  the  blood,  and  prove  very  pernicious. 
Befides,  the  inteftines,  being  often  loaded  by  bi¬ 
lious  acrid  matter  as  well  as  indurated  excre¬ 
ments,  by  preffing  on  the  iliac  arteries,  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  aorta,  and  neck  of  the  bladder, 
by  hindering  the  free  defcent  of  the  blood  to 
the  lower  parts,  will  neceffarily  caufe  a  fur- 
charge  on  the  upper  parts  of  the  body,  as  head 
and  bread:,  and  a  fuppreffion  of  urine  ;  and 
therefore  clyfters  may  likewife  be  conndered 
as  a  kind  of  warm  relaxing  fomentation  to 
the  parts  in  the  pelvis  and  lower  belly,  and 
both  derive  from  the  head  and  praecordia, 
and  promote  a  difcharge  of  urine  alfo  :  but, 
at  the  fame  time,  fome  caution  is  neceilary, 
not 'to  ufe  them  fo  often  in  weak  and  aged 
perfons  ;  neither  fhould  they  be  continued 

too 
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too  near  the  ftate  or  height  of  the  difeafe, 
left  they  drain  too  much  from  the  bloody 
and  thereby  interrupt  a  crifis. 

Proper  evacuations  being  now  confidered, 
our  next  bufinefs  in  the  beginning  and  in- 
creafe  of  this  difeafe,  is  to  give  fuch  medi¬ 
cines,  as  will  cool  and  abate  the  rarefaction 
of  the  blood,  and  thereby  prevent  its  becom¬ 
ing  thick  and  yifcid,  in  confequence  of  its 
too  impetuous  motion  :  and,  as  this  treatife 
is  chiefly  calculated  for  the  benefit  of  young 
practitioners,  who  may  probably  be  at  a 
lofs  for  a  choice  of  proper  and  convenient 
Formula,  I  fhall  not  only  here,  but  through¬ 
out  the  following  fheets,  fubjoin  a  few  fuch 
modern  prefcriptions,  as  are  generally  made 
ufe  of  in  the  different  intentions  of  cure, 
viz.

If  coftive,  and  clyfters  cannot  be  con¬ 
veniently  adminiftered,  then  the  following 
powder,  or  the  fame  made  into  a  bolus 
or  draught,  may  be  exhibited.

At  this  time,  likewife,  every  thing  is  to  be 
avoided  that  may  have  the  lead:  tendency  to 
promote  inflammation.  In  hot  feafons  the 
frefh  air  is  frequently  to  be  admitted  into  the 
patient’s  chamber,  though  in  fuch  a  man¬ 
ner 
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ne.r,  as  not  to  blow  in  a  dire<ft  ftream  upon 
his  body,  but  rather  to  circulate  round  his 
apartment,  through  an  adjoining  room;  he 
muft  not  be  loaded  or  ftifled  (under  pretence 
to  avoid  catching  cold)  with  too  many  bed- 
cloaths,  but  fhould  often  fit  upright  in  bed 
if  he  is  ftrong  enough  to  bear  it,  or  be  bol- 
ftered  up  with  pillows,  which  may  be  of 
great  fervice,  more  efpecially  when  the  head 
is  much  affedted,  by  retarding  the  motion  of 
the  blood  to  the  brain.  The  floor,  particu- 
larly  in  hot  and  dry  weather,  fhould  be 
fprinkled  with  vinegar,  or  rofe-water  and  vi¬ 
negar,  with  a  little  nitre,  and  cooling  herbs, 
fuch  as  elder-branches  with  their  flowers, 
vine-leaves,  violets,  willow-branches,  &c. 
But  in  cafe  the  patient  fhould  fweat  much, 
then  fome  caution  herein  would  be  neceflary, 
for  fear  of  checking  it.  The  mouth  and 
throat  fhould  likewife  be  often  waflied  or 
gargled  *  with  warm  water,  with  which  alfo, 
the  feet  and  hands  maydccafionallybe  bathed: 
but  if  notwithftanding  the  ufe  of  the  above- 
mentioned  adminiftrations,  the  head  fhould 
be  affedted  with  racking  pains,  or  an  cbfti- 
nate  watching,  with  a  tendency  to  a  delirium, 
&c.  apply  cupping  glafles  with  fcarification 
to  the  neck,  or  leeches  to  the  temples,  toge¬ 
ther  with  pigeons  juft  killed  and  flit  open,  or 
the  warm  lungs  of  fheep,  calves,  &c.  to  the 
foies  of  the  feet. 

If  towards  the  crifis,  an  immoderate  or 
fymptotnatic  loofenefs  fhould  happen,  and 
more  efpecially  if  neceflary  vomiting  was

omitted  in  the  beginning  of  the  Fever,  it  may 
be  ftill  proper  to  exhibit  a  gentle  emetic,  toge¬ 
ther  with  fome  fuch  moderate  anodyne  aftrin- 
gents  as  follow ;  becaufe  at  this  time  the  pa¬ 
tient  would  be  too  much  Weakened  by  its 
continuance,  and  confequently  the  depura¬ 
tion  of  the  febrile  matter  would  be  greatly 
retarded,  if  not  totally  prevented.

Sometimes,  towards  the  height  of  the  dif- 
eafe,  fpots  of  different  fhapes  and  colours  are 
difcovered ;  and  the  nearer  they  approach  to 
a  florid  hue,  and  the  later  they  appear,  fo 
much  the  better  >  for  then  the  morbid  mat¬ 
ter  tends  to  a  falutary  concodtion.  In  this 
cafe  you  muft  be  very  careful  how  you  make 
any  efforts  on  the  firfl:  paffages  by  vomits,, 
purges,  or  even  by  the  mail:  lenient  clvfters, 

but* 
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but,  on  the  other  hand,  fhould  rather  pro¬ 
mote  the  eruption  by  fbme  gentle  diaphore¬ 
tic  medicine,  viz.

If  at  this  time,  namely,  the  ftate  or 
height  of  the  difeafe,  no  eruptions  fhould 
appear ;  we  muft  be  very  diligent  and  watch¬ 
ful,  in  order  to  fee  by  what  other  ways  na¬ 
ture  attempts  to  throw  off  the  febrile  matter, 
and  afiift  her  when  the  is  too  feeble  and  in¬ 
firm  5  whether  by  lweat,  loofe  and  fetid  ftools; 
turbid  urine,  fpitting,  vomiting,  haemorrhage, 
abfcefs,  or  other  critical  difcharges;  taking 
care  by  all  proper  means  to  encourage  thefe 
beneficial  evacuations,  unlefs  they  fhould 
prove  excefiive,  and  productive  of  ill  fymp- 
toms.  Hence  (as  Dr.  Langrifh  *  obferves) 
we  are  to  follow  the  guidance  of  nature

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wherefoever  fhe  appears  to  move  right,  and 
within  bounds ;  and  if  her  efforts  are  too 
weak  to  ejedt  her  enemy,  or  infufficient  to 
relieve  the  fymptoms,  we  are  to  affift  her : 
but  when  fhe  over-adts  her  part  and  endan¬ 
gers  life,  by  violent  motions,  and  exceffive 
excretions,  it  is  our  duty  to  oppofe  her  ;  and 
certainly  all  evacuations,  which  refult  from 
a  colliquation  of  the  animal  fluids,  or  which 
deprefs  the  fpirits,  and  diminifh  the  ftrength, 
beyond  a  realbnable  degree,  are  hurtful,  and 
ought  by  all  proper  methods  and  medicines 
to  be  retrained. 

But  if,  at  this  jundture,  no  crifis  can  be 
obtained  either  by  nature  or  art,  the  cafe  is 
very  deplorable  ;  for  the  fick  will  neceffarily 
begin  to  fink  under  the  too  great  weight  of 
the  diftemper;  the  folids  will  be  relaxed, 
the  circulation  grow  languid,  the  quantity  of 
fpirits  greatly  decay,  and,  in  a  word,  the 
functions  of  the  whole  animal  ceconomy 
will  be  perverted.  Hence  we  may  eafily 
apprehend  the  reafon  of  the  difficulty  of 
breathing,  coma,  tremors  of  the  nerves, 
fubfultus  tendinum,  the  interruption  and  low- 
nefs  of  the  pulfe,  and  at  length  its  total  cef- 
fation,  which  is  death. 

Under  thefe  unhappy  circumftances,  the 
phyfician  (from  the  imminent  danger  of  his. 
patient)  has  a  very  uncomfortable  province  ; 
for  now  the  curative  indications  are  quite  op- 
polite  to  thofe  already  mentioned ;  and,  in- 
ftead  of  cooling  nitrous  medicines,  he  mu  ft 
have  recourfe  to  fharp,  volatile,  and  ftimula- 
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ting  ones,  fuch  as  blifters,  the  volatile  falts 
and  fpirits,  camphor,  caftor.  croc,  anglic* 
rad.  ferp.  virg.  rad.  contrayerv.  conf.  cardiac. 
See.  in  order  to  invigorate  the  circulation, 
and  thereby  endeavour  to  produce  a  crifis.

It  is  now  time  to  conclude  this  chapter, 
with  taking  feme  fhort  notice  of  the  rules  to 
be  obferved  after  the  crifis  is  compleated,  and 
the  Fever  gone  .off. 

The  firft  thing  therefore  to  be  done,  is  to 
exhibit  a  gentle  ftomachic  purge  or  two,  left 
any  of  the  morbific  matter  fhould  remain  in 
the  blood,  and  be  liable  to  affiinilate  the 
humours  again,  and  thereby  generate  ob- 
ftrudfions  :  this  being  obtained,  our  next 
great  care  is  to  recover  the  tone  of  the  vif- 
cera  which  may  be  weakened  either  from  ob- 
ftrudtiqns  which  happened  in  them  during 
the  violence  of  the  Fever,  or  from  the  crifis 
falling  upon  them  at  the  latter  end.  For  this 
intention  the  Bath,  Tunbridge,  Spaw,  Pyr- 
mont,  Selter,  or  other  chalybeat  waters 
with  bitters,  are  generally  prefcribed,  or 
fome  of  the  following  forms,

Or  thirty  drpps  of  the  acid  elixir  of  vitriol, 
may  be  taken  twice  a  day  in  a  large  draught  of 
Selter,  Spaw,  fyrmont,  or  any  other  chaly- 
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beat  water.  Thele  waters  may  fometimes 
he  drank  alone,  and  fometimes  mixed 
with  a  proper  quantity  of  good  old  red 
port. 

In  regard  to  food,  it  ought  to  be  light, 
and  eafy  of  digeftion,  and  fhould  be  taken 
but  in  fmall  quantities  at  a  time,  fuch  as 
chicken,  turkey,  rabbit,  lamb,  mutton,  and 
veal,  or  chicken  and  veal  broths,  milk, 
eggs,  fago,  jellies,  and  fuch  like,  till  the 
concodtive  faculties  are  enabled  to  digeft  or 
affimilate  with  their  wonted  force  aud  vi¬ 
gour  :  to  which  end,  moderate  exercife  in 
a  clear  air,  either  in  a  coach  or  on  horfeback, 
fhould  be  ufed  for  fome  time,  the  laft  of 
which,  if  the  patient  is  able  to  bear  it,  is 
moft  eligible  ;  becaufe,  by  the  many  repeated 
fuccuflions,  which  muft  neceflfarily  happen, 
both  the  folids  and  fluids  of  the  whole  body 
will  be  greatly  arfedted,  and  confequently, 
the  obftrudted  perfpiration  will  be  re¬ 
stored  $  and  by  the  fecretion  of  particles 
purely  excrepientitious,  and  the  better  mix¬ 
ture  of  thofe  which  are  homogeneous,  the 
animal  functions  will  be  regularly  perform¬ 
ed,  by  giving  a  greater  tenfion  to,  or  reco¬ 
vering  the  tone  of  the  parts  ;  whence  the 
ftrength  will  naturally  return  much  fooner, 
than  it  otherwile  poffibly  could. 
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CHAP.  III. 

Of  an  Intermitting  Fever. 

AS  Agues  or  Intermittents  have  already, 
in  the  chapter  of  Fevers  in  general, 
been  fufficiently  defined,  and  diftinguifhed, 
together  with  their  proper  divifions  and  fub- 
divifions,  I  fiiall  here  only  point  out  their 
general  caufes  and  diagnofiic  fymptoms,  and 
then  proceed  to  the  method  of  cure. 

The  common  or  external  procatarctic 
caufes  of  Intermitting  Fevers,  therefore,  are 
whatever  have  a  tendency  to  unbend  the 
ipring  of  the  fibres,  to  create  a  vifcid  blood 
and  lymph,  to  retard  the  circulation  through 
the  capillary,  fanguine,  and  lymphatic  arteries, 
and  thereby  bring  on  an  obftrudtion  in  the 
fecretory  and  excretory  dudls.  Flence  with  us, 
of  this  ifland  in  particular,  an  impeded  perfpi- 
ration  arifing  from  the  great  intemperature  of 
the  air,  and  the  irregularity  of  our  feafons,  fo 
fuddenly  changing  from  one  extreme  to  ano¬ 
ther  ;  and,  as  it  were,  as  Sir  Richard  Ma- 
ningham  obferves,  inftantly  pafiing  through 
the  different  'mediums  of  hot  and  cold,  wet 
and  dry,  together  with  the  many  irregulari¬ 
ties  in  our  meat  and  drink,  fleeping  and  watch¬ 
ing,  and  the  reft  of  the  Non-naturals,  are  for 

the 
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the  moft  part  the  caufe  of  this  difeafe ;  bu* 
more  elpecially  a  moift,  foggy  atmofphere 
exhaling  from  a  fwampy  moorifh  foil,  or  a 
continuance  of  cold,  rainy,  thick  weather. 
For  this  reafon  it  is,  that  Intermittents,  or 
Agues,  are  fo  rife  in  moift,  damp  places 
near  the  fea-fide,  or  in  low,  marfhy  grounds, 
as  in  fome  parts  of  Suflex,  the  fens  of  Cam- 
bridgefhire,  or  in  the  hundreds  of  Eflex,  &c. 
Hence  it  is  likewife,  that  in  thefe  low,  fen¬ 
ny  countries  Agues  are  endemic,  and  in  cer¬ 
tain  cold  wet  feafons  epidemic.  § 

An  Intermitting  Fever  (whether  a  Quo¬ 
tidian,  Tertian,  Quartan,  or  any  other,  if 
it  is  of  the  regular  kind)  begins  with  a  cold- 
nefs,  palenefs,  and  lividity  of  the  fingers, 
nails,  lips,  &c.  attended  with  a  ftretching, 
yawning,  fhivering,  and  a  fhaking,  which 
is  fometimes  fo  violent  as  to  fhake  the 
whole  body.  The  flefh  is  cold  ;  the  coun¬ 
tenance  pale ;  fick  fits  and  vomiting  arife, 
with  a  general  laffitude  and  uneafinefs  all 
over  the  body,  with  pains  in  the  head,  back, 
or  limbs,  &c.  In  the  beginning  of  the  fit, 
the  pulfe  is  low  and  oppreffed,  and  the  urine 
is  clear  without  a  fediment :  in  the  middle  of 
the  Fever,  comes  on  a  troublefome  heat  and 
thirft,  with  many  other  fymptoms,  the  pulfe 
grows  quick  and  ftrong,  and  the  urine  red-

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di£h :  towards  the  decline  of  the  fit,  the 
pulfe  becomes  ftronger,  the  urine  fettles, 
and  for  the  moll  part  depofites  a  lateritious 
fedi.ment,  the  fick'fweats  plentifully,  and  in 
confequenceof  thefe  temporary  crifes,  if  I  may 
fo  call  them,  all  the  fymptoms  abate,  and  at 
laft  an  apyrexy  or  intermifiion  fucceeds;  and 
then  the  appetite  returns,  and  the  patient,  for 
the  prefent,  is  no  longer  in  a  Fever,  or,  in 
other  words,  he  is  faid  to  be  well,  till  the 
return  of  the  next  paroxyfm  :  upon  the 
whole  therefore  it  appears,  that  Agues  are 
po  more  than  repeated  Fevers, 

The  ingenious  Dr.  Huxham  obferves,  that 
a  regular  Tertian  is  a  medium  between  an 
Inflammatory  and  a  Slow  Nervous  Fever  ; 
and  though  the  far  greater  number,  elpeci- 
ally  in  the  autupmal  fealon,  are  dilpofed  to 
fink  into  low  irregular  Remittents,  or  Slow 
Nervous  Fevers,  yet  if  the  lent  or  and  ob- 
ftrudlions  are  great,  the  fibres  ftrong  and 
tenfe,  the  Fever  will  run  very  high  in  the 
hot  fit,  and  by  wrong  management  is  rea¬ 
dily  changed  into  an  acute  Continual,  For 
indeed,  fays  he,  it  is  very  obfervable,  that 
fome  epidemic  Agues,  in  fome  conflitutions, 
at  firft  put  on  the  appearance  of  ardent 
Fevers,  and  then  break  into  Quotidians,  or 
Tertians;  and  It  is  not  uncommon  for  a 
Quotidian,  or  Tertian,  to  be  changed  by  a 
very  hot  regimen  at  the  beginning,  as  vola¬ 
tile  fpirits,  brandy,  pepper,  fnakeroot,  or  a 
too  hafty  ufe  of  the  bark,  &c.  (which  are 

too 
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too  often  quacked  upon  the  poor  patient) 
into  an  Inflammatory  Fever,  with  Frenfy, 
Pleurify,  or  Peripneumony.  So  that  the 
conflitution  of  the  folids  and  fluids,  in  fome 
kinds  of  Agues,  feems  not  greatly  different 
from  that  of  Inflammatory  Fevers.  From 
this  account  therefore,  it  appears,  that  the 
cure  of  Intermittents  muff  neceffarily  differ 
in  regard  to  the  difference  of  the  Fever, 
age,  conflitution,  feafon  of  the  year,  &c. 
If  the  patient  then  is  young,  or  middle-aged, 
of  a  flrong  robuff  conflitution,  more  efpeci- 
ally  if  it  is  a  vernal  Intermittent,  is  of  a  ple¬ 
thoric  habit  of  body,  and  the  Fever-fit  runs 
high,  with  violent  pains  in  the  head,  or  any 
part  of  the  body,  is  delirious,  &c.  we  muff 
have  recourfe  to  a  cool  regimen,  proper  di¬ 
lution,  bleeding,  gentle  purging  and  vomit¬ 
ing,  and  even  fuffer  the  patient  to  undergo 
three,  four,  or  more  fits,  before  you  attempt 
the  cure  by  the  bark  m  any  form  whatfoever ; 
for  if  it  is  a  regular  vernal  Intermittent,  it 
may  have  very  falutary  effects,  by  breaking 
the  lentor  and  morbid  cohefions  of  the 
blood.  For  it  appears  from  *  experiments, 
that  the  blood  in  Quotidians,  is  more  denfe 
and  tenacious  than  in  Tertians,  in  Tertians 
than  in  Quartans  ;  fo  that  in  Quotidians, 
calteris  paribus,  it  comes  nearefl  an  In- 


“*  See  Langrifh’s  modern  theory  and  practice  of  phyfic, 

flam- 
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flammatory  ftate  :  and  it  is  commonly  ob- 
lerved,  that  if  the  Fever,  from  a  regular 
Tertian,  runs  into  a  Semi-tertian,  or  Quo¬ 
tidian,  or  greatly  anticipates  the  time  of 
the  regular  paroxyfm,  a  Remittent,  or 
Continual  Fever  is  forthwith  the  confe- 
quence.  And  here  it  may  not  be  amifs,  for 
the  fake  of  the  young  practitioner,  to  ob- 
ferve,  that  from  the  latter  end  of  January, 
or  beginning  of  February  to  Auguft,  Agues 
or  Intermittents  are  faid  to  be  vernal 3  and 
from  Auguft  to  January  or  beginning  of  Fe¬ 
bruary  autumnal.  For  though  fome  come 
fooner  or  later  betwixt  thefe  two  feafons, 
yet,becaufe  they  are  not  fo  frequent,  they  may 
be  reduced  to  the  two  former,  viz.  to  thofe 
that  are  neareft  3  and  this  diftinCtion  of  Agues 
is  fo  neceffary,  that  unlefs  we  obferve  it 
well,  fays  the  admirable  Dr.  Sydenham,  we 
can  neither  make  our  prognoftic  aright,  how 
long  they  will  laft,  nor  keep  the  patient’s 
body  to  a  due  regimen,  with  refpedt  to  the 
different  nature  both  of  the  feafons  and  A- 
gues.  Vernal  Agues  are  for  the  moft  part 
either  Quotidians  or  Tertians,  and  come  ei¬ 
ther  fooner  or  later,  according  to  the  various 
difpofition  of  the  feafon,  and  with  good  ma¬ 
nagement  are  eaftly  cured,  and  as  before 
obferved,  generally  prove  very  beneficial  3 
whereas  autumnal  Agues  are  generally  ei¬ 
ther  Tertians  or  Quartans  3  and  in  epidemic 
feafons,  more  efpecially  Quartans.  If  they 
happen  to  performs  advanced  in  years,  and  of 

an 
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an  ill  habit  of  body,  they  are  very  obftinate, 
and  oftentimes  dangerous,  and  continue  two 
or  three  months,  and  fometimes  till  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  next  fpring.  A  Quartan 
fometimes  varies  its  type,  and  degenerates 
into  a  Slow  Nervous  Fever  as  before  obferved, 
or  elfe  terminates  in  a  dropfy,  jaundice,  or 
univerfal  obftru&ions  of  the  vifcera  of  the 
abdomen,  or  fome  nervous  diforder. 

As  to  the  cure  of  vernal  Intermittents,  if 
the  pulfe  is  very  full  and  quick,  with  fliarp 
’  violent  pains  in  the  head  of  any  other  part 
of  the  body ;  and  if  by  the  manner  of  liv-' 
ing,  or  from  an  undue  ufe  of  the  Non-na¬ 
turals,  fo  called,  there  is  reafon  to  fulpedt  a 
plethoric  habit,  bleeding  is  abfolutely  ne- 
ceffary  in  order  to  abate  the  redundancy  of 
blood  in  the  larger  veflels,  and  thereby  pre^ 
Vent  inflammations  fixing  upon  any  of  the 
vifcera,  and  promote  a  crifis.  After  lofing 
ten  or  twelve  ounces  of  blood,  an  emetic  of 
pulv.  ipecac,  half  a  drachm  in  a  draught,  or 
an  ounce  and  half  or  two  ounces  of  the  vim 
ipecacoanhae  given  three  or  four  hours  be¬ 
fore  the  expected  fit,  with  the  following 
paregoric,  after  the  operation,  is  neceflary, 
efpecially  if  it  can  be  given  before  the  coming 
of  the  fit.

If  notwithftanding  the  ufe  of  the  above 
medicaments  for  fome  days,  the  fits  ftill 
continue,  or  increafe,  and  in  confequence 
thereof  the  patient  becomes  more  weak,  and 
infirm,  it  will  be  highly  proper  to  admi- 
nifter  the  bark  in  fome  of  the  following 
forms,  provided  the  intermiflion  is  regular, 
and  lafts  fome  hours,  with  an  even,  Ready 
pulfe,  and  a  thick  lateritious  Hypoftafis  in 
the  urine,  taking  efpecial  care  at  the  fame 
time,  not  to  miftake  a  flight  Remiffion  of 
the  Fever  for  a  few  hours  only,  without  an 
abatement  of  the  bad  fymptoms,  for  a  regu¬ 
lar  Intermiflion.

Having  in  the  following  pages  been  very 
particular,  in  directing  this  moft  ineftiiliable 
and  celebrated  drug  in  a  great  variety  of 
forms,  in  order  to  fuit  the  fever al  emergen¬ 
cies  and  various  palates  of  different  perfons, 
I  think  I  cannot  better  conclude  this  chap¬ 
ter,  than  in  obferving,  that,  during  the  ufe 
of  thefe  medicines,  it  is  abfolutely  neceffary 
to  abftain  from  all  watery,  acid,  infipid,  or 
unripe  fruits,  as  melons,  cucumbers,  lettuce, 
&c.  and  all  manner  of  fruit  that  is  hard  of 
digeftion,  as  falted  meats,  as  likewife  from 
all  aliments  that  are  of  a  ilimy,  tough,  glu¬ 
tinous  nature,  as  mufhrooms,  cheefe,  fifh, 
unfermented  farinaceous  fubftances  of  all 
kinds,  ftagnant  heavy  water,  foul  beer,  and 
the  like  ;  and  inftead  thereof  a  foft  nouriih- 
ing  diet  of  eafy  digeftion,  fuch  as  is  recom¬ 
mended  towards  the  end  of  the  preceding 
chapter  :  obferving  at  the  fame  time,  during 
the  intervals  of  the  fits,  to  ufe  conftant  and 

C  4  '  proper 
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proper  exercife,  more  particularly  riding  on 
horfeback,  if  the  patient  is  able  to  bear  it. 
The  daily  ufe  of  the  flefh-brufh,  together 
with  frequent  cold  bathing,  where  age,  or 
no  inward  weaknefs,  forbids  it,  is  exceeding 
proper,  efpecially  in  the  fummer  feafon,  in 
order  to  recover  the  loft  tone  of  the  fibres, 
and  to  comminute  the  vifcid  juices,  and  pre^ 
vent  catching  cold.  A  removal  likewife 
from  a  cold  air  into  a  warm  one,  or  from  a 
damp,  moift  place,  into  one  that  is  dry, 
may  be  of  great  advantage  ;  for  a  good  air, 
alone,  does  frequently  perform  what  was, 
in  vain,  expedted  from  phyfic. 

Thus  it  appears,  as  Dr.  Langrifh  very 
ingenioufly  obferves,  of  what  fingular  ad¬ 
vantage  an  exadt  obfervance  of  the  Non¬ 
naturals  is  towards  the  cure  of  this  diftem- 
per ;  and  I  dare  pronounce,  fays  he,  that 
more  people  fail  in  their  cure,  and  more 
Fevers  return  after  they  have  been  put  off*  by 
the  bark,  &c.  for  want  of  due  care  in 
thefe  things,  than  from  any  other  means 
whatfoever. 


C  H  A  P. 
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CHAP.  II. 

Of  a  He&ic  Fever. 


Hedtic  Fever  has  already,  in  the  chap- 


rv  ter  of  Fevers  in  general,  bpen  defined 
to  be,  for  the  moft  part,  an  habitual  Con¬ 
tinual  Fever,  generally  terminating  in  a 
confumption,  with  a  more  than  ordinary 
heat  after  a  full  meal,  with  a  quick,  low, 
and  weak  pulfe,  and  a  conftant  degree  of 
heat,  more  or  lefs,  throughout  its  whole 
courfe.  In  the  beginning,  it  is  fomewhat 
hard  to  be  known,  but  eafily  cured  ;  but 
when  confirmed,  the  contrary.  It  is  either 
Original,  or  Symptomatic,  though  for  the 
moft  part  Symptomatic  ;  and  happens  in 
confequence  of  an  abfcefs  in  fome  of  the  vif- 
cera,  as  of  the  lungs,  liver,  kidneys,  uterus, 
mefentery,  diaphragm,  ftomach,  &c.  It 
differs  from  a  Tabid  or  Slow  Fever,  in  this, 
inafmuch  as  the  latter  is  attended  with  an 
univerfal  confumption  of  the  whole  body, 
without  fuppurations  or  exulcerations  ; 
whereas  the  Hedtic  proceeds  from  fuch 
caufes. 

The  antecedent  caufes  of  this  difeafe  muft 
be  whatever  have  a  tendency  or  difpofition 
to  weaken  the  tone,  vigour,  and  elafticity 


of 
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of  the  fibres  ;  to  enlarge  or  fupprefs  the  na¬ 
tural  or  accuftomed  evacuations  5  and  to 
render  the  blood  and  lymph  vifcous  and  a- 
crid.  Hence  the  viciffitude  of  feafons,  con- 
ftant  alterations  of  climate,  change  of  diet, 
excefilve  venery,  frequent  debaucheries  with 
ftrong  fpirituous  liquors,  &c.  immoderate  grief, 
intenfe  itudy,  conftant  living  in  a  moift  air, 
or  upon  vifcous,  glutinous,  oleaginous  food, 
wearing  flannel  next  the  fkin,  a  foft,  tender, 
delicate  make,  an  hereditary  difpofition, 
crookednefs,  ftrait  breafts,  or  any  defluxion 
on  the  lungs,  or  any  other  of  the  vifcera, 
diflempers  ill  cured,  and  efpecially  catching 
cold  in  thefe  circumftances.  Hence  alfo  In¬ 
flammatory  and  Intermitting  Fevers,  Small¬ 
pox,  Meafles,  Peripneumony,  Pleuriiy,  Afth- 
ma,  Coughs,  an  Haemoptoe,  or  fpitting  of 
blood,  Hoarfnefs,  King’s-evil,  Green-fick- 
nefs*  Cachexy,  Scurvy,  and  many  other 
diftempers  oftentimes  terminate  in  a  Hedtic 
Fever,  by  leaving  the  fibres  in  a  lax  weak 
condition,  and  the  fluids  grofs,  vifcous,  and 
fizy  ;  in  confequence  of  which,  obftrudlions 
are  generated  in  the  vifcera,  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  moft  ufual  fymptoms,  or  diagnoftic  phe¬ 
nomena,  will  be  produced;  viz. 

Firff  a  flight  heat,  fcarce  fenfible  to  the 
perfon  at  firft,  which  continues  fo  for  fome 
time,  but  is  perceptible  fome  hours  after 
eating,  after  which  the  patient  returns  to 
his  wonted  temper,  and  fo  continues  till 
after  another  meal.  With  the  heat  the  pulfe 
is  alfo  changed,  and  becomes  quicker,  lower, 

weaker 
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weaker,  and  fometimes  harder,  during  the 
intenlion  of  heat,  which  likewife  returns  to 
its  ufual  condition  fome  time  after  eating, 
that  is,  low,  quick,  and  foft.  Thefe  changes 
of  heat,  and  the  pulfe  after  eating,  happen 
without  any  Cold,  Horror,  Shivering,  Yawn¬ 
ing,  or  other  fymptoms  which  precede  moft 
other  Fevers;  and  are  proper  only  to  and 
infeparable  from  an  HeCtic.  Moreover, 
there  is  a  gradual  wafting,  extenuation, 
and  debility  of  the  whole  body,  the  face  is 
moft  commonly  of  a  red  florid  colour,  the 
urine  of  a  colour  like  that  of  perfons  in 
health;  but  in  the  increafe  of  the  difeafe,  it 
is  oily,  with  a  fort  of  fat  fwimming  upon  it 
like  a  cobweb,  and  the  perfon  at  this  time, 
from  obftruCtions  being  fixed  upon  the 
vifeera,  is  attended  with  a  new  Fever  of 
the  Inflammatory  kind ;  and  afterwards  in 
the  height  of  this  difeafe,  when  tubercles, 
tumours,  or  fwellings  of  the  glands  tend 
towards  fuppuration  ;  when  there  is  any 
collection  of  purulent  matter,  or  any  inter¬ 
nal  ulcers,  &c.  the  Fever  at  this  time  com¬ 
monly  puts  on  the  face  of  an  Intermittent  ; 
and  in  the  laft  ftage,  whether  it  proceeds 
from  tumours  in  the  upper  or  lower  belly, 
there  are  fome  fymptoms  which  equally  at¬ 
tend  it,  viz.  profufe,  colliquative,  noCturnal 
fweats,  a  diarrhoea,  making  large  quantities 
of  urine,  fwelled  legs,  &c.  and  laft  of  all, 
the  facies  hippocratica,  which  terminates 
in  death. 
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Befides  the  lymptoms  already  enumerated, 
there  will  be  others  that  muft  neceffarily 
vary  according  to  the  liquation  of  the  dif- 
eafe  :  thus,  for  inftance,  if  the  obftrudtions 
are  in  the  lungs  (as  Pulmonary  Confump- 
tions  are  the  mod:  common)  the  chief  pa¬ 
thognomonic  figns  will  be  a  hoarfnefs,  and 
cough,  which  at  firft  is  dry,  but  in  the  pro- 
grefs  of  the  diftemper  moift,  a  difficulty  of 
breathing,  with  a  fenfe  of  weight,  and,  if 
the  tubercles  are  only  on  one  fide  of  the 
lungs,  the  weight  is  perceived  there,  and 
the  patient  coughs  more  for  lying  on  one 
fide  than  the  other,  a  flight  obtufe  pain  and 
uneafinefs  in  the  bread:,  which  is  mod:  per¬ 
ceivable  in  a  full  infpiration ;  frequent  vo¬ 
mitings  after  coughing,  efpecially  upon  eat¬ 
ing,  fpitting  of  '  vifcid,  purulent,  famous 
matter  *  towards  the  latter  end,  fpitting  of 
blood,  a  vomica  pulmonum,  &c. 

But,  when  a  Phthifis,  or  Confumption,  a- 
rifes  from  tumours  and  fcirrhous  fwellings 
in  the  glands  of  the  mefentery,  or  in  any 
of  the  vifcera  of  the  lower  belly,  the  fymp- 
toms  will  neceffarily  vary  according  to  the 
different  parts  affedted.  Thus,  if  the  intefti- 
nal  glands  are  obflrudted,  griping  pains,  a 


*  The  matter,  which  is  expedtorated,  frequently,  but 
not  necefiarily,  finks  in  water,  and  is  fometimes  fweet,  and 
at  other  times  very  foetid,  fanious,  and  offenfive,  accord¬ 
ing  as  it  has  lain  a  longer  or  fliorter  time  out  of  the  verge 
of  circulation. 


coftive 
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coftive  habit,  and  all  the  fymptoms  of  a  chlo- 
rpfis,  and  cachexy,  generally  begin  the  com¬ 
plaint.  If  the  renal  glands  are  affedted,  the 
fymptoms  refemble  thofe  of  the  ftone.  And 
if  the  liver  or  fpleen  be  the  difeafed  parts, 
the  phenomena  are  agreeable  to  thofe  of 
the  jaundice,  hypochondriacal  affedtions, 
&c.  * 

From  the  above  recited  fymptoms,  there¬ 
fore,  it  is  plain,  that  the  fibres  are  relaxed, 
the  fluids  thick  and  glutinous,  and  ob- 
Axudtions  are  fixed  in  fome  of  the  vifcera ; 
in  confequence  of  which  tubercles  arife  in 
the  lungs,  or  tumours  in  the  lower  belly, 
which  oftentimes  end  in  impofthumes,  ab- 
fcefles,  ulcers,  &c. 

The  general  indications  therefore  in  the 
cure  of  this  difeafe,  are  to  contradt  and  brace 
up  the  relaxed  fibres,  attenuate  the  fluids, 
and  evacuate,  at  due  intervals,  the  vifcid 
phlegm,  or  other  glutinous  matter  lodged  in 
the  glands. 

For  thefe  reafons  I  fhall  confider  this  dif- 
!  eafe  as  confifting  of  three  different  ftages; 
viz.  approaching,  begun,  and  confirmed : 
and,  agreeably  to  this  divifion,  fhall  point 
(  out  the  method  of  cure  proper  to  each. 

In  regard  to  the  firft  ftage,  I  would  be  un- 
derftood  to  mean  that  difpofition  of  the  body, 
s  where  the  fymptoms  arife  only  from  lax

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fibres,  and  exceffive  evacuations,  without 
any  obstructions  being,  actually,  fixt  in  the 
viicera,  either  of  the  upper  or  lower  belly. 

In  the  fecond  Stage,  I  Shall  point  out  the 
beft  medicines  and  regimen,  where  the  Symp¬ 
toms  proceed  from  obstructions  or  tumours 
either  in  the  cavity  of  the  thorax,  or  in  that 
of  the  abdomen  :  and, 

In  the  latt  and  moil  deplorable  Stage  of 
this  distemper,  I  Shall  endeavour  to  lay  down 
the  moft  probable  means  of  relieving  inter¬ 
nal  ulcers,  both  in  the  lungs,  and  in  the  vif- 
cera  of  the  lower  belly, 

FirSt  then,  though  the  original  caufe  of 
the  difeafe  might  be  a  relaxation  of  the  veffi 
Sels,  and  profufe  excretions  5  and,  in  confe- 
quence  thereof,  the  chief  intention  in  the 
beginning  of  this  diforder  would  be  to  re¬ 
store  the  natural  vigour  and  elasticity  to  the 
veSTels,  and  to  amend  and  preferve  the  crafis 
of  the  blood  and  humours,  whereby  the  fe- 
veral  fecretions  and  excretions  may  be  per¬ 
formed  in  a  regular  and  healthy  manner  ^ 
yet,  if  a  laborious  cough,  difficulty  of  breath¬ 
ing,  pain  in  any  particular  part,  or  other 
considerable  Symptom  Should  happen,  bleed¬ 
ing,  under  thefe  circumstances,  is  even  now 
neceffary,  in  order  to  make  room  for  the 
free  circulation  of  the  blood,  and  thereby 
prevent  any  future  obstructions  that  otherwise 
might  happen  in  the  progrefs  of  the  dis¬ 
temper. 


After 
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After  bleeding,  gentle  vomits,  and  lenient 
purgatives  will  be  very  beneficial ;  the  firft  to 
difcharge  the  crudities  and  impure  humours 
of  the  ftomach,  the  fecond  in  order  to  make 
fome  revulfion  from  the  offended  parts,  or  to 
eafe  them  of  a  fuperfluous  load  of  hu¬ 
mours  flowing  to  them,  whereby  they  may 
be  able  to  contract  more  readily,  and  reco¬ 
ver  their  former  natural  dimenfions  with  more 
eafe. 

To  be  more  particular,  therefore,  if  there 
are  exceflive  excretions  by  fweat,  urine,  fluor 
albus,  menfes,  diarrhoea,  &c.  it  is  neceflary 
to  cleanfe  the  firft  paffages  by  gentle  purges 
by  way  of  revulfion,  before  the  exhibition  of 
alterative  and  aftringent  medicines :  but  if 
the  complaint  is  a  diarrhoea,  vomits  of  ipe- 
cacoanha  are  moft  ufeful  by  way  of  revul¬ 
fion,  and  purges  are  then  only  neceflary  to 
carry  off  the  excrementitious  matter  lodged 
in  the  bowels,  and  inteftinal  glands.  But  if 
the  complaint  be  an  immoderate  flux  of  the 
menfes  (provided  the  patient  be  not  too  weak) 
it  will  be  highly  proper  to  bleed  in  the  arm, 
and  to  purge,  before  the  adminiftration  of 
ftyptic  medicines. 

The  vomits  proper  upon  this  occafion  are 
as  follow.

The  night  after  each  vomit  and  purge,  it 
is  advifable  to  give  the  patient  the  following 
or  fome  fuch  like  paregoric  draught.

Proper  evacuations  therefore  being  now 
made  by  way  of  revulfion,  according  to  the 
age  and  ftrength  of  the  patient,  the  next 
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ftep  to  be  taken,  is  to  confider  of  fuch  medi¬ 
cines  and  diet  as  will  brace  up  the  fibres,  of 
contract  the  folids*  and  render  the  blood 
mild,  foft,  and  balfamic;  To  which  end, 
nothing  feems  more  likely  to  anfwer  the  in¬ 
tention  of  bracing  and  contracting  the  fibres, 
and  invigorating  the  folids,  than  gentle  fto» 
machics,  more  particularly  the  celebrated 
bark  of  Peru  with  elixir  of  vitriol,  &c<  .Mo¬ 
derate  exercife,  efpecially  by  riding,  a  clear, 
pure,  dry,  and  well  ventilated  air,  a  proper 
ufe  of  the  flefh-brufh,  and  the  cold  bath,  in 
many  cafes,  provided  the  patient  ft  ays  in  it 
but  a  fhort  time  at  once,  and  a  diet  of  eafy 
digeftion,  together  with  a  due  regulation  of 
the  reft  of  the  Non-naturals,  will  beft  an¬ 
fwer  our  expectation  of  cure* 

And  here  it  may  not  be  amifs  to  obferve, 
that  notwithftanding  a  clear,  pure,  dry,  and 
well  ventilated  air  is  now  recommended,  as 
in  general  the  moft  beneficial,  fuch  as  the 
inhabitants  of  the  open  uplands,  and  wider 
extended  plains  enjoy ;  yet  valetudinary  and 
fickly  perfons,  who  are  hot,  dry,  and  ema¬ 
ciated,  require  a  moifter  air,  and  the  vales 
and  flats  are  more  beneficial  to  them,  than 
the  refined  air  of  the  moft  celebrated  downs : 
from  whence  it  appears  manifeft,  (as  in  food, 
and  moft  other  things)  that  no  air  has  an  ab~ 
folute,  but  only  a  relative,  goodnefs,  in  re- 
fpecft  to  the  perfons,  or  particular  individuals, 
that  breathe  it ;  on  which  account  the  air, 
that  is  agreeable  and  falutary  to  one,  may 
be  deftrudtive  to  another. 
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As  to  the  fecond  intention  of  rendering  the 
blood  mild,  foft,  and  balfamic,  medicines  com¬ 
pounded  of  balfam.  gileadenf.  copaib.  to- 
lutan.  gum.  arabic.  tragacanth.  icthyocoll. 
rad;  althaeas,  confolid.  major,  eryngii,  and  the 
like,  are  well  adapted  to  the  purpofe ;  whilfl: 
the  dietetic  part  Ihould  confift  of  fago,  ver¬ 
micelli,  new-laid  eggs,  viper,  or  other  broths, 
foups,  boiled  tripe,  calve’s-feet,  jellies,  milk 
diets,  all  forts  of  white  meat,  and  various 
forts  of  fea-fifh,  as  oyfters,  cray-fifh,  floun¬ 
ders,  plaice,  foals,  whitings,  &c.  all  which 
are  foods  of  eafy  digeftion,  and  afford  ex¬ 
cellent  good  nourifhment.  And  here  great 
care  fhould  be  taken  to  abftain  from  all 
high-feafoned  meats,  improved,  (or  rather 
debafed  and  vitiated,)  with  rich  luxurious 
fauces,  which  are,  in  effed,  little  elfe  than 
a  kind  of  folid  brandy,  and,  if  taken  often, 
as  much  hurt  the  appetite,  deprave  the  hu¬ 
mours,  inflame  the  blood,  as  well  as  preju¬ 
dice  the  digeftive  power  of  the  ftomach. 

The  drinks,  proper  in  this  cafe,  are  Bath, 
Briftol,  or  fpring  water,  with  about  a  fourth 
part  of  red  Port  wine,  or  a  third  of  French 
claret,  or  good  old  ftomachic  cyder.  Spaw, 
Pyrmont,  or  other  chalybeat  mineral  waters, 
in  fome  cafes,  are  likewife  very  ferviceable, 
and  tend  very  much  towards  the  cure  of  this 
difeafe,  where  there  is  no  great  fulnefs  of

the  pulfe,  fpitting  of  blood,  or  danger  of  an 
inflammation,  or  where  the  fwellings  are 
crude,  and  of  a  cold  nature;  becaufe  they 
attenuate  the  blood,  refolve  the  vifcous  mat¬ 
ter 
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ter  {ticking  in  the  glands,  and  diflodge  the 
obftruftions,  by  dilating  the  veffels,  and  ad¬ 
ding  to  the  momentum  of  the  blood,  with¬ 
out  increafing  its  heat  to  any  coniiderable 
degree.  But  if  the  habit  is  too  weak  to  bear 
the  force  of  thefe  waters,  then  mead  and 
water  mixed,  or  an  infufion  of  ground-ivy, 
coltsfoot,  or  maidenhair  and  liquorice  fweet- 
ned  with  a  fmall  quantity  of  clarified  honey, 
or  whey,  butter-milk,  &c.  are  molt  conve¬ 
nient,  the  latter  of  which  is  moft  excellent. 
The  white  of  a  new-laid,  egg  mixed  with 
barley-water,  or  beaten  up  with  a  little  fine 
fugar  and  a  quarter  of  a  pint  of  milk  and  the 
like  quantity  of  fpring  water,  may  likewife, 
as  it  affords  great  nourifhment,  be  given 
once,  twice,  or  oftener  in  a  day,  warm. 

Due  evacuations  being  now  premifed,  and 
fufficient  directions  given  in  regard  to  regi¬ 
men,  the  proper  ufe  of  the  Non-naturals, 
and  the  particular  conftitution  of  the  patient, 
in  the  firft  ftage  of  this  diftemperj  I  fhall 
now  fet  down  fome  particular  forms  of  me¬ 
dicine,  which  true  theory  and  experience 
convince  us  to  be  moft  reafonable  and  ufe- 
ful.

I  now  proceed  to  the  Second  ftage  of  this 
difeafe,  where  the  lymptoms  arife  from  ob¬ 
structions  or  tumours,  either  in  the  cavity 
of  the  thorax,  or  in  that  of  the  abdomen  ; 
and  accordingly  Shall  point  the  proper  me¬ 
thod  of  cure  for  that  feafon. 

And  here  again,  if,  in  this  ftate  of  the 
diftemper,  the  febrile  heat  is  any  thing  con¬ 
siderable,  the  patient  plethoric,  or  the  dis¬ 
order  attended  with  a  difficulty  of  breathing, 
pain  in  the  fide,  breaft,  or  any  other  par¬ 
ticular  part,  or  the  figns  of  an  approaching 
inflammation,  or  any  other  notable  .{ymp- 
tom,  bleeding  under  thefe  or  the  like  ckv 
cumftances  is  not  only  convenient,  but  of¬ 
tentimes  abfolutely  neceflary  to  be  repeated  ; 
becaufe  bleeding  in  the  beginning  of  obftruc- 
tions  fixed  in  any  of  the  vifcera,  that  are  at¬ 
tended  with  darting,  throbbing  pains,  and 
an  inflammatory  ftate,  will  neceflarily  make 
a  revulfion  from  the  obftrufted  part,  abate 
the  diftenfion  of  the  veflels,  and  prevent 
any  immediate  danger  of  their  rupture ;  and 
confequently  lefien  the  danger  of  the  in¬ 
flamed  tubercles  in  the  lungs,  or  Swellings 
in  the  glands  of  the  lower  belly  from  apoft- 
humations,  abfcefles,  exulcerations,  &c.  fo 

D  3  that 
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that,  upon  the  whole,  as  fuppuration  is  the 
coniequence  chiefly  to  be  dreaded  and  pre¬ 
vented,  the  Arft  and  general  indication  is  to 
hinder  the  tumefied  glands  from  apofthumat- 
ing.  Therefore  Hedtic  Fevers,  when  they 
arife  from  inflamed  vifcera,  are  to  be  treated 
as  common  Inflammatory  Fevers,  till  the 
heat,  full  pulfe,  darting,  throbbing  pains, 
and  all  the  fymptoms  of  an  inflammation 
are  abated.  For  wmich  purpofe  likewife,  after 
bleeding,  the  followiug  medicines  may  be 
prefcribed,  efpecially  in  the  beginning  of  a 
Pulmonary  Gonfumption,  before  tubercles 
are  formed  in  die  lungs.

If  a  violent  cough,  hoarfnefs,  &c.  fnould 
afflict  the  patient,  lome  of  the  following 
emollient  oily  medicines  may  be  prefcribed, 
with  appropriated  decodtions  or  infufions,  in 
order  to  lubricate  and  defend  die  nervous 
membrane  which  lines  the  bronchial  pipes 
from  the  irritation  of  the  air,  and  fheath  the 
naked  tender  parts  with  a  mucilaginous.

Opiates  alone,  or  rather  mixed  with  fome 
of  the  above  pcdoral  medicines,  are  fome- 
times  neceffary,  to  abate  the  violence  of 
a  dry,  irritating,  and  tickling  cough,  by 
thickening  the  thin,  fharp,  acrid  juices, 
which  are  fqueezed  out  of  fome  of  the  glands, 
and  which  are  apt  to  ftimulate  the  nervous 

mem- 
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membrane  of  the  trachea  into  frequent 
contractions,  and  thereby  prevent  fleep,  as 
well  as  endanger  convulfions ;  but  then 
they  lhould  be  continued  no  longer  than  ne- 
ceffity  requires,  for  fear  of  increafing  the  in¬ 
flammation,  and  obftrudtions. 

Blifters  alfo  may  be  ufeful,  in  order  to 
attenuate  the  humours,  and  brace  up  the 
folids ;  for  with  thefe  the  cough  for  the 
molt  part  either  quite  ceafes,  or  greatly 
abates. 

The  next  ftep  now  to  be  taken,  is  to  find 
out  fuch  medicines  as  will  diflolve  and  di¬ 
lute  the  lentor,  or  attenuate  and  divide  all 
vifcid  cohefions  in  the  blood  and  lymph,  and 
abforb  all  acrid  faline  particles,  and  dis¬ 
charge  them  out  of  the  habit  through  fome 
of  the  emundtories,  before  the  body  is  too 
much  extenuated,  and  give  eafe  to  the  fymp- 
toms  without  inflaming  or  burfting  the  vef- 
fels.  To  which  end  nothing  feems  more 
rational  in  practice  than  gentle  mercurial 
purgatives  in  fmall  dofes  (together  with  fuk- 
able  alteratives)  according  to  the  ftrength 
of  the  perfon,  and  the  obftinacy  of  the  ob- 
ftrudtions ;  and,  if  they  agree,  we  ought 
not  to  be  deterred  from  the  ufe  of  them,  by 
reafon  of  the  patient’s  weaknefs.  Becaufe 
as  they  comminute  and  diflolve  the  fluids, 
and  promote  the  fecretions,  they  will  make 
abundant  amends  for  the  injury  they  may 
feem  to  do  by  evacuating  part  of  the  lymph^ 
and  by  reducing  the  ftrength.

On  the  intermediate  days,  and  after  pro¬ 
per  purging,  a  continued  courfe  of  the  fol¬

ing  the  glands  from  tough,  vifcous  maN 
ter  lodging  in  them,  than  a  gentle  puke  with 
an  ounce  and  a  half,  or  two  ounces,  of  oxy^ 
mel.  fcillitic.  or  the  following.

But  if  the  diforder  proceeds  from  obftruc- 
tions  in  the  liver,  or  any  other  of  the  vif- 
cera  of  the  lower  belly,  after  bleeding,  pro¬ 
per  evacuations,  cooling,  and  diluting  me¬ 
dicines,  &c.  (as  already  taken  notice  of) 
during  any  inflammation,  or  acute  pains, 
we  may  be  more  free  with  adtive  ponde¬ 
rous  medicines,  than  in  Pulmonary  Con- 
fumptions  becaufe  the  veflfels,  which  con- 
ftitute  the  glands  of  the  lower  belly,  are 
larger  and  ftronger  than  thofe  which  make 
up  the  pulmonary  glands,  and  confequentiv 
are  not  fo  liable  to  burft,  or  be  inflamed.  If 
therefore  it  appears,  upon  ftridt  examination, 
that  the  liver,  fpleen,  or  any  other  part  of 
the  lower  belly  is  affedted  with  pain,  hard- 
nefs,  fwelling,  &c.  it  will  be  proper  to  ap¬ 
ply  a  plafter  of  empl.  ex  ammoniac,  cum 
mercuric,  upon  the  region  of  jthe  liver,  or 
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the  part  affedted  ;  after  which,  fome  of  the

But  here  it  ought  to  be  remembered,  that 
the  above  medicaments  alone,  (though  excel¬ 
lently  well  adapted  to  the  cure  of  this  difeafe) 
will  not  be  fufficient  without  a  ftridt  regard 
to  proper  exercife,  meats  and  drinks,  a  due 
regulation  of  the  paffions  of  the  mind  and 
the  reft  of  the  Non-naturals,  which  have 
already  been  ftrongly  recommended  ;  fo  that 
a  conftant  and  regular  ufe  of  thefe  muft  ac¬ 
company  or  go  hand  In  hand  with  the  medi¬ 
cinal  preferiptions  :  but,  above  all  things,  be 
fure  to  advife  your  patient  to  be  cheerful 
and  merry,  as  there  is  nothing  that  relaxes 
the  fpring  of  the  folids,  and  confirms  the 
difeafe  more  than  grief  and  fadnefs.  Thefe 
means  and  medicines,  therefore,  being  pro¬ 
perly  obferved  and  continued,  if  taken  in

time* 
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time,  before  the  conftituent  veffels  of  the 
obftrudted  glands  are  broken,  or  have  quite 
loft  their  tone,  or  before  the  animal  fluids 
are  too  much  corrupted  and  depraved,  will 
feldom  fail  of  curing  Hedtic  Fevers.  But, 
as  Langrifh  well  obferves,  when  the  confti- 
tution  both  of  the  folids  and  fluids  is  vaftly 
impaired,  when  apofthemations  and  abfcefies 
are  already  formed,  and  famous  purulent 
matter  is  continually  difcharged  from  the 
mouths  of  the  ruptured  veffels,  the  abfcefies 
or  impofthumations  muft  neceffarily  break, 
and  the  wounds  will  foon  degenerate  into 
putrid  ulcers,  from  the  acrimony  of  the  hu¬ 
mours  ;  and  then  the  medicines  above-men¬ 
tioned  will  not  avail,  neither  indeed  have  we 
much  reafon  to  expedt  that  any  others  ftiould. 
But  fince  (as  he  obferves)  there  have  been 
fome  inftances  of  fuccefs,  even  when  things 
have  come  to  this  pais ;  and  fince  the  deli¬ 
cate  fibrillae  of  the  body  are  well  known  to 
fend  forth  a  proper  cement,  or  a  pituita,  or 
mucus  which  ferves  to  elongate  their  broken 
ends,  and  to  unite  them  when  there  is  a  fo- 
lution  of  continuity  $  it  behoves  us  to  afiift 
nature  in  this  great  undertaking,  and  to  con¬ 
tribute  as  much  as  poflible  towards  a  coali¬ 
tion  of  the  brokefi  fibres.  But  here  I  muft 
beg  leave  to  obferve,  before  the  conclufion 
of  this  fecond  ftage  of  the  diftemper,  that 
n  otwithft  anding  m elting  or  colliquative  fweats, 
and  a  flux  or  loofenefs,  ufually  attend,  or  are 
the  cataftrophe  of  the  third  and  laft  ftage  of 
a  confirmed  Confumption,  in  a  moft  copious

manner ;  yet  it  frequently  happens,  that  a 
diarrhoea,  though  in  a  lower  degree,  and 
therefore  not  colliquative,  oftentimes  accom¬ 
panies  the  two  firft  ftages,  which,  if  not 
prevented,  will  necelfarily  fink  and  weaken 
the  patient,  impoverifh  his  blood,  and  there¬ 
by  confequently  promote  the  ruin  and  diffo- 
lution  of  the  whole  fabrick  :  in  order  to  fub- 
due  which  fymptom,  the  following  medi¬ 
cines  may  be  moft  fitly  prefcribed.

Or  let  the  patient’s  drink  be  rice-wateiV 
tfcade  as  that  of  barley,  or  red  wine  boiled 
with  Ipring-water  :  if  the  diarrhoea,  or  flux* 
continues,  or  grows  more  obftinate,  let  a- 
ftringent  clyfters  be  injefted  and  occaflonally 
repeated. 

I  now  proceed,  in  the  laft  and  moft  de¬ 
plorable  ftage  of  this  diflemper*  to  lay  down 
the  moft  probable  means  of  relieving  internal 
ulcers,  both  in  the  lungs,  and  in  the  vifeera  of 
the  lower  belly,  hoc  opus,  hic  labor  est. 

From  what  has  been  faid,  therefore,  and 
from  the  eftablifhed  laws  of  the  animal  cectf- 
nomy,  *  it  obvioufly  appears*  that  the  cure 
of  all  internal  ulcers  confifts  in  preventing 
too  great  an  afflux  of  humours  to  the  affec-

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ted  part ;  in  deterging  and  cleanfing  the 
mouths  of  the  broken  fibres ;  in  keeping  the 
part,  as  much  as  poffible,  in  a  ftate  of  reft ; 
and  in  difpoling  all  the  humours,  which  ar¬ 
rive  there,  to  be  mild,  fmooth,  and  bal- 
famic ;  and  therefore,  in  this  cafe,  inftead 
of  violent  exercife,  orftrong  motions,  fome  a- 
mufement  or  entertainment  of  the  mind  fhould 
conftantly  be  invented :  for  the  entertainment 
of  the  mind,  keeping  it  agreeably  diverted 
from  reflecting  on  its  misfortunes  or  mife- 
ries,  is  of  great  ufe ;  whereas  anxiety  and 
concern  deprefs  the  fpirits,  and  weaken  the 
body. 

And  here  again,  even  in  this  laft  ftage  of 
the  diftemper,  in  the  very  beginning  of  ul¬ 
cers,  provided  the  patient  has  a  tolerable 
fhare  of  ftrength  remaining,  calomel,  in 
fomewhat  fmaller  dofes  than  before  directed, 
may  be  given  at  night,  or  two  fucceflive 
nights,  gently  carrying  it  off  the  next  morn¬ 
ing  with  rhubarb,  or  fome  other  lenient 
purgative,  which  may  occafionally  be  re¬ 
peated  at  proper  intervals,  in  order  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  defluxion  of  humours,  and  to  carry 
off  fharp,  acrid,  faline,  corrofive  particles 
from  the  blood  5  always  remembering  to  give 
a  paregoric  every  night  after  the  cathartic  :  on 
the  intermediate  days,  and  after  the  necef- 
nary  evacuations,  the  following,  or  the  like 
medicinal  and  dietetic  method  may  be  pur- 
filed.

If  in  confequence  of  the  above  paregoric 
draught,  the  expectoration  ftiould  leflen, 
the  breath  become  fhort,  and  the  phlegm 
thick  and  glutinous  5  a  drachm  or  more  of 
oxymel  of  fquills  may  be  added  to  it  every 
night  going  to  reft.

The  food  proper  in  this  ftate  of  the  dif- 
eafe  ought  to  be  fuch  as  will  obtund  the 
acrimony  of  the  fluids,  and  fill  the  blood 
with  foft,  fmooth,  nutritious,  balfamic  par¬ 
ticles  ;  luch  as  boiled  tripe,  new  laid  eggs, 
or  their  whites,  viper  broth,  the  liquor  prefled 
out  of  parfnips,  or  turnips  when  boiled, 
chocolate  made  with  milk,  fnails  boiled  in 
milk,  and  milk,  &c.  thefe,  as  they  aftord 
a  kind  of  natural  balfam,  greatly  contribute 
to  reunite  the  broken  fibres,  and  to  heal  up 
the  ulcers,  by  rendering  the  animal  juices 
fweet,  fmooth,  and  confolldating. 

Milk  is  univerfally  confefied  to  be  the  beft 
reflorative,  it  being  chyle,  or  a  natural 
emulflon  already  prepared,  confequently  it  is 
of  eafy  digeftion,  and  affords  a  foft  and  whole- 
fome  nourifhment,  and  adminifters  to  the 
blood  an  agreeable  juice  eafily  afllmilated, 
and  convertible  into  its  own  nature,  without 
producing  heats  or  any  other  difturbances  3 
and  whenever  it  can  be  fo  contrived,  it  ought 
always  to  be  drank  warm  as  it  comes  from, 
the  body,  before  the  fpirituous  Gas  evaporates 
and  flies  off 
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The  milks  generally  prefcribed,  are  women’s 
breaft-milk,  affes  milk,  that  of  mares,  goats, 
fheep,  and  cows,  though  affes  and  cows 
milk  are  more  frequently  made  ufe  of,  the 
laft  of  which  is  the  thickeft  and  coarfeft  of 
all;  but  as  it  is  moft  common,  and  therefore 
more  readily  procured,  and  as  that  fault 
may  in  great  meafure  be  prevented  by  letting 
it  ft  and  fome  time,  after  which  the  cream 
may  be  taken  off  to  any  degree  you  pleafe, 
and  the  remainder  may  be  left  as  poor  and 
thin  as  will  equal  the  confiftence  of  affes 
milk ;  or  it  may  be  attempered  and  diluted 
with  fpring  water,  or  light  decocftions  made 
of  barley  or  rice,  to  any  proportion  the  phy- 
fician  thinks  fit.  If  the  milk  fhould  curdle 
in  the  ftomach,  the  pulv.  e  chel.  cancr. 
comp,  as  before  directed,  or  any  other  of 
the  teftacea,  lime-water,  or  about  half  a 
fpoonful  of  rum  or  brandy  fhould  be  given, 
together  with  it. 

Interfcapular  iffucs  are  often  prefcribed, 
under  the  pretext  of  making  a  gentle  revul- 
fion  from  the  ulcerated  part,  and  drain¬ 
ing  from  the  blood  a  portion  of  the  fharp, 
irritating,  particles,  which  retard  the  heal¬ 
ing  of  the  ulcers.  “  But  it  muft  be  ob~ 
ferved,  that  the  lacerated  hollow  fibres,  in 
this  artificial  ulcer,  have  not  a  free  elective 
faculty,  nor  lie  under  any  neceffary  and  un¬ 
avoidable  inftind:,  to  feledt  the  wholefome 
juices  from  the  unwholefome,  and  to  ex¬ 
clude  only  the  laft,  and  leave  the  firft  be¬ 
hind*  Hence  it  will  follow,  that  the  good 
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humours,  promifcuoufly  with  the  bad,  muft 
at  once  be  feparated  from  the  blood,  and 
carried  off  by  the  iffue ;  and  how  will  fuch 
an  evacuation  redound  to  the  advantage  of 
the  patient  ?  Is  not  the  lofs  and  detriment  at 
leaft  equal  to  the  benefit  acquired  ?  ” 

From  what  has  been  faid,  it  appears  to 
me,  that  though  there  may  be  fome  parti¬ 
cular  cafes,  in  which  iffues  may  be  ufeful, 
yet  to  prefcribe  them  without  diftindtion,  to 
all  forts  of  patients,  and  in  all  cafes,  with¬ 
out  a  due  regard  to  their  different  circum- 
ftances  and  complexions,  more  efpecially  to 
diredt  them  for  the  fervice  of  perfons,  whofe 
uncorpulent  and  meagre  conftitution  rather 
requires  fucculent  and  reftorative  nourifh- 
ment,  than  a  diminution  of  their  fpirits  and 
juices  by  large  cuts  and  drains  in  the  flefh, 
that  defraud  them  of  both,  is  an  unreafonable 
and  very  pernicious  pradtice. 

Thus  have  I  laid  down  the  method  of 
treating  this  difeafe,  throughout  its  different 
ftages,  in  fuch  a  manner,  as  experience  fuf- 
ficiently  convinces  us  to  be  the  only  rational 
one,  and  the  mod;  probable  means  of  afford¬ 
ing  fuccefs :  If  fo,  as  Dr.  Langrifh  obferves, 
what  muft  we  think  of  thofe,  who,  inftead 
of  the  foregoing  powerful  medicines,  &c. 
rely  intirely,  from  firft  to  laft,  upon  the  tef- 
taceous  powders,  affes  milk,  a  few  pedtoral 
medicines,  and  the  bark,  when  the  Fever 
becomes  putrid.,  and  mimicks  an  Intermit¬ 
tent 
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I  fhall  now  beg  leave  to  conclude  this 
chapter  from  the  words  of  the  ingenious 
Mr.  Fuller,  in  his  Medicina  Gymnaftica, 
where,  fpeaking  of  balfamicks  in  the  cure 
of  confumptions,  p.  88,  89,  &c.  he  fays, 
the  lozenge  and  lindlus  are  in  every  bodys 
hand,  but  this  mu  ft  be  attributed  to  their 
leading  people  to  take  a  wrong  aim,  to  level 
at  the  fymptom  inftead  of  the  difeafe.  Thefe 
Ipecious  medicines  induce  them  to  be  intent 
on  the  cure  of  that,  which  is  moft  trouble- 
fome,  viz.  the  cough,  when  they  fhould*  lay 
the  ax  to  the  root  of  the  tree,  be  more  intent 
on  the  cure  of  the  habit  of  the  body,  and 
not  let  it  be  over-run  with  a  poifonous  acri¬ 
mony.  I  am  confident  (continues  he)  le¬ 
gions  of  the  dead  might  have  been  above 
ground,  if  they  had  but  conceived  the  fallacy 
of  thefe  means  ;  if  they  had  but  ftuck  dole 
to  the  proper  quantities  of  any  one  good 
alterative,  they  might  have  plunged  out  of 
their  feveral  maladies,  but  by  placing  all 
their  hopes  in  things  directed  to  the  cough, 
they  have  fared  like  the  dog,  which  bites 
at  the  ftone  that  is  thrown  at  him,  inftead 
of  biting  him  which  threw  it ;  not  knowing 
that  fuch  diligent  plying  of  thefe  medicines, 
is  a  kind  of  embalming  a  man  before  his 
death,  and  an  ill-boding  prefage,  that,  in  a 
little  time,  he  will  be  in  a  condition  to  be 
embalmed  after  it. 
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CHAP.  V. 

Of  a  Slow,  Nervous  Fever. 

THAT  thisdifeafe  arifes  from  a  too 
relaxed  ftate  of  the  folids,  a  poor 
weak  blood,  and  a  lentor  and  vapidity  of  the 
lymphatic  and  nervous  juices,  is  manifeft 
from  the  difficulty  of  refpiration,  as  well  as 
circulation  of  the  blood,  the  fulpiria,  with 
oppreffion  on  the  praecordia,  the  low,  creep¬ 
ing  and  intermitting  pulfe,  the  languor  and 
proftration  of  fpirits,  that  generally,  or  al- 
moft  conftantly  attend  this  Fever*  There¬ 
fore,  whatever  will  vitiate  and  impoverifli 
the  blood,  by  rendering  fome  parts  of  it 
more  grofs  and  thick,  others  more  fluid  than 
natural,  or  whatever  will  diminifli  or  impede 
a  due  fecretion  of  animal  fpirits  in  the  brain, 
and  a  conveyance  from  thence  by  the  prcn 
per  tubes  to  the  heart,  lungs,  and  the  other 
parts  of  the  machine,  &c.  may  occafion  or 
be  the  antecedent  caufe  of  a  Slow,  Nervous 
Fever. 

Hence  it  is,  that  it  commonly  attacks 
perfons  of  weak  nerves,  a  lax  habit  of  body* 
poor  and  thin  blood,  who  have  ufed  vapid, 
impure  drinks,  cold,  watery,  vifcid  things, 
as  cucumbers,  melons,  muffirooms,  lettuce, 
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crude  trafhy  fruits,  or  who  have  been  long 
confined  in  damp,  foul,  air,  which  will  ne- 
ceffarily  hinder  perfpiration,  &c.  or  that  have 
broken  the  vigor  of  their  conflitutions  by 
falivationk,  frequent  purgings,  immoderate 
venery,  an  abufe  of  the  Non-naturals,  or 
any  accidental  alteration  in  them ;  or  laftly, 
too  copious  a  difcharge  of  the  moft  lubtle 
parts  of  the  animal  fluids,  from  great  eva¬ 
cuations,  immoderate  watchings,  ftudies, 
fatigue,  and  the  like. 

The  ufual  and  almoft  infeparable  fymp- 
toms  of  this  Fever  are  little  tranfient  chil- 
linefles  in  a  day,  with  uncertain  fluihes  of 
heat,  liftlefnefs,  great  laflltude  and  wearinefs 
all  over  the  body,  attended  with  a  load, 
pain  or  giddinefs  of  the  head,  or  mift  before 
the  eyes,  dozinefs,  frequent  naufeas  or  in¬ 
clinations  to  vomit,  inappetency,  difrelifh  of 
every  thing,  drynefs  of  the  lips  and  tongue, 
without  any  confiderable  thirff,  by  reafcn 
the  heat  is  but  moderate,  and  confequently 
a  lefs  quantity  of  faliva  will  ferve  to  moiften 
the  fauces,  &c.  and  the  heat  being  mild,  it 
fometimes  happens  that  the  extremities  are 
cold,  whilfl:  the  patient  complains  of  an  in¬ 
ward  heat  5  cold  and  clammy  fweats  are  apt 
to  break  out  in  the  beginning,  which  are 
only  fymptomatic  and  prejudicial,  difficult 
breathing  by  intervals,  frequent  fighings, 
with  an  opprefiion  on  the  prsecordia  ;  fome¬ 
times  he  complains  of  an  opprefiion  and  pain 
about  the  region  of  the  heart  and  ftomach, 
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and  is  very  iubjedt  to  faint  upon  every  the 
leaf!:  motion  and  furprize ,  and  though  a 
kind  of  lucid  interval  of  feveral  hours  fome- 
times  lupervenes,  yet  the  fymptoms  return 
with  exacerbation,  efpecially  towards  night. 
The  particular  kind  of  pulfe  attending  this 
Fever,  is  low,  quick,  and  unequal,  that  is, 
for  a  few  ftrokes  it  fhall  be  more  fwift,  fre¬ 
quent,  and  large,  prefently  returning  again 
to  be  low  and  quick,  nay  fometirues  flutter¬ 
ing,  and  even  intermitting,  and  in  this  con- 
fifts  its  greateft  inequality.  The  urine  in 
the  beginning,  which  is  often  and  fuddenly 
made,  is  generally  limpid  and  clear,  fome- 
times  of  a  whey-colour,  or  like  dead  fmall 
beer,  in  which  there  is  either  no  manner  of 
fediment,  or  a  kind  of  loofe  matter,  fome- 
what  like  fmall  flakes  of  bran,  irregularly 
fcattered  up  and  down  in  it,  but  towards 
the  ftate,  it  moft  times  grows  turbid,  and 
lets  fall  a  fediment ;  but  it  is  feldom  or 
never  intenfely  red  or  high-coloured.  A 
torpor  or  obtufe  pain  and  coldnefs  often 
affedts  the  hinder  part  of  the  head,  and  fre¬ 
quently  a  heavy  pain  is  felt  on  the  top  all 
along  the  coronary  future.  Thefe  generally 
attend  Nervous  Fevers,  and  commonly  pre¬ 
cede  fome  degree  of  a  delirium. 

In  this  condition  the  patient  often  con¬ 
tinues  for  five  or  fix  days,  with  a  heavy, 
pale,  dejedted  countenance,  reftlefs,  with 
great  and  unaccountable  anxiety,  fighings, 
and  commonly  void  of  fleep,  though  fome- 
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times  very  drowfy  and  heavy,  and  a  little 
delirious  by  fits.  The  tongue,  which  at 
the  beginning  is  but  moderately  dry,  with¬ 
out  difcoloration,  except  it  be,  as  it  fometimes 
is,  covered  with  a  thin  whitifti  mucus,  now 
often  becomes  very  dry,  red,  and  chop¬ 
ped. 

Huxham  obferves,  that  about  the  feventh 
or  eighth  day  the  giddinefs,  pain,  or  heavi- 
nefs  of  the  head  becomes  much  greater,  with 
a  conftant  noife  in  it,  or  tinnitus  aurium, 
which  is  frequently  the  forerunner  of  a  deli¬ 
rium.  The  load  on  the  praecordia,  anxiety  5 
and  faintnefs  grow  much  more  urgent,  and 
he  often  falls  into  an  adtual  deliquium,  efpe- 
dally  if  he  attempts  to  fit  up :  coldifh  fweats 
fuddenly  come  oil  in  the  forehead  and  back 
of  the  hands,  while  the  cheeks  and  palms 
glow  with  heat,  which  as  fuddenly  goes  off.  If 
the  urine  now  grows  more  pale  and  limpid^ 
a  delirium  is  certainly  to  be  expected,  with 
univerfal  tremors  and  fubfultus  tendinum* 
The  delirium  is  generally  little  more  than  a 
confufion  of  thought  and  action,  a  continual 
muttering  and  faultering  of  fpeech :  fometimes 
he  awakes  only  in  a  hurry  and  confufion,  and 
prefently  recollects  himfelf,  but  forthwith 
falls  into  a  muttering,  dozy  ftate,  again. 

At  the  ftate,  the  tongue  often  grows  very 
dry,  efpecially  in  its  middle  part,  with  a 
yellowilh  lift  on  each  fide,  arid  when  the 
lick  attempts  to  put  it  out,  it  trembles  greatly. 
If  at  this  time  the  tongue  grows  more  moift, 
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and  a  copious  {pitting  comes  on,  it  is  always 
a  very  good  fign :  but  where  a  difficulty  of 
(wallowing,  continual  gulping,  or  choaking 
in  the  throat  fupervene,  it  is  a  very  dange¬ 
rous  fymptom,  efpecially  if  attended  with 
any  degree  of  a  fingultus. 

On  the  ninth,  tenth,  or  twelfth  day,  the 
patient  often  falls  into  profufe  fweats,  which 
on  the  extremities  are  commonlv  coldiffi  and 
clammy,  and  oftentimes  very  thin  (tools  are 
difcharged.  They  are  both  generally  colli¬ 
quative,  and  very  weakening.  However,  a 
warm  moifture  of  the  (kin  is  generally  falu- 
tary,  and  a  gentle  diarrhoea  frequently  car¬ 
ries  off  the  delirium  and  comatofe  difpofi- 
tion. 

When  the  extremities  grow  cold,  the  nails 
livid,  the  pulfe  very  weak  and  quick,  info- 
much  that  it  rather  trembles  and  flutters  than 
beats,  or  creeps  furprizlngly  flow,  with  fre¬ 
quent  intermiffions,  then  nature  finks  apace, 
and  the  patient  becomes  quite  infenfible  and 
ftupid.  The  delirium  turns  to  a  profound 
coma,  which  foon  ends  in  death:  or  the  (tools, 
urine,  and  tears  run  off  involuntarily,  andde- 
n ounce  a  fpeedy  diffolution,  as  the  vaft  trem¬ 
blings  and  twitchings  of  the  nerves  and  ten¬ 
dons  are  preludes  to  a  general  convulfion, 
which  foon  terminates  in  eternal  deep.  One 
or  other  of  thefe  ways  doles  the  fcene. 

The  fame  rnoft  judicious  author  like  wife 
obferves,  that  all  perfons  grow  deaf  and  iiu  - 
pid  towards  the  end  of  the  difeafe,  and  if 
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the  deafnefs  ends  in  an  impoftume  of  the 
ear,  or  when  a  parotis  fuppurates,  or  a  large 
puftular  angry  eruption  happens  about  the 
lips  and  nofe,  they  are  generally  good  fymp- 
toms. 

From  this  account  of  the  diftemper,  I 
think  it  is  evident,  that  no  great  evacuations 
except  blifters  are  proper,  efpecially  in  per¬ 
rons  of  very  weak  and  lax  conftitutions,  who 
are  generally  the  moft  fubjebt  to  it.  There¬ 
fore  the_  method  of  cure  in  general  fhould  be 
fuch  as  will  attenuate,  dilute,  and  diffolve 
the  molecule  obftrubting  the  free  courfe  of 
the  blood  and  lymph  j  to  roufe  up  the  weak 
and  languifhing  fibres  into  quicker  and  fmar- 
ter  vibrations,  in  order  to  recover  the  health¬ 
ful  crafis  of  the  blood*  and  to  call  out  of 
the  body  the  morbific  ufelefs  particles  of  the 
animal  fluids,  by  the  moft  pervious  and  pa¬ 
tent  outlets.  However*  it  may  fome times 
be  neceflary  in  the  beginning  of  Slow  Fe¬ 
vers  to  cleanfe  the  primse  vise  by  a  gentle 
puke  of  ipecacoanha,  a  little  rhubarb,  man¬ 
na,  &c.  but  a  mild  vomit  is  more  efpecially 
neceflary,  where  naufea*  load,  and  ficknels 
at  ftomach  are  urgent*  becaufe  it  not  only 
relieves  thofe  fymptoms,  by  throwing  oft 
phlegm  and  other  contents  from  the  fto¬ 
mach,  without  draining  from  the  blood  any 
thing  that  is  ufeful,but  as  it  agitates  and  (hakes 
the  veflels,  and  increafes  their  vigour :  it 
mufl  neceflarily  contribute  likewife  towards 
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refolving  and  attenuating  the  lentor  of  the 
blood  and  juices. 

Blifters,  as  before  obferved,  are  exceeding 
proper,  even  throughout  the  whole  courfe  of 
this  difeafe.  In  the  beginning,  Langrifh 
fays,  they  are  ufeful  in  fecuring  the  nervous 
fyftem,  and  preventing  convulfions,  deliria, 
&c.  In  the  increafe,  they  greatly  maintain, 
fupport,  and  preferve  the  fpringinefs  and 
elafticity  of  the  fibres,  fo  that  they  do  not 
fink  under  their  load  before  the  lentor  is 
attenuated,  and  prepared  fit  for  excretion,  or 
for  paffing  freely  through  the  vafcular  frame. 
And  in  the  height  of  the  Fever,  they  fur¬ 
ther  comminute  the  febrile  matter,  and  fup¬ 
port  the  tone  and  vigour  of  the  veflels  ; 
whereby  they  greatly  contribute  towards  ex¬ 
creting  the  morbific  particles.  Thus  blifter- 
ing  plafters  are  to  be  fhifted  from  place  to 
place,  as  they  dry  up  and  as  the  phenomena 
require. 

Though  profufefweating  is  pernicious,  yet  the 
more  temperate  cordial  medicines,  and  fuch 
as  will  raife  with  proper  dilution  a  moft  eafy 
kind  moifture  in  the  fkin  without  too  much 
heating,  are,  for  the  moft  part,  confefledly 
ufeful ;  but  of  all  the  evacuations  in  Slow 
Nervous  Fevers,  no  one  is  more  deftrudtive 
than  bleeding.  Therefore  as  you  value  the 
life  of  your  patient,  the  eafe  and  quiet  of 
your  confcience,  and  your  own  reputation, 
above  all  things  he  lure  to  refrain  the  ufe 
of  the  lancet  $  became  of  all  the  difcharges 
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from  the  blood,  none  other  lets  out  the  red 
globules  thereof  (which  by  the  bye  proves, 
that  where  venaefedtion  is  abfolutely  ne- 
ceftfary,  no  other  evacuation  can  be  pro¬ 
perly  fubftituted  as  a  fuccedaneum  to  it) 
and  lince  thefe  red  globules  are  moft  in- 
ftrumental  in  maintaining  the  proper  heat 
and  ftrength  of  the  body,  it  is  well  known 
that  nothing  can  contribute  more  to  the  lef- 
fening  and  abating  the  force  and  vigour  of 
the  fibres  than  phlebotomy. 

I  fhall  now  endeavour  to  lliew  the  moft 
proper  method  of  curing  this  Fever,  by  point¬ 
ing  out  fome  of  the  following  temperate, 
cordial,  nervous,  and  gentle  diaphoretic  me¬ 
dicines,  which,  with  occaiional  blifters,  a 
well  regulated,  fupporting,  diluting  diet,  are 
certainly  indicated  in  the  beginning  of  this 
diftemper ;  at  the  fame  time  having  a  due 
care  and  regard  to  keep  the  patient  as  quiet 
as  pofiible,  both  in  body  and  mind;

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Though  ftrong  opiates  are  generally  very 
pernicious,  yet  if  want  of  lleep  and  great 
reftleflnefs  demand  the  ufe  of  fome  quieting 
medicament  in  order  to  appeafe  and  calm 
the  hurry  and  tumult  of  the  blood  and  Spi¬ 
rits,  and  thereby  induce  foft  refrefhing  deeps 
or  Humber,  a  few  drops  of  tindh  thebaic, 
with  a  fmall  quantity  of  camphire,  or  elix, 
paregoric,  in  the  pharmacop.  domeftic.  nov. 
as  being  lefs  fiery  than  that  of  the  London 
difpenfatory,  may  be  added  to  any  of  the 
above  prescribed  draughts,  or  the  follow¬ 
ing.

Huxham  obferves,  that  a  difficulty  of 
breathing  and  an  anxiety  and  oppreffion  of 
the  praecordia  often  precede  a  miliary  erup¬ 
tion  on  the  feventh,  ninth,  or  eleventh  day, 
and  fometimes  later.  This  eruption  fhoiuld 
be  promoted  by  foft,  eafy,  paregoric  cor¬ 
dials  as  above  deferibed,  with  proper  dilu¬ 
ents  and  the  like,  in  ordfer  to  promote  a 
diaphorefis,  or  a  breathing  kindly  Sweat,  with 

F  4  which 
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which  the  miliary  eruptions  freely  and  eafily 
advance. 

Profufe  fweats,  continues  he,  are  feldom 
or  never  advantageous  though  attended  with 
large  eruptions  ;  for  I  have  known  two  or 
three  crops  of  miliary  puftules  fucceed  one 
another,  and  large  fweats  long  continued, 
with  no  manner  of  relief  to  the  patients  ; 
nay  of  very  great  detriment,  as  they  reduced 
them  to  an  extream  degree  of  weaknels. 
— —  In  truth  thefe  large  fweats  are  much 
more  commonly  fymptomatical  than  critical, 
and  the  confequent  eruption  is  very  oftep. 
the  mere  fymptom  of  a  fymptom ;  for  the 
miliary  glands  of  the  Ikin  appear  very  turgid, 
and  mimic  a  rafh  upon  profufe  fweating, 
even  in  the  moil;  healthy. 

In  fuch  profufe  colliquative  fweats,  I  have 
very  frequently  given  a  little  generous  red 
wine  (diluted  fomewhat,  if  neceffary)  with 
the  greateft  advantage  ;  it  prefently  mo¬ 
derating  the  fweat,  fupporting  the  pa¬ 
tient,  and  keeping  up  alfo  the  miliary 
papulae,  if  they  happen  likewife  to  at¬ 
tend. 

In  the  increafe,  or  rather  towards  the  ftate 
of  the  diftemper,  efpeclallv  if  nature  is  fome¬ 
what  funk,  it  may  be  proper  to  have  re¬ 
coil  rie  to  warmer  or  more  aftive  remedies, 
in  order  to  forward  the  vital  motions  to  fti- 
mulate  the  folids,  to  attenuate,  and  com¬ 
minute  the  fluids,  and  to  prepare  the  pec¬ 
cant 
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cant  matter  fit  for  fome  critical  difchargo : 
fiueh  are  the  following.

When  the  cafe  is  more  defperate,  at¬ 
tended  with  great  tremors,  fubfultus  tendi- 
num,  fingultus,  and  other  direful  fymptoms, 
I  would  moll  heartily  recommend  the  fol-

During  the  ufe  of  thefe,  the  patient  fhould 
be  well  fupplied  with  white-wine  whey,  bar- 

ley- 
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ley-water,  or  gruel,  with  a  little  foft  agree¬ 
able  wine  ;  and  towards  the  decline  of  the 
diforder,  a  frnall  chicken  broth  is  of  fervice 
both  as  food  and  phylic  ;  and  likewife  thin 
jellies  of  harfs-horn,  fago,  panado,  and 
the  like,  are  ufeful,  adding  a  little  wine  to 
them,  and  the  juice  of  Seville-orange,  or 
lemon. 

Towards  the  decline  of  the  Fever,  when 
the  fweats  are  large  and  weakening,  Hux- 
ham  gives  fmall  dofes  of  the  tindhire  of  the 
bark  with  faffron  and  fnake-root,  interpofing 
now  and  then  a  dofe  of  rhubarb  to  carry  off 
the  putrid  colluvies  in  the  iirff  paffages,  and 
make  the  remiffions,  or  intermiffions,  which 
frequently  happen  in  the  decline  of  Ner¬ 
vous  Fevers,  more  diftindl  and  manifeft. 
But,  for  my  own  part,  I  have  always  been 
fuccefsful,  in  firft  paving  the  way  for  that 
moft  admirable  remedy,  by  giving  the  fol¬ 
lowing  or  fome  fuch  faline  draught  every 
four,  live,  or  fix  hours.

If  the  patient  fhould  be  hot  and  reftlefs, 
four  or  five  grains  of  nitre  may  be  added, 
and  after  fome  fhort  time,  if  there  is  a  re¬ 
gular  intermiffion,  half  an  ounce  of  tin£t, 
peruvian.  comp,  in  pharm.  dom.  nov.  may 
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be  added  to  the  draught,  inftead  of  aq.  n. 
m.  or  half  a  drachm  of  the  extract  of  the 
bark ,  or  the  following  medicated  wine , 
which  is  the  prelcription  of  an  eminent  phy- 
fician  for  this  purpofe,  and  was  communi¬ 
cated  to  me  by  a  very  worthy  patient,  who 
have  ufed  it  on  pccafions  with  fuccefs.

But  to  return,  the  fame  judicious  author  * 
obferves,  that  this  fort  of  method  will  fhorten 
thefe  Fevers,  even  thofe  with  miliary  eruptions, 
which  too  often  run  on  to  an  exceeding 
great  length,  and  are  frequently  attended 

with  dangerous  relapfes. - —  I  have  more 

than  once,  fays  he,  known  patients  fink  un¬ 
der  this  Fever,  after  having  been  kept  in  a 
fweating  method  for  five  or  fix  weeks  to¬ 
gether,  and  after  having  gone  through  three 
or  four  fucceffive  crops  of  miliary  eruptions 
(as  they  were  called)  they  all  the  while 
melting  away,  and  weltering  in  their  own 
fweat,  and  the  bed  rotting  under  them. 

Though  a  gentle  diarrhoea  is  fometimes  of 
manifeft  fervice  towards  the  end  of  this  Fe¬ 
ver,  crude,  thin,  colliquative  ftools  are  very 
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far  from  being  fo,  but  link  the  lick  fur- 
prizingiy  fall :  where  they  are  livid,  or  of  a 
kind  of  lead  colour,  whatever  be  the  conlift- 
ence,  it  is  a  dangerous  appearance. 

There  is  no  evacuation  of  a  more  favour¬ 
able  portent  than  a  pretty  free  falivation,, 
without  aphthae  ;  where  this  happens,  with 
a  kindly  moifture  of  the  Ikin,  I  never  de- 
fpair  of  my  patient,  however  weak  and 

ftupid  he  may  feem. - Indeed  the  deaf- 

nefs  many  times  makes  the  fick,  at  the 
dofe  of  the  diftemper,  appear  much  lefs  fen- 
fible  than  they  really  are  ;  not  but  that 
many,  under  thefe  circumftances  efcaping 
the  grave,  degenerate  into  mere  idiots. 

Under  any  of  thefe  or  other  evacuations, 
plentiful,  fupporting,  diluting  nourilhment 
is  abfolutely  neceffary  to  keep  up  the  fpirits, 
to  repair  the  lofs  of  the  daily  wafting  juices, 
and  mend  the  remaining ;  and  the  patient, 
flhould  be  frequently  prompted  to  take  it, 
for  it  is  even  altogether  as  neceffary  as  me¬ 
dicine.  When  any  difcharges  are  very  im¬ 
moderate,  they  may  be  prudently  reftrained, 
but  not  repelled.  Thus,  in  a  profufe  di- 
arrhcea,  a  little  theriac.  androm.  or  the  like, 
will  moderate  the  flux  by  promoting  the  cu- 
ticular  difcharge. 

Since  there  is  no  real  plethora  in  this 
Fever,  it  is  not  requiflte  we  fhould  expedt 
a  compleat  crilis  by  anv  large  or  profufe 
difcharge  from  the  blood.  For  the  urine 
is  fcarce  ever  concodted,  but  generally  crude, 

pale 
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pale  and  thin  through  the  whole  courfe  of 
the  diforder,  and  many  times  too  much  in 
quantity.  Sometimes,  indeed,  after  the  ex¬ 
acerbations,  or  in  the  fweats,  it  is  higher  co¬ 
loured,  but  without  fediment,  final!  in  quan¬ 
tity,  and  commonly  greafy  as  it  were.  But 
if  either  a  fmall  breathing  fweat,  a  little  hy~ 
poftafis  in  the  urine,  a  loofe  ftool  or  two, 
or  even  a  flight  difcharge  from  an  apofthe- 
mation  in  the  ear,  or  a  fmall  eruption  about 
the  nofe  and  lips  fhould  happen,  it  is  well 
known,  that  any  one  of  thefe  is  enough  to 
avert  a  whole  train  of  direful  fymptoms ; 
and  in  many  cafes  only  time  itfelf  feems 
to  wear  it  off.  It  is  fufficient  therefore  that 
the  natural  crafis  of  the  blood  be  reftored, 
that  the  whole  vafcular  frame  be  rendered 
duly  elaftic  and  tenfe,  and  that  all  the  fe- 
cretions  and  excretions  be  performed  in 
a  ufual  and  regular  manner.  But  if  there 
be  (as  an  ingenious  author  *  obferves)  a  pe¬ 
culiar  idiofyncrafy  in  the  patient,  or  if  the 
morbific  febrile  matter  be  fo  tough,  vifcous, 
or  obftinate,  as  not  to  give  way  to  the  efforts 
of  nature  affifted  by  the  above-mentioned 
medicines,  in  fome  reafonable  time,  the 
fymptoms  will  neceffarily  increafe,  and  grow 
worfe,  and  then  we  have  fcarce  any  chance 
left  for  the  recovery  of  our  patient,  but  by 
the  ufe  of  moderate  purging  medicines.  For 
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fince  the  natural  excretions  by  perfpiratlon, 
fweat,  urine,  &c.  are  diminlfhed,  or  at  leaf! 
are  not  fufficient  to  excrete  the  morbid 
matter,  this  evacuation  feems  to  bid  the 
faireft  at  this  time  of  day.  For  though  all 
the  bad  fymptoms  proceed  from  weak  and 
relaxed  nerves,  yet  if  the  febrile  matter  be 
fitted  for  excretion,  and  the  miliary  and  re¬ 
nal  dudts  deny  it  a  paffage,  however  afiifted 
by  our  art,  the  retained  matter  will  inevita¬ 
bly  grow  putrid,  the  vital  vigour  will  decay, 
and  death  will  moft  certainly  enfue,  unlefs 
the  body  be  timely  relieved  by  fome  few  loofe 
Fools. 

Experience  allures  us,  that  gentle  lenient 
cathartics ,  rightly  ordered  ,  where  the 
morbid  matter  is  properly  attenuated,  di¬ 
luted,  and  divided  fit  for  expulfion,  are  not 
only  fafe,  but  neceffary  5  and  the  whole 
fyftem  of  nerves,  inftead  of  being  weakened, 
will  gain  ftrength  thereby  :  fo  that  when 
thefe  Fevers  have  continued  for  a  long  time, 
and  there  has  been  no  perfect  crifis,  they 
will  hardly  admit  of  any  other  cure  than 
what  is  carried  on  by  gentle  cathartics. 
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C  H  A  P.  VL 
Of  the  Miliary  Fever. 

HAVING  in  the  preceding  chapter 
take&  notice  of  the  miliary  eruptions, 
that  fometimes  attend  the  Slow  Nervous 
Fever,  I  fhall  now  endeavour  to  give  a 
fhort  defcription  of  this  Fever,  together  with 
the  method  of  treating  it. 

The  Miliary  Fever  takes  its  name  from  the 
puftules  or  bladders  refembling.  in  fhape  and 
lize  the  feeds  of  millet.  The  eruptions  are 
either  red  or  white,  and  fometimes  both  to¬ 
gether,  and  are  more  or  lefs  acute,  benign, 
or  malignant.  There  are  two  fpecies  of ' 
this  Fever,  Simple  and  Compound.  It  is 
called  Simple,  when  thefe  puftules  appear 
alone  ;  and,  if  they  are  filled  with  only  clear 
water,  they  generally  come  out  without  fick- 
nefs,  and  are  void  of  danger,  or  contagion. 
This  is  the  cryftalli  of  the  ancients.  But 
when  the  rubeola,  or  other  eruptions,  are 
interfperfed  with  the  miliary  ones,  it  is  cal¬ 
led  Compound.  Though  the  eruptions  are 
fometimes  over  the  whole  body,  yet  for 
the  moft  part  they  are  more  numerous 

where 
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where  the  fweat  is  moft  abundant,  as  ofi 
the  bread:,  neck,  back,  &c4  and  are  com^ 
monly  accompanied  with  a  lweat,  or  moif- 
ture  of  the  Ikin,  whereby  they  are  much 
promoted  :  but,  on  the  contrary,  when  the 
fkin  is  dry,  Aftruc  obferves,  that  the  eruption 
is  then  more  painful  and  dangerous.  It  is 
likewife  diftingui  filed  either  as  Idiopathic 
or  Primary,  Secondary  or  Symptomatic. 

The  Primary  begins  with  a  flight  fhi- 
vering,  fucceeded  by  heat,  lofs  of  ftrength, 
univerfal  faintnefs,  fighings,  low'pulfe,  dif¬ 
ficulty  of  breathing,  great  anxiety,  oppref- 
fion  on  the  prsecordia,  &c.  and  which  in¬ 
deed  are  the  Charadteriftic  or  Pathognomo¬ 
nic  figns  not  only  of  this,  but  many  other 
eruptive  Fevers.  There  is  no  eruption  fo 
uncertain  or  inconftant  as  this  ;  for  it  will 
fometimes  ftrike  in  fuddenly,  and  as  fud- 
denly  appear  again,  and  is  attended  with  an 
itching,  pricking  kind  of  heat  in  the  back* 
and  other  parts  of  the  body,  a  drynefs  and 
roughnefs  of  the  fkin  like  that  of  a  goofe.

Soon  after  this  the  eruption  appears ;  upon 
which  the  fymptoms  either  intirely  vanifh, 
or  greatly  leffen,  according  as  it  is  more  or 
lefs  compleat.  For  though,  as  Aftruc  obferves, 
the  Fever  is  generally  terminated  by  the  erup¬ 
tion,  yet  if  the  firft  eruption  was  imperfedl, 
the  Fever,  though  milder,  ftill  fubfifts,  till 
it  is  removed  by  a  fecond  eruption.  Fie 
faith,  the  puftules  never  fuppurate,  but  are 

always 
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always  refolved,  the  fcarf-lkin  falling  off 
like  meal.  This  Fever  is  very  common  in 
bilious  temperaments,  or  fuch  as  have  an 
obftinate  fcirrhus  in  the  liver,  and  is  very  rife 
towards  the  end  of  hot  fummers. 

The  Symptomatic  fupervenes  the  Slow 
Nervous,  or  other  Continual  Fevers,  Small¬ 
pox,  Meafles,  &c.  and  is  therefore  to  be  con- 
fidered  only  as  a  fymptom  of  the  original 
diftemper. 

Sir  David  Hamilton  takes  notice,  that  this 
difeafe  frequently  attacks  child-bed  women. 
At  firft  the  puftules  are  filled  with  a  limpid 
ferum,  which  afterwards  turns  yellow,  not 
much  unlike  the  colour  of  pearl.  It  is  fre¬ 
quently  attended  with  colic,  nephritic,  pleu¬ 
ritic,  and  rheumatic  pains,  or  fuch  as  imitate 
thofe  of  labour.  Fie  further  faith,  it  is  very 
difficult  to  determine  the  very  day  of  their 
eruption,  but  it  is  generally  about  the  tenth 
or  eleventh  day  from  the  beginning,  if  the 
Fever  proceeds  regularly  ;  and  declines  a- 
bout  the  eighteenth,  unlefs  the  morbific  mat¬ 
ter  is  in  too  great  abundance,  then  not  till 
about  the  twenty  -  firft  or  twenty  -  fecond 
day. 

If  a  diarrhoea  attends  this  Fever  In  child¬ 
bed  women,  it  is  a  dangerous  fymptom,  not 
onlyi^is  it  ftops  the  flux  of  the  lochia,  but 
likewife  as  it  prevents  or  at  leaft  retards  the 
eruption. 

Aftruc  faith,  that  though  this  Fever  is  very 
rarely  mortal,  yet  the  prognoftics  may  vary 

O  ac- 
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according  to  the  intenfity  of  the  Fever*  and 
according  to  the  perfedt  and  imperfedt  depu¬ 
ration  of  the  blood,  the  danger  being  evi¬ 
dently  Ids  in  the  former,  than  in  the  latter  ; 
and  laftly,  the  danger  is  mere  or  lefs  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  acrimony  of  the  morbid  hu¬ 
mours.  For  if  it  be  very  acrid,  as  the  heat 
and  itching  will  denote,  it  is  not  void  of 
danger. 

Befides,  if  the  pulfe  fhould  continue  hard 
and  full,  after  the  puftules  are  come  out, 
with  great  reftleffnefs,  inquietude,  and  diffi¬ 
culty  of  breathing,  or  when  there  is  profufe 
fweating  during  the  whole  progrefs  of  the 
difeafe,  or  when  the  urine,  being  thick  and 
high  -  coloured,  fuddenly  becomes  limpid, 
pale,  and  thin,  then  the  cafe  is  very  doubt¬ 
ful  5  but  it  is  ftill  worfe,  if  the  miliary  erup¬ 
tions  appear,  and  vaniffi  by  turns  :  or  if 
they  quite  difappear,  and  the  fymptoms  con¬ 
tinue  violent,  then  the  cafe  is  very  deplora¬ 
ble,  -  Hence  an  oppreffion  of  the  breaft, 
with  fighs,  a  ftraitnefs  of  the  fauces,  lofs  of 
ftrength,  great  anxiety,  &c.  But  if  an  in¬ 
ward  heat  with  cold  and  fhivering,  cold  and 
large  fweats,  fhould  happen  ;  or,  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  if,  when  the  extreme  parts  are  hot,  a 
remarkable  fenfe  of  coldnefs  fhould  at  the 
fame  time  be  perceived  in  the  abdomen, 
then  the  patient  generally  dies  in  a  fainting 
fit,  arifing,  from  a  mortification  of  the  ffo- 
mach,  intefhnes,  brain,  or  womb. 
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The  cure  of  this  Fever  fhould  be  adapted 
to  its  feveral  ftages,  namely  to  the  Febrile 
State,  the  Eruption,  and  Declenfion  of  the 
diforder. 

Bleeding  fhould  be  cautioufly  ufed,  un- 
lefs  fome  figns  of  an  inflammation,  or  a 
fuppreffion  of  the  lochia  in  child-bed  wo¬ 
men  feem  to  require  it  3  in  which  laft  cafe 
it  fhould  be  performed  in  the  foot.  After 
which,  the  following  bolus  of  Dr.  Hamil-

ton’s,  with  neceflary  dilution,  may  be  pre- 
fcribed.

He  likewife  efteemed  the  calx  antimonii 
as  a  noble  medicine  to  promote  the  erup¬ 
tion  of  the  miliary  puftules,  and  not  lefs 
ferviceable  in  taking  off  a  delirium.

dofe  is  a  fcruple  every  fix  hours.

Hoffman  recommends  blifters  as  very 
proper  in  this  difeafe,  which  are,  if  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  calves  of  the  legs,  very  fer- 
viceable,  he  fays,  when  the  eruption  is 
flow,  and  the  motion  of  the  humours  is 
turned  to  the  inward  parts,  particularly  the 
head. 

The  eruption  being  thus  treated  and  fi- 
nifhed,  the  patient  may  be  purged  feveral 
times  with  the  following  or  fome  fuch  like 
medicine  ;  which  may  be  made  ftronger  or 
weaker,  as  occafion  requires.

C  H  A  P. 
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CHAP.  VII. 

Of  Putrid  Malignant  Fevers. 

TH  E  learned  and  ingenious  Dr.  Hux- 
ham  declares,  that  the  highly  Putrid, 
Malignant,  and  even  Petechial  Fevers  many 
times  arife  from  a  mere  antecedent  acrimony  cf 
the  blood,  agitated  by  the  fupervening  Fever, 
yet  generally  the  Peftilential  and  Petechial 
have  their  origin  from  contagion,  and  may 
therefore  affedt  perfons  of  all  conftitutions, 
which  will  of  courfe  produce  a  great  diver- 
lity  in  the  fymptoms. - For,  as  the  re¬ 

ceived  contagion  adts  nearly  in  the  fame 
manner  as  acrimony,  it  will  have  very  dif¬ 
ferent  effedts  when  it  invades  a  ftrong  vi¬ 
gorous  conftitution  and  a  rich  fizy  blood, 
from  what  it  will,  when  it  attacks  a  weak 
lax  habit  with  a  poor  thin  blood,  and  a  too 
loofe  crafis  of  its  globules ;  and  from  one 
and  the  other,  when  it  falls  in  with  a  very 
acrimonious  mafs  of  blood. 

The  firftfignof  a  Malignant  Fever,  there¬ 
fore,  is  a  remarkable  lofs  of  ftrength  on  a 
fudden,  without  any  manifeft  caufe,  with 
cold  fhiverings  and  a  weak  pulfe.  The  third:, 

G  3  if 
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if  any,  is  very  moderate  at  firfl,  but  fomer 
times,  in  the  increafe  or  height  of  this  dif- 
temper,  is  very  troublefome ;  the  external 
heat  which  fucceeds  the  rigor  is  not  fo 
violent  as  in  fome  other  Fevers,  though  the 
internal  heat  is  rather  greater.  The  urine 
at  the  beginning  is  not  unlike  that  of  perfons 
in  health,  fometimes  limpid  and  pale  like 
that  of  hypochondriacal  and  hyfteric  per¬ 
fons,  and  at  other  times  intenfely  red  and 
high-coloured.  Large  fweats  towards  the 
beginning  fometimes  break  out,  but  are  ra¬ 
ther  prejudicial,  than  ufeful.  Inappetency, 
naufea,  vomiting,  cardialgia,  violent  head- 
ach,  pains  in  the  back  and  loins,  oppreffion 
on  the  b  re  ail,  frequent  fighings,  anxious 
uneaiinefs,  obftinate  watchings,  deliria,  co¬ 
ma,  Sec.  are  almofl  conftant  concomitants 
of  this  Fever.  Moreover,  the  fick  often 
complains,  and  fhews  the  region  of  the  fto- 
mach  or  the  heart,  and  is  frequently  feized 
with  languor,  horror,  and  defpair.  The 
vifage  is  oft-times  much  fwelled,  and  changed 
from  the  natural  flate,  fometimes  looks  hi- 
dcous,  and  fometimes  of  a  livid  or  leaden 
colour.  In  fome  there  are  petechial  lpots, 
or  other  remarkable  cutaneous  efflorefcences 
in  large  areas  ;  in  fome  more  abundantly, 
in  others  lefs ;  and  in  fome  none  at  all ;  and 
what  is  more  extraordinary,  the  patient  is 
io  far  from  being  relieved  by  thefe  eruptions, 
that,  on  the  contr  ary,  he  manifeftly  grows 
worfe  upon  their  appearance  ;  which  plainly 

proves 
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proves  that  the  blood  is  become  preterna- 
turally  fluids  and  that  the  globules,  both  of 
the  red  blood  and  lymph,  are  greatly  broken 
down  and  divided  by  lbme  acrimonious  dif- 
folvent  quality  in  the  malignant  matter.  The 
brighter  red  they  are  of,  fo  much  the  better 
fign  ;  but  when  they  appear  of  a  purple, 
brown,  dulky,  or  black  colour,  they  mani- 
feft  a  greater  degree  of  putrefaction.  Some¬ 
times  tumors,  buboes,  carbuncles,  haemor¬ 
rhages,  &c.  likewife  appear.  Towards  the 
height  of  this  difeafe  it  is  common  for 
aphthae,  or  an  inflammation  of  the  mem¬ 
branes  which  line  the  mouth,  gullet,  ho¬ 
rn  ach,  and  intefiinal  tube  to  arife  :  and  in  the 
laft  ftage  of  Malignant  Fevers,  *  when  the 
fecretion  of  animal  fpirits  is  greatly  dimi- 
nifhed,  when  the  humours  are  moft  putrid, 
when  the  animal  falts  and  oils  are  rendered 
extremely  acrid  and  corrofive,  when  the  red 
globules  are  melted  down,  and  the  crafis 
of  the  blood  is  utterly  fpoiled,  it  is  no  uncom¬ 
mon  thing  for  the  fick  to  be  deficient  in 
his  fight,  hearing,  fmelling,  tafte,  through 
the  paucity  of  animal  fpirits,  and  the  lan¬ 
guid,  relaxed,  ftate  of  the  nerves,  which  are 
no  longer  able  to  receive  and  convey  the 
ideas,  in  a  proper  manner,  to  the  common 
fenforium  in  the  brain.  For  the  fame  rea-

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ibns  a  ftupor,  lyncope,  tremulous  nerves, 
fubfultory  tendons,  hiccoughs,  involuntary 
eftufions  of  the  faeces  and  urine,  coldnefs  of 
the  extremities,  lofs  of  their  motion,  and 
mortifications  may  a  rife.  For  when  the  vis 
vitae  is  at  the  lowcfl  ebb,  there  is  nothing 
bad  that  does  not  happen  at  that  time  ;  and 
of  all  the  miferies  that  afflidt  human  life, 
there  are  none  more  deplorable  than  thofe, 
which,  at  fome  time  or  other,  attend  Malig¬ 
nant  Fevers. 

Aftruc  fays,  the  fymptoms  and  varieties 
of  a  Malignant  Fever  are  fo  many,  that  he 
cannot  ^pretend  to  define  or  deferibe  it  in  ge¬ 
neral.  For  not  only  the  accidental  but  the 
cffential  fymptoms  alfo  are  fubjedt  to  the 
above  variations  ;  whence,  to  have  a  juft 
idea  of  it,  would  require  a  very  extenlive 
treatife  :  but  in  order  to  deferibe  it  the  bet¬ 
ter,  he  feparately  treats  of  its  different  fta- 
ges,  with  the  fymptoms  peculiar  to  each. 

Fits  beginning,  he  fays,  is  accompanied  with 
a  general  laifitude,  heavinefs,  and  inactivity,  as 
if  the  fick  were  fatigued  with  violent  exercifej 
yet  his  pulfe,  heat,  urine,  &c.  are  almoft  as 
in  the  natural  (late ;  neverthelefs  he  feels  a 
particular  pain  in  fome  part  of  his  head, 
fometimes  about  the  orbit  of  the  eye,  at  o- 
thers  about  the  occiput,  and  fo  of  the  other 
parts.  This  pain  and  with  the  above  gene¬ 
ral  laffitude  are  the  principal  charadteriftics, 
during  the  firft,  lecond,  and,  very  often,  the 
third  day. 
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II.  In  the  augmentation  of  the  dlftemper, 
or  from  the  fourth  day  to  the  feventh,  twelfth, 
or  fifteenth,  and  very  often  longer,  the  pre¬ 
ceding  fymptoms  become  much  more  mani- 
feft,  efpecially  the  head-ach,  heavinefs  of 
the  eyes,  fleepinefs,  with  a  fupervening  de¬ 
lirium.  Thus  he  continues  till  the  feventh 
or  fifteenth  day,  or  perhaps  longer. 

III.  The  ftate  of  the  diforder  happens  at 
one  or  other  of  thefe  periods,  though  I  have 
frequently  feen  it  arrive  only  on  the  thirty- 
fifth  day,  on  which  it  often  proved  mortal. 

In  this  ftage  all  the  forementioned  fymp- 
toms  are  evident  and  violent,  increafing  at 
night,  fo  that  the  patient  can  hardly  turn 
himfelf  in  his  bed.  His  delirium,  or  lethar¬ 
gic  affedtions,  are  no  longer  obfcure,  but 
perceptible  at  firft  view. 

We  are  to  obferve,  that  the  longer  the 
augmentation  of  this  diforder  is,  and  the 
flower  it  advances,  the  later  the  ftate  will 
arrive,  and  the  greater  its  danger  will  be. 
On  the  contrary,  if  it  happens,  for  inftance, 
on  the  feventh  or  tenth  day,  it  will  be  foon 
fucceedcd  by  the  declenfion  of  the  fever,  and 
remifiion  of  its  fymptoms,  with  hopes  of  a 
fpeedy  recovery. 

Befides  the  abovementioned  fymptoms, 
he  takes  notice  of  others  5  namely,  a  fwel- 
ling  of  the  face  and  eyes,  which  laft  are  full  of 
tears,  through  the  diftenfion  of  their  veflels 
by  the  blood,  which,  circulating  with  diffi¬ 
culty  in  the  ramification  of  the  internal  Ca~ 

rotides. 
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rotides,  is  conveyed  by  their  Anaflomofis 
with  the  external  Carotides,  more  abundantly 
into  the  latter.  To  which  add,  that  the 
blood  of  the  common  trunk  of  both  thefe 
arteries  is  difpofed  to  run  where  it  finds 
lead  refidance,  or  into  the  external  Caro¬ 
tides,  independent  of  the  above  Anado- 
mofis.  At  this  time  likewife  there  is  gene¬ 
rally  a  fwelling  of  the  abdomen,  which  is  of 
two  kinds.  The  one  is  an  inflammatory  ten- 
fion  of  the  abdominal  vifeera,  the  other 
a  didenfion  of  the  intedines,  &c.  by  the  in¬ 
cluded  air.  In  the  mod  intenfe  degree  or 
date  of  this  difeafe,  a  train  of  other  fymp- 
toms  alfo  very  frequently  fucceed,  viz.  deaf- 
nefs,  drowfinefs,  coma  vigil,  convulfions, 
tremblings,  fubfultus  tendinum,  an  haemor¬ 
rhage  of  the  note,  parotides,  buboes  in  the 
groin  and  armpits,  carbuncles,  red  or  pur¬ 
ple  lpots,  which  are  fometimes  like  the 
weals  railed  by  the  drokes  of  a  rod  on  the 
fkin,  called  in  latin  vibices. 

Diagnc  flies.  The  exiftence  of  a  Malig¬ 
nant  Fever  cannot  be  well  difeovered  for  the 
two  or  three  fil'd  days,  as  experienced  phy¬ 
sicians  have  been  deceived  during  this  time. 
For  the  fmall  number  of  its  char  after  idic 
figns  which  begin  to  appear  then,  as  mode¬ 
rate  laffitude,  head-ach,  6cc.  are  attributed 
not  only  by  the  patiejit,  but  by  the  phyfician, 
to  fome  preceding  caufes,  as  intemperance, 
violent  exercife,  Szc. 


But 
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But  as  it  advances,  it  gives  fome  clearer 
inftances  of  itfelf,  and  more  room  for  conjec¬ 
ture.  For  about  the  fourth  or  firth  day, 
though  the  Fever  is  not  high,  nor  the  urine 
impregnated, or  otherwife  confiderably chang¬ 
ed,  yet  an  obfeure  delirium,  incongruous 
reafoning,  general  laflitude,  head-achs,  &c. 
which  then  appear,  are  ftrong  proofs  of  it ; 
fo  that  we  may  reafonably  judge  a  Fever  at¬ 
tended  with  fuch  fymptoms  to  be  Malig¬ 
nant. 

About  the  fixth  or  feventh  day,  it  is  too 
well  charadterifed  to  be  miftaken  for  any 
other,  fince  the  above  fymptoms  are  then 
very  manifeft. 

As  all  Malignant  Fevers  are  very  danger¬ 
ous,  infomuch  that  the  very  naming  them 
ftrikes  a  terror  into  mankind,  and  as  they  are 
very  uncertain  in  regard  to  the  event,  they 
will  fcarce  admit  of  a  prognoftic  ;  and  at 
beff  it  may  be  faid,  that  there  are  both 
hopes  and  fears  in  thefe  diforders.  However, 
the  duration  of  the  Fever  is  generally  long, 
if  it  tends  to  recovery ;  if  not,  it  is  generally 
fhort. 

Bad  or  fatal  figns  are,  the  multiplicity 
and  violence  of  the  fymptoms,  as  deafnefs  in 
the  beginning,  bleeding  of  the  nofe,  a  loofe- 
nefs  through  the  whole  courfe  of  the  diftem  - 
per,  a  great  delirium,  difficulty  of  refpira- 
tion,  lethargy,  and  other  violent  affedtions  of 
the  head.  A  ceffation  of  all  thefe  fymptoms 
for  two  or  three  days,  about  the  fifteenth 

day 
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day  of  the  diforder,  with  an  exafpera- 
tion  of  the  fame  in  a  fhort  while  after. 
To  thefe  fupervene  an  unequal  intermit¬ 
tent  pulfe,  convulfive  refpiration,  &c.  For 
thefe  denote  fuppuration,  and  that  the  in¬ 
flammation  has  fcized  the  medullary  fub- 
ftance  of  the  brain,  whereby  the  origin  of 
fome  of  the  nerves  in  that  fubftance,  efpe- 
cially  that  of  the  nerves  of  the  heart,  is  com- 
prdTed,  the  preternatural  ofcillations  of  the 
arteries  of  the  brain  being  violently  conveyed 
to  others  at  the  fame  time.  Hence  proceed 
the  fubfultus  tendinum,  convulfion  of  the 
lower  jaw,  tongue,  hands,  and  other  muf- 
cular  parts  of  the  body.  The  naufea,  car- 
dialgia,  hiccoughs,  vomiting,  &c.  denote 
alfo  the  agitation  of  the  fpirits,  particularly 
in  the  nerves  of  the  ftomach,  efpecially  when 
there  is  no  reafon  to  fulpedt  crudities  therein, 
as  when  the  patient  is  fufliciently  and  feafon- 

Suppreflion  or  rather  retention  of  urine, 
hardl'welling  of  the  abdomen,  parotides,  bu¬ 
boes,  and  other  cutaneous  eruptions,  are  like- 
wile  at  this  ftage  very  dangerous. 

It  is  almofl:  always  reckoned  a  fatal  fign, 
when  die  lick  employ  their  hands,  as  if  they 
were  catching  flies,  or  picking  up  ftraws  or 
bits  of  threads. 

The  patient’s  eyes  fliould  always  be  well 
obferved,  whether  there  beanyunul'ual  change 
in  his  looks,  and  whether  the  hand  trembles, 
foralrnuch  as  thefe  are  very  ill  omens. 
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The  fymptoms,  which  promife  fome  hopes 
of  recovery  here,  are  few  and  mild,  about 
the  fifteenth  or  twentieth  day,  the  patient 
beginning  at  the  fame  time  to  reafon  better, 
and  to  deep  with  more  tranquillity,  &c.  for 
refolutions  may  then  be  expected. 

The  particular  fymptom,  deemed  favour¬ 
able  in  this  cafe,  is  deafnefs  about  the 
fourteenth,  or  fifteenth  day,  or  later ;  but  if 
it  happens  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fever,  it  is 
dangerous,  as  already  obierved.  The  detu- 
mefadtion  of  the  face,  if  it  does  not  happen 
in  confequence  of  fuppuration,  but,  is  accom¬ 
panied  with  a  lenfible  remiffion  of  the  deli¬ 
rium,  is  a  ftrong  proof  that  the  patient  will 
recover.  And  though  buboes  in  the  I  aft  ft  age 
of  the  difeafe  are  dangerous,  yet  if  they  arife 
in  the  groin,  on  or  before  the  eleventh  day, 
they  betoken  well,  and  generally  terminate 
the  Fever.  Sneezing  is  alfo  reckoned  a  fa¬ 
vourable  fign,  for  it  proves  the  fenfibility  of 
the  nerves  of  the  nofe,  &c.  and  that  confe- 
quently  they  are  now  free  from  compreflion 
or  inflammation,  which  rendered  them  in- 
fcnfible  before.  Copious  fweating,  when  it  does 
not  much  fatigue  or  v/eaken  the  patient,  nor 
overheat  him,  is  a  good  omen,  as  are  alfo  a 
ferous  diarrhoea,  and  an  abundant  flux  of  urine, 
as  they  denote  the  removal  of  the  ferofities 
of  the  brain  to  thofe  emundlories. 

Aftruc  is  flrongly  of  opinion,  that  the 
caufe  of  this  F ever  is  an  inflammation  of  the 
cortical  part  at  leaft,  if  not  the  medullary 
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fubftance,  of  the  brain  ;  becaufe  there  is 
from  die  very  beginning  a  conftant  head- 
ach,  with  a  great  fallibility  and  heat  of  the 
head,  juft  as  in  a  phrenzy,  delirium,  &c. 
and  therefore  he  concludes,  from  the  old 
proverb,  ubi  dolor,  ibi  morbus,  that  the  feat 
of  this  dilorder  is  in  the  brain  :  And  this,  he 
fays,  is  plainly  proved  from  the  difledion 
of  perfons,  who  have  died  of  this  Fever. 
For  it  plainly  appears,  upon  difledion  of 
the  brain,  that,  if  the  patient  died  about  the 
tenth  day,  a  fenlible  inflammation,  and  fume- 
times  an  incipient  gangrene  appears ;  but 
if  the  patient  has  died  later,  the  gangrene 
or  fphacelus  is  evident  by  a  great  many 
black  and  mortified  fpots.  Finally,  if  the 
inflammation  has  continued  a  long  time, 
neither  gangrene  nor  fphacelus  is  found, 
but  a  fuppuration  or  abfcefs  of  the  brain  has 
rather  caufed  the  patient’s  death ;  all  which 
manifeftly  evince,  that  an  inflammation  of 
the  brain  is  the  parent  of  this  dileafe. 

If  the  patient  is  fo  happy,  as  to  recover, 
yet  we  mult  not  exped  that  all  the  fore-men¬ 
tioned  fymptoms,  fuch  as  die  delirium,  head- 
ach,  fwelling  of  the  abdomen,  &c.  will  en¬ 
tirely  ceafe  at  firft ;  for  many  times  after  the 
diforder  is  quite  over,  he  will  ftill  remain 
ftupid,  and  make  extravagant  difcoarfes.  I 
have  met  with  fome  who  forgot  even  their 
very  name,  fo  that  they  were  obliged,  fays 
he,  to  learn  once  more  to  read,  write,  &c. 

nay 
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nay,  fome  have  remained  ftupid  all  their  life¬ 
time,  becaufe  the  fibres  of  the  brain  and 
common  fenfory  were  fo  di drafted  and  re¬ 
laxed  by  the  force  of  the  difeafe,  that  they 
demanded  a  proportionable  time  to  repair  their 
natural  tone  and  ela Pocky, 

Not  only  the  relicks  of  the  delirium,  but 
indigeftions,  depraved  tafte,  &c.  remain  after 
this  Fever,  for  the  reafons  before  given;  yet 
we  fee  that  in  all  other  fevers,  after  fea- 
fonable  purging,  &c.  the  patient  is  reftored 
to  his  former  Prate  of  health,  enjoying  a 
good  appetite,  &c.  So  that  of  all  Fevers, 
the  plague  itfelf  not  excepted,  there  is  none 
fhocks  fo  much  the  very  foundation  of  the 
human  machine,  impairs  health,  and  ren¬ 
ders  its  amendment  fo  flow,  as  a  Malig¬ 
nant  Fever,  whofe  remains  are  flill  fo 
deeply  implanted  in  the  body,  that  fome  pa~ 
roxyfms  of  this  diforder  return  every  now  and 
then,  let  it  be  never  fo  methodically  treated, 
nay  even  cured, 

Hoffman  obferves,  that  the  patient  at  ffrft 
complains  of  fo  great  weaknefs  and  lofs  of 
ftrength,  that  he  can  fcarce  walk  or  ftand 
upright,  and  is  apt  to  faint  away.  The  head 
achs,  and  from  the  very  beginning  is  hot,  and 
dull,  a  dejeflion  of  mind  at  the  fame  time  pre¬ 
vailing,  and  a  kind  of  defperation.  There  is  a 
conftant  watchfulnefs ;  if  there  is  any  deep, 
it  is  not  refrefhing,  the  appetite  is  loft;  the 
countenance  is  d ejected ;  the  pulfe  is  languid, 

fmall.

Small,  and  unequal  :  the  lying  in  bed  is  dis¬ 
orderly  and  irregular  ;  there  is  an  oppreffion 
of  the  breaft,  fcmetimes  a  dry  cough,  an 
undulatory  and  tremulous  twitching  of  the 
mufcular  and  tendinous  fibres,  w  ith  a  fub- 
iultus  tendinum.  Many  neither  complain  of 
heat  nor  pain,  nor  anxiety,  and  afiert  that 
they  feel  nothing  bad,  but  weaknefs  and 
want  of  fleep.  The  urine  is  generally  thin 
at  firfl:,  and  like  that  of  found  people.  On 
the  fourth,  fifth,  or  Seventh  day,  the  Spots 
appear  principally  on  the  back  and  loins,  of 
various  colours,  generally  without  relief  : 
wherefore  they  are  rather  iymptomatical  than 
critical. 

As  to  the  prognofticks,  the  Spots  are  So  far 
from  being  Salutary,  as  before  obferved,  that 
the  more  plentiful  they  are,  the  greater  is 
the  degree  of  corruption  ;  when  they  are 
livid,  lead-coloured,  and  of  a  greenifh  black 
they  Shew  a  fphacelous  corruption.  Thofe 
wrho  efcape  are  not  freed  by  a  cutaneous  ex¬ 
cretion,  but  by  large  Sweats,  breathing  a 
Stinking  acor,  or  by  critical  fluxes  of  the 
belly ;  but  it  happens  by  the  benefit  of  na¬ 
ture,  when  the  corruption  of  the  fluids  is 
not  great,  as  wrell  as  the  temperate  nature  of 
the  alexipharmicks.  Many  are  apt  to  fall 
into  a  Sphacelous  corruption  of  the  Stomach, 
inteftines,  and  other  viScera,  or  into  a  phren- 
fv,  or  more  frequently  into  an  anginous  in¬ 
flammation  of  the  fauces  and  cefophagus,  as 
appears  from  die  intolerable  Smell  which 
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happens  after  death.  This  unhappy  event 
is  prefaged,  if  there  is  no  third:,  or  one 
that  is  unquenchable  ;  if  the  tongue  is  dry, 
chopt,  black,  the  fauces  inflamed  and  befet 
'  with  fordes,  with  difficult  fwallowing  $  if 
after  the  eruption  of  the  fpots  a  difficult 
breathing  and  draitnefs  of  the  bread:  re¬ 
main  and  gain  ground,  or  if  a  delirium 
increafes  after  fweatina,  and  a  flux  of  the 
belly,  the  urine  being  at  the  fame  time 
turbid,  and  depoflting  no  fediment;  ladly, 
if  the  eyes  are  dim,  the  patient  catching 
at  draws ;  if  there  Is  a  fubfultus  tendinuirq 
if  the  excrements  come  away  infenflbly,  if 
there  is  a  cold  fweat  with  convulfions. 

Dodtor  Pringle  in  his  admirable  obferva- 
tions  on  the  nature  and  cure  of  hofpital  and 
jail  fevers,  all  which  are  of  the  malignant 
kind,  fays,  pag.  24.  That  all  the  prognof- 
ticks  taken  fingly  are  uncertain  ;  only  it  may 
be  obferved,  as  in  many  other  Fevers*  that 
the  following  are  good  figns :  T o  have  nd 
delirium,  to  have  the  pulfe  neither  very  low 
nor  quick,  or,  if  funk,  to  have  it  rife  by 
wine  or  cordials,  with  an  abatement  of  the 
delirium  ;  and  to  have  the  tongue  moid, 
and  of  a  natural  colour.  But  it  feems  pe¬ 
culiar  to  this  Fever,  that  deafhefs  is  rather 
a  good  fign.  The  natural  and  bed  crifis 
is  by  fweat,  when  the  pulfe  rifes,  and  all 
the  fymptoms  abate ;  next  to  that,  an  in-* 
fenfible  perfpiration,  known  by  the  foftnds 
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of  the  fkin,  moifture  of  the  tongue,  and  a 
remiffion  of  the  other  fymptoms.  Bilious 
ftools  with  turbid  urine,  and  a  moift  tongue, 
may  be  confidered  as  figns  of  a  favourable 
crifis.  But  the  contrary  of  all  thefe  figns  are 
bad,  as  alfo  the  fubfultus  tendinum,  inflamed 
eyes,  and  great  anxiety,  It  is  obferved  to  be 
among  the  word:  figns,  when  the  patient 
complains  of  blindnefs,  or  when  he  cannot 
lie  but  on  his  back,  and  pulls  up  his  knees; 
or,  when  infenfible,  he  endeavours  to  un¬ 
cover  his  bread:,  or  makes  frequent  attempts 
to  get  out  of  bed.  If  there  are  ichorous,  ca¬ 
daverous,  and  involuntary  ftools,  it  is  a  fign 
of  certain  death. 

Huxham,  amongft  the  many  other  gene¬ 
ral  diagnoftick  and  prognoftick  figns,  which 
have  been  already  mentioned,  particularly 
takes  notice  of  the  following.  The  naufea 
and  vomiting,  he  fays,  are  much  more  con- 
fiderable,  even  from  the  beginning,  than  in 
the  Slow  Nervous  Fever.  The  countenance 
feems  bloated  and  more  dead-coloured  than 
ullial.  The  temporal  arteries  commonly 
throb  much,  and  a  tinnitus  aurium  is  very 
troublefome  :  a  ftrong  vibration  alfo  of  the 
carotid  arteries  comes  on  frequently,  in  the 
advance  of  the  Fever,  though  the  pulle  at 
the  wrift  may  be  fmall,  nay,  even  flow.  This 
is  a  certain  fign  of  an  impending  delirium, 
and  generally  proceeds  from  fome  confider- 
able  obftrudtions  in  the  brain ;  the  breath 
alfo  is  hot  and  offenfive. 

There 
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There  is  generally  a  fort  of  lumbago  or 
pain  in  the  back  and  loins ;  fometimes  a 
great  heat,  load,  and  pain  affect  the  pit  of 
the  domach,  with  perpetual  vomiting  of  por- 
raceous,  or  black  choler,  and  a  mofl  trou- 
blefome  fingultus :  The  matter  difcharged  is 
frequently  of  a  very  naufeous  fmell. 

The  tongue,  though  only  white  at  the  be¬ 
ginning,  grows  daily  more  dark  and  dry ; 
fometimes  of  a  fhining  livid  colour,  with  a 
kind  of  dark  bubble  at  the  top  ;  fometimes 
exceeding  black  ;  and  fo  continues  for  many 
days  together ;  nor  is  the  tinge  to  be  got  off 
many  times  for  feveral  days,  even  after  a  fa¬ 
vourable  crifis :  at  the  height  of  the  difeafe 
it  generally  becomes  vaftly  dry,  fiiff,  and 
black,  or  of  a  dark  pomegranate  colour.  — - 
Hence  the  fpeech  is  very  inarticulate,  and 
fcarce  intelligible. 

The  third:,  in  the  augment  of  the  Fever,  is 
commonly  very  great,  fometimes  unquench” 
able  ;  and  yet  no  kind  of  drink  pleafes,  but 
all  feem  bitter  and  maukifh.  At  other  times, 
however,  one  is  amazed  to  find  no  third: 
complained  of,  though  the  mouth  and  tongue 
are  exceedingly  foul  and  dry ;  this  is  always 
a  dangerous  fymptom,  and  ends  in  a  phrenzy, 
or  coma.  The  lips,  and  teeth,  efpecially 
near  the  date,  are  furred  up  with  a  very  black 
tenacious  fordes. 

At  the  onfet  of  the  Fever  the  urine  is  often 
crude,  pale,  and  vapid,  but  grows  much 
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higher-coloured  in  the  advance,  and  fre¬ 
quently  refembles  a  ftrong  lixivium,  or  ci¬ 
trine  urine  tinged  with  a  very  fmall  quantity 
of  blood.  It  is  without  the  lead;  fediment, 
or  even  cloud,  and  fo  continues  for  many 
days  together  :  by  degrees  it  grows  darker, 
like  dead,  ftrong,  high-coloured  beer,  and 
fmells  very  rank  and  offenlive. 

The  flools,  elpecially  near  the  ftate,  or 
in  the  decline  of  the  Fever,  are  for  the  moft 
part  intolerably  ftinking,  green,  livid,  or 
black,  frequently  with  fevere  gripes  and 
blood.  When  they  are  more  yellow  or 
brown,  the  lefs  danger  ,  but  the  higheft, 
when  they  run  off  infenfibly  of  whatever 
colour.*  It  is  likewife  a  very  bad  fymptom, 
when  the  belly  continues  hard,  fwoln,  and 
tenfe  after  profufe  ftools ;  for  this  is  gene¬ 
rally  the  confequence  of  an  inflammation, 
or  mortification  of  the  inteftines.  A  gentle 
diarrhoea  is  often  very  beneficial,  and  fome- 
times  feems  the  only  way  nature  takes  to  car¬ 
ry  off  the  morbific  matter. 

When  black,  livid,  dun,  or  greenifh  fpots 
appear,  no  one  doubts  of  the  malignity  ;  the 
more  florid  however  the  fpots  are,  the  lefs  is 
to  be  feared  :  It  is  a  good  fign,  when  the 
black  or  violet  petechiae  become  of  a  bright  - 
ter  colour.  The  large  black  or  livid  fpots  are 
almoft:  always  attended  wich  profufe  haemor¬ 
rhages.  The  fmall  dufky  brown  fpots,  like 
Ireckles,  are  not  much  lefs  dangerous  than 
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the  livid  and  black ;  though  fluxes  of  blood 
do  but  feldom  accompany  them.  Exceffively 
profufe,  cold,  clammy  fweats  are  often  con¬ 
comitant,  by  which  alfo  they  fometimes  va~ 
nifh,  though  without  any  advantage  to  the 
patient.  The  eruption  of  the  petechias  is 
uncertain.  Sometimes  they  appear  the  fourth 
cr  fifth  day,  fometimes  not  till  the  eleventh, 
or  later.  The  vibices,  or  large  livid  or  dark 
greeniih  marks,  feldom  appear  till  very  near 
the  fatal  period.  We  frequently  meet  with  an 
efflorefcence  alfo,  like  the  Mealies,  in  Ma¬ 
lignant  Fevers,  but  of  a  more  dull  and  lurid 
hue,  in  which  the  ikin,  efpecially  on  the 
breaft,  appears  marbled,  or  variegated.  This 
in  general  is  an  ill  fymptom,  and  I  have 
often  feen  it  attended  with  very  fatal  confe- 
quences. 

Sometimes  about  the  eleventh  or  four¬ 
teenth  day,  when  the  fweats  are  profufe, 
the  petechias  difappear,  and  vaft  quantities 
of  final!  white  miliary  puftules  break  out. 
I  have  feldom  feen  this  of  very  confiderable 
advantage  ;  but,  if  an  itching,  finarting,  red 
rafh,  it  commonly  greatly  relieves  the  fick  ; 
and  fo  do  the  large  fretting  watery  blad¬ 
ders,  which  many  times  rife  up  on  the  back, 
breaft,  ihoulders,  &c.  A  fcabby  eruption 
likewife,  about  the  lips  and  nofe,  is  cer¬ 
tainly  one  of  the  falutary  fymptoms,  and 
the  more  hot  and  angry,  it  is  fo  much  the 
better.  Brown  dark-coloured  aphthae  are 
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more  uncertain  and  dangerous,  as  well  as  the 
exeeding  white  and  thick  like  lard.  They 
are  foon  fuccceded  by  great  difficulty  of  Swal- 
lowing,  pain,  and  ulceration  of  the  fauces, 
oefophagus,  &c.  and  with  an  inceffant  Sin- 
gultus  :  the  whole  primae  vice  become  at 
laft  affeded,  a  fatal  dyfentery  comes  on, 
followed  by  a  fphacelation  of  the  inteftines  ; 
as  is  evident  from  the  black,  fanious,  bloody 
ftools,  horribly  foetid,  and  extreamly  infec¬ 
tious. 

As  every  Petechial  Fever  is  undoubtedly 
of  the  malignant  kind,  though  every  Ma¬ 
lignant  Fever  be  not  accompanied  with  pe¬ 
techial  ipots  or  eruptions,  and  fince  they 
have,  in  this  chapter,  been  often  mentioned 
as  attendants  of  this  difeafe,  I  fhall,  before 
I  enter  upon  the  curative  intentions,  beg 
leave  topremiie  a  juft,  though  fhort,  descrip¬ 
tion  of  it. 

The  Petechial,  Purple,  or  Spotted  Fever, 
from  the  Italian  word,  Petecchie,  Signifying 
the  little  red,  purple,  or  'black  Spots,  like 
flea-bites,  that  Sometimes  appear  in  Ma¬ 
lignant  Fevers,  and  which  in  Latin  is  called 
Febris  Petechialis,  Pulicaris,  and  Lenticu- 
laris,  therefore  is  of  two  Sorts,  the  one  called 
true  or  proper,  the  other  Spurious  or  impro¬ 
per.  In  the  genuine  Purple,  Spotted,  or 
Petechial  Fever,  are  many  Small  Spots,  like 
.  flea-bites,  only  the  Small  pundure  in  the 
middle  is  here  wanting,  very  diflind  and 
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circumfcribed,  circular,  and  without  anyfen- 
lible  elevation,  or  inequality,  void  of  itching, 
of  a  red,  brown,  violet,  purple,  livid,  and 
fometimes  of  a  black  colour.  They  are 
rarely  on  the  face,  but  are  thick  on  the 
trunk  of  the  body,  particularly  on  the  bread: 
and  hotted  parts,  though  lefs  numerous  on 
the  extremities. 

The  fpurious  Purple  Fever  is  attended  with 
angular  or  uneven  foots  of  great  extent, 
fometimes  of  the  bignefs  of  a  fix-pence,  jud 
as  if  the  patient  had  fcratched  himfelf.  They 
are  more  numerous  on  the  parts  where  the 
heat  is  mod  fenlrble,  as  the  bread,  &c.  but 
particularly  on  the  parts  which  are  mod 
compreffed,  as  the  fhoulders,  loins,  &c.  They 
rarely  burd,  or  difcharge  any  humidity,  but 
are  commonly  refolved.  Adruc  imagines 
that  the  feat  of  the  genuine  Spotted  Fever 
is  probably  in  the  cells  of  the  corpus  mu- 
cofum  of  the  fkin,  otherwife  they  would  be 
more  irregular ;  for  they  cannot  be  feated 
in  the  cuticula,  becaufe  it  has  no  fangui- 
ferous  veffels :  as  to  the  fpots  or  marks  in  the 
fpurious  Purple  Fever,  he  fuppofes  them  to 
be  the  product  of  blood  dagnating  in  the  ca¬ 
pillary  veffels  of  the  fkin,  through  their  re¬ 
laxation,  and,  perhaps,  fome  particular 
Ipiffitude  of  the  blood. 

From  the  foregoing  accounts,  it  plainly 
appears,  that  the  cure  of  thefe  Fevers  in 
general  confids  in  *  fbpporting  the  vital

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power  of  the  whole  vafcular  frame,  in  dif- 
folving  the  grumous  parts  of  the  fluids,  in 
correcting  and  altering  the  animal  falts  and 
oils  from  their  acrid  alkaline  property  back 
again  into  a  neutral  ftate,  and  in  reftoring  to 
the  whole  volume  of  blood  and  lymph  their 
natural  and  healthy  crafis. 

Though  molt  authors,  as  well  ancient  as 
modern,  generally  agree,  that  Malignant 
Fevers  by  no  means  admit  of  bleeding,  yet 
the  ingenious  and  fuccefsful  practitioners,  Sy¬ 
denham  and  Aftruc,  indifcriminately  order 
it  in  all  cafes ;  and  Huxham  and  Pringle 
allow  it  may  be  performed,  with  advantage, 
under  certain  circumftances,  efpecially  in  the 
beginning.  Nay  Huxham  aflerts,  that  where 
there  is  a  redundance  of  blood,  particularly 
in  ftrong  and  plethoric  habits,  it  is  abfolutely 
neceffary,  and  Ihould  be  done  as  early  as 
pofiible.  For,  as  he  obferves  in  another 
place,  if  the  pulle  is  rapid,  full,  and  tenfe,  * 
the  breathing  hot,  fhort,  and  laborious,  the 
heat  very  fharp,  and  the  urine  high-coloured, 
the  thirft  great,  the  tongue  dry  and  foul, 
the  pain  of  the  head,  back,  loins,  limbs, 
exceedingly  acute  ;  under  fuch  fymptoms, 
he  declares,  he  would  bleed  in  a  peflilence, 
or  indeed  any  other  diforder  whatfoever,  or 
elfe  the  utmofl:  danger  will  arife  from  the 
inflammatory  diathelisof  the  blood,  abftraCted 
from  the  contagion. 
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Bleeding  therefore  being  omitted  or  per¬ 
formed,  according  as  the  indications  require* 
gentle  vomits,  in  the  very  beginning  of  the 
difeafe  before  any  cutaneous  eruption  ap¬ 
pears,  are  above  all  things  exceedingly  pro™ 
per  and  ufeful,  in  leffening  the  force  and 
violence  of  the  Fever,  and  deftroying  it  as 
it  were  in  the  bud,  by  difcharging  the  pu¬ 
trid,  bilious,  acrid,  and  corrofive  matter  from 
the  firft  paffages,  and  attenuating  the  lentor  : 
fome  of  the  following  forms  may  be  conve¬ 
niently  made  ufe  of.

The  operation  may  be  encouraged  by  a 
few  fmall  draughts  of  light  chamomile  tea, 
thin  gruel,  or  the  like,  drank  warm  ;  and 
in  cafe  it  fliould  not  be  attended  with  a  mo¬ 
tion  downwards,  a  ftool  or  two  may  be 
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promoted  with  a  little  manna,  cream  of  tartar, 
or  the  like. 

All  volatile  alkalious  falts  and  lpirits  fhould 
be  carefully  avoided  as  pernicious  medicines, 
becaufe  their  known  property  is  to  diffolve 
and  colliquate  the  blood-globules,  and  to  ren¬ 
der  the  animal  juices  more  acrid  and  alkaline; 
whereby  they  will  greatly  augment  the  putref- 
cent  ftate  of  the  blood  and  humours,  which 
are  already  too  much  broken  down  and  di¬ 
vided.  For  the  fame  reafon,  blifters  (with¬ 
out  great  neceffity)  fhould  not  be  haftily 
applied,  efpecially  in  the  beginning,  when 
the  Fever  runs  high,  and  doth  not  demand 
a  further  ftimulant  ;  becaufe  it  is  well 
known,  that  the  falts  of  the  Cantharides  do 
not  adt  merely  on  the  fkin,  but  affedt  the 
whole  nervous  and  mufcular  fyftem  ;  and 
operate  much  in  the  fame  manner  as  the 
volatile  alkaline  falts,  and  confequently  pro¬ 
mote  the  diffolution  and  putrefadlion  of  the 
blood.  *  Indeed  towards  the  decline  of 
thele  Fevers,  when  the  folids  grow  torpid, 
the  circulation  languid,  the  fpirits  effete,  and 
the  fick  comatole ;  here  nature  wants  a 
fpur,  and  therefore  at  whatever  time  of  the 
Fever  fuch  a  train  of  fymptoms  comes  on, 
then  the  application  of  blifters  is  without 
doubt  abfolutely  neceffary.  And  here  it  is 
to  be  obferved,  that  where  fever al  blifters

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are  laid  on  in  any  acute  cafe,  the  patient 
fhould  drink  freely  of  whey,  emulfion,  or 
fome  ,  other  fubacid  and  demulcent  liquor; 
otherwife  he  may  fuffer  almoft  as  much  from 
the  remedy  as  from  the  difeafe. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  difeafe  therefore, 
after  vomiting,  inftead  of  volatile  alkalious 
medicines,  the  following  may  be  prefcribed ; 
efpecially  if  the  pulfe  is  quick,  the  heat  great, 
with  a  dry  tongue  and  throat.

During  the  ufe  of  thefe  medicaments,  it 
will  be  neceffary  the  patient  fliould  drink 
freely  of  cooling,  acidulated,  diluting  drinks, 
fach  as  orangeade,  lemonade,  fack-whey, 
with  the  juice  of  lemons  or  oranges,  vinegar- 
whey,  &c.  and  even  the  vitriolic  acids  gi¬ 
ven  in  barley-water,  or  any  other  convenient 

vehicle 
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vehicle,  will  produce  good  effects,  by  neu¬ 
tralizing  the  alkaline  animal  falts. 

In  the  Progrefs  and  towards  the  State  of 
the  difeafc,  temperate,  cordial,  diaphoretic 
medicines  are  advifable.

Camphire  is  a  medicine  excellently  well 
adapted  to  Putrid,  Malignant,  and  even 
Peftilential  Fevers,  efpecially  when  mixed 
with  vinegar,  and  when  fo  intimately  mixed 
with  hot  vinegar,  after  the  manner  of  Julep, 
e  camphora,  it  is  much  more  agreeable  to, 
and  fits  abundantly  eafier  upon  the  fto- 
mach.  I  lhall  here  put  down  the  method 
of  making  this  camphorated  vinegar.

Huxham  fays,  that  commonly  about  the 
State  of  thefe  Fevers,  or  between  the  fe~ 
venth  and  fourteenth  day,  nature  of  her 
own  accord  endeavours  to  relieve  herfelf 
from  the  putrid  colluvies  by  vomit,  or  loofe 
ftools  more  frequently ;  and  her  regular  o- 
perations  fhould  always  be  favoured  by  art : 
and  accordingly  he  generally  gives  a  gentle 
laxative  the  eighth  or  ninth  day,  unlefs  he 
finds  fome  eruption  appearing,  or  a  kindly 
fweat  forbid  it.  Till  this  time  he  feldom 
ufes  any  kind  of  purgative  except  a  little 
manna,  cream  of  tartar,  or  the  like,  at  the 
very  beginning  (efpecially  when  he  has  rea- 
fon  to  think  the  difeafe  arifes  more  from 
contagion  than  a  putrid  faburra)  ordering 
’however  an  emollient  laxative  clyfter  every 
fecond  or  third  day,  as  there  may  be  oc~ 
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cation,  to  prevent  coflivenefs,  left  an  accu-* 
mulation  of  feces  in  this  putrid  difeafe  prove 
a  new  fomes  of  corruption.  The  laxative 
he  repeats  from  time  to  time  as  fymptoms 
indicate,  and  during  the  operation  he  care¬ 
fully  liipports  his  patient  with  proper  cor¬ 
dial  diet,  drink,  and  medicine :  but  as  for 
draitic  purges,  they  are  molt  religioufly  to  be 
avoided. 

In  the  intermediate  fpaces  between  the 
bolufes  or  draughts,  two,  three  or  four  large 
fpoonfuls  o!  the  following  alexipharmac 
apozem  may  be  taken  ;  by  means  of  which, 
and  the  other  remedies,  not  only  the  ftrength 
will  be  fupported,  but  a  diaphorelis  like  wife 
will  be  kept  up  and  promoted.

If  a  diarrhoea  lhould  happen,  great  judg¬ 
ment  and  prudence  are  necellary,  in  order 
to  diftinguilh  whether  it  be  critical  and  l'a- 
lutary,  or  fymptomatic  and  pernicious ;  be- 
caufe  it  is  well  known  of  what  dangerous 
confequence  it  is  to  ftop  a  critical  diarrhoea 
prematurely:  and,  indeed,  it  lhould  never 
be  done  without  prcmiiing  a  lmall  dole  or 
two  of  rhubarb.  And  though  a  diarrhoea 
is  otten  critical  and  falutarv  at  the  State,  or 
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Decline  of  thefe  Fevers,  yet  it  is  generally 
prejudicial  at  the  very  Beginning ;  efpeciallv 
if  very  thin,  ferous,  and  profufe.  Nothing- 
more  certainly  fhews  a  diarrhoea  to  be  ufe- 
ful,  than  when  a  gentle  breathing-fweat,  or 
warm  moifture  of  the  fkin,  accompanies  it. 
But  where  aftringents  are  neceffary,  after  a 
dofe  or  two  of  rhubarb  as  abovementioned, 
recourfe  muft  be  had  to  proper  ones  of  the- 
riaca  andromachi,  conf.  damocratis,  eledh  e 
fcordio,  tincture  of  rofes,  red  wine  mulled 
up  with  cinnamon,  &c.  or  the  aftringent 
mixture  and  draught  prefcribed  in  the  chap¬ 
ter  of  an  Acute  Continual  Fever,  page  18. 
but  if  the  cafe  be  very  urgent,  aftringent 
clyfters  of  theriaca  andromachi,  elect,  e  fcor¬ 
dio  with  decoct,  alb.  and  red  wine,  &c. 
fuch  as  are  ordered  in  the  chapter  of  a 
Hedtic  Fever,  pages  73,  74.  are  exceedingly 
neceffary. 

Though  nature  very  frequently  difcharges 
the  morbific  matter,  in  thefe  Fevers,  by  vo¬ 
mit  and  ftool,  yet  her  more  conftant  and 
grand  effort  is  through  the  pores  of  the 
fkin.  And  Huxham  folemnly  afferts,  that 
he  never  faw  one  of  thefe  Fevers  com- 
pleatly  judged,  or  carried  off,  till  more  or 
lefs  of  a  fweat  iffued.  If  it  proves  moderate, 
warm,  and  equally  diffufed  over  the  whole 
body,  fuch  as  we  call  a  breathing-fweat  5  if 
it  comes  on  about  the  State  of  the  difeafe, 
and  the  pulfe  grows  more  open,  foft,  and 
calm  a  little  before,  and  during  its  continu¬ 
ance. 
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ance,  it  is  always  falutary  :  but  if  very  pro- 
fufe,  cold,  clammy,  or  partial,  about  the 
head  or  bread:  only,  we  have  much  more 
reafon  to  fear  than  to  hope  from  it.  If  pro- 
fufe  iweats  break  forth  at  the  Beginning,  it 
has  been  already  noticed,  that  they  are  ge¬ 
nerally  pernicious,  efpecially  if  a  rigor  fuper- 
venes. 

As  acids  and  fubaftringents  are  given  to 
preferve  the  crafis  of  the  blood,  and  the 
tone  of  the  velfels,  and  to  prevent  the  fur¬ 
ther  putrefcence  of  the  humours,  the  follow¬ 
ing  preparations  of  the  bark  may  be  ufed 
with  fuccefs,  efpecially  in  the  Decline  of 
thefe  Fevers.  But  if  the  patient  is  coftive, 
or  has  a  tenfe  and  tumid  abdomen,  Huxham 
always  premil'es  a  dole  of  rhubarb,  manna,  or 
the  like.

Of  this  he  gives  from  one  drachm  to  half 
an  ounce  every  fourth,  fixth,  or  eighth  hour, 
with  ten,  fifteen,  or  twenty  drops  of  elixir 
vitrioli  out  of  any  appropriate  draught,  or 
diluted  wine.  The  above  compofitions  tend 
to  flrengthen  the  folids,  to  prevent  the  fur¬ 
ther  diffolution  and  corruption  of  the  blood, 
and  in  the  event  to  reftore  its  crabs  :  and 
this  they  do  without  {hutting  up  the  pores  of 
the  {kin  too  much,  which  the  bark  in  fub- 
fiance  too  frequently  doth.  For  it  fhould 
be  noted,  fays  he,  that  though  very  pro- 
fufe  fweats  in  thefe  (and  all  other  Fevers J 
are  prejudicial  ;  yet  gentle,  eafy,  moderate 
fweats  are  always  to  be  encouraged,  par¬ 
ticularly  at  the  State,  and  in  the  Decline, 
by  proper  plentiful  diluents,  liquid  aliment, 
&c.  Indeed,  as  thefe  Fevers  very  often  run 
out  to  a  great  length  of  time,  fupporting 
drinks  and  diet  are  neceflary,  without  which 
the  patients  certainly  fmk  under  them.  In 
this  view  and  in  thofe  abovementioned,  he 
cannot  but  recommend  a  generous  red  wine, 

I  as 
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as  a  mod  noble  natural  fubaftringent  cor¬ 
dial,  and  perhaps  art  can  fcarce  fupply  a 
better.  Of  this  I  am  confident,  continues 
he,  that  fometimes  at  the  State,  and  more 
frequently  in  the  Decline  of  Putrid  Malignant 
Fevers,  it  is  of  the  higheft  fervice  ;  efpeci- 
ally  when  acidulated  with  the  juice  of  fe- 
ville  orange,  or  lemon.  It  may  be  alfo  im¬ 
pregnated  with  fome  aromatics,  as  cinna¬ 
mon,  feville  orange  rind,  red  rofes,  or  the 
like,  as  may  be  indicated  ;  and  a  few  drops 
of  elixir  vitrioli  may  be  added.  Rhenifh  and 
French  white  wines,  diluted,  make  a  mod 
falutary  drink  in  feveral  kinds  of  Fevers,  and 
generous  cyder  is  little  inferior  to  either.. 

CHAP.  VIII. 

Of  the  Small-Pox. 

% 

AS  the  Small-pox;  Mealies,  Scarlet,  and 
Eryfipelatofe  Fevers  are  all  one  genus 
of  inflammatory  exanthematous  Fevers,  I  ihall 
treat  of  each  of  them,  in  the  order  now  men¬ 
tioned. 

This  difiemper  is  fo  epidemical,  that  there 
are  very  few,  but  who  undergo  it  at  one  time 
or  other.  It  is  likewiie  fo  contagious,  that 
there  is  no  difeafe,  ever  fince  its  firll:  appear¬ 
ance  in  the  world,  more  difficult  to  guard 
againld,  than  the  Small-pox.  > 

The 
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> 

The  events  of  this  difeafe  are  various  and 
doubtful,  according  to  the  different  degrees 
of  the  contagious  miafmata,  and  the  greater 
or  lefs  difpofition  of  the  fluids  of  the  perfon 
infedted  to  be  inflamed  and  putrefied. 

As  to  the  fever al  kinds,  or  different  forts 
of  Small-pox*  phyficians  have  varied  accord¬ 
ing  to  their  different  fancies  ;  fome  dividing 
them  into-  two  forts  only,  fonte  into  four, 
others  into  feven  ;  feme  making  more,  others 
fewer  divifions,  as  they  have  obferved  them 
to  appear  in  different  ftages  at  various  times; 
Sydenham  and  Boerhaave  make  but  two  forts, 
viz.  the  diftindt  and  confluent,  with  the  re-* 
gular  and  anomalous  of  each  fort:  whilft 
others  think  the  difeafe  may  more  properly 
be  divided  into  Ample  and  malignant :  the 
malignity  appearing  in  different  forms  has 
given  various  appellations  or  names  to  the 
Small-pox ;  as  the  cryftalline  or  lymphatic, 
filiquofe  or  poddy,  verrucofe  or  warty,  and 
the  bleeding  or  bloody  attended  with  purple 
.{pots,  &c. 

Dodtor  Mead  calls  thofe  puftules  cryftal¬ 
line,  which,  inftead  of  thick  and  concodted 
pus,  contain  nothing  but  a  thin,  pallid,  and 
as  it  Were  tranfparent  liquid.  Which  fort  we 
occafionally  meet  with  not  only  in  the  con-* 
fluent,  but  even  in  the  diftlndt  kind. 

Thofe  are  called  the  verrucofe  or  warty 
Small-pox,  where  no  moifture  is  derived  to 
the  puftules ;  which,  on  the  contrary,  con-^ 
tradf  an  hardnefs,  and,  very  much  refem- 
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bling  warts,  fproutup  and  are  prominent  above 
the  fkin.  Thefe  are  peculiar  to  the  diftindt 
fpecies. 

Nature  is  not  uniform  in  protruding  the 
bloody  puftules.  For  I  have  been,  fays  he, 
an  eye-witnefs  of  their  reprefenting  in  the 
very  firft  ftage  of  the  difeafe  fmall  tubercles, 
all  turgid  with  gore  blood ;  not  unlike  in 
colour  to  what  fhews  itfelf  on  the  fkin,  con- 
fequently  to  its  being  pinched  by  any  kind 
of  forceps.  Now,  thefe  are  in  a  little  time 
fucceeded  by  purple  and  livid  fpots,  here  and 
there  interfperfed,  that  anfwer  exadtly  the 
defcriptions  we  meet  with  in  phyiical  treatifes 
on  the  plague.  Though  it  is  a  more  com¬ 
mon  accident  for  puftules,  that  come  out  in 
clufters,  on  the  third  and  fourth  day  from 
their  eruption,  when  they  ought  to  ripen,  to 
turn  out  livid  and  of  a  bloodilh  completion, 
with  a  number  of  black  fpots  all  over  the 
body  ;  which  in  a  day  or  two  prognofticate 
approaching  death.  For  thefe  are  real  and 
genuine  mortifications.  It  moft  frequently 
happens  at  this  period  of  the  diftemper,  that 
thin  blood  is  difeharged  not  only  from  the 
mouth,  noftrils,  and  eyes,  but  flows  through 
every  out-let  of  the  body,  particularly  the 
urinary  paflages,  where  fometimes  it  makes 
its  exit  the  very  firft  days  of  the  illncfs.  It 
is  ocularly  demonftrative,  that  thefe  are  of 
the  confluent  kind. 


The 
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The  late  eminent  Dr.  Friend  *  has  made 
an  addition  of  which  he  calls  the  filiquofe,- 
or  poddy  kind,  where  the  puftules,  deft;- 
tute  of  all  manner  of  moifture,  exhibit  an 
appearance  of  certain  round,  foft,  and  hol¬ 
low  bladders.  Nov/  thefe  I  look  upon  as  a 
fpecies  of  the  cryftalline,  as  they  differ  no 
otherwife  from  thofe,  than  that  the  pro¬ 
truded  humidity  partly  tranfpires  immediate¬ 
ly  through  the  cutaneous  pores,  and  is  partly 
ablorbed  by  the  lymphatic  veffels. 

All  the  forts  of  Small-pox  are  effentially 
of  the  fame  nature,  and  proceed  from  the 
fame  caufe  ;  and  all  their  different  kinds,  ap¬ 
pearances,  fymptoms,  times  of  duration,  and 
degrees  of  danger,  proceed  from  the  various 
degrees  of  virulency  of  the  miafmata,  the 
then  different  epidemical  conftitution,  and 
feafon  of  the  year,  and  the  various  difpoli- 
tion  of  the  conftitutions  of  the  perfons  in- 
fedted  ;  to  which  may  be  added,  the  proper 
or  improper  regimen,  and  methods  the  fick 
are  treated  with  in  the  firft  ftage  of  the  difeafe. 
For  from  the  variety  of  thefe,  all  the  various 
fymptoms  and  confequences  of  this  difeafe 
may  be  clearly  accounted  for.  Wherefore  I 
{hall  here  confider  and  treat  of  it  as  one  dif¬ 
eafe,  divided  into  the  diftindt,  coherent,  and 
confluent.

I  3  The 
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The  diftined  Small-pox,  from  the  begin¬ 
ning  to  its  end,  condfts  of  four  different 
ftates  or  periods,  viz.  the  febrile  date,  the 
eruptive  date,  the  date  of  fuppuration,  and 
the  date  of  declination,  or  fcabbing. 

The  febrile  date  commonly  begins  with 
a  wearinefs,  and  an  indolent  faintnefs,  with¬ 
out  being  able  to  difeover  any  apparent 
caufe  to  which  this  alteration  may  be  at¬ 
tributed.  Soon  after  the  patient  is  feized 
with  a  fhivering  coldnefs,  which  is  lucceed- 
ed  by  an  intenfe  heat  or  acute  Fever,  at¬ 
tended  with  ficknefs,  naufeating,  and  vo¬ 
miting,  a  violent  pain  in  the  head,  back, 
and  particularly  in  the  loins,  (which  three 
are  the  chara&eridjc  figns  of  the  Small¬ 
pox)  and  at  the  pit  of  the  domach,  fleepi- 
nefs,  delirium,  epileptic  fits  efpecially  in  young 
children,  and  in  adult  perfons  a  propensity 
to  fwe at,  which  for  the  mod  part  prefage 
the  Small-pox  to  be  jud  breaking  forth,  and 
that  they  will  be  of  a  favourable  kind. 

This  febrile  date  commences  with  the 
fil'd  perceivable  ficknefs,  and  continues  till 
the  eruption  begins  to  appear;  and  as  that 
comes  on,  fo  the  Fever  and  the  red  of  the 
above-mentioned  fymptoms  either  very  much 
abate,  or  totally  vanifh,  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  the  pudules,  and  degree  of  great- 
nefs  of  the  dileafe. 

The  eruptive  date  commences,  when  the 
pudules  begin  to  appear  in  the  Skin,  which 
m  this  didin kind  happens  mod  commonly 

on 
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on  the  fourth  day  of  the  diftemper,  but 

often  on  the  third,  and  fometimes  on  the 

fifth,  though  fometimes  fooner,  and  that  by 

how  much  fooner  they  appear,  the  more 

numerous  they  are  like  to  be,  and  of  fo 

*  * 

much  worfe  kind  they  moft  commonly 
are. 

This  ftate  continues  till  the  number  of 
puftules,  which  the  force  of  the  circulating 
blood  can  produce,  be  perfected,  which 
ufually  is  finifhed  within  the  fpace  of  three 
natural  days;  fo  that  at  what  time  of  the 
third,  fourth,  or  fifth  day,  the  eruption  evi¬ 
dently  begins,  about  the  fame  time  of  the 
fixth,  feventh,  or  eighth  day  the  eruption  is 
compleated  ;  that  is,  all  the  puftules  are  then 
formed  on  the  outmoft  fuperficies  of  the  bo¬ 
dy,  which  being  done,  this  ftate  has  its  pe¬ 
riod.  The  fpots  or  pimples,  at  their  firft 
coming  out,  are  about  the  bigneft  of  little 
pin-heads,  and  commonly  appear  here  and 
there  firft  in  the  head  and  face,  then  in 
the  neck  and  breaft,  hands  and  arms,  and 
after  that  all  over  the  body  ;  and  though  at 
their  firft  appearance  they  are  exceeding 
fmall,  yet,  rifing  gradually  up  into  puftules, 
they  are  enlarged,  and  become  more  and 
more  inflamed,  with  a  tenfive  heat  and  prick¬ 
ing  pain,  till  they  form  themfelves  into  fo 
many  little  tumors  or  phlegmons.  Some¬ 
times  the  jaws,  eye-brows,  knees,  and  foies' 
of  the  feet  are  likewife  inflamed  with  a  vio¬ 
lent  pain,  which  increafes  with  the  puftules, 
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and  fometimes,  when  the  puftules  are  very 
numerous,  towards  the  latter  end  of  this 
ftate  a  troublefome  forenefs  in  the  throat  and 
a  plentiful  fpitting  will  happen.  And  here 
it  is  obfcrvable,  that  the  puftules  fuppurate 
in  the  fame  order  in  which  they  came 
forth;  fo  that  they,  which  came  out  firft, 
do  firft  come  to  maturity.  The  perfpira- 
tion  and  circulation  of  the  blood  through 
thofe  places,  where  the  puftules  are  formed, 
being  now  entirely  obftruefted,  very  much 
increafe  the  Fever  and  inflammation,  and 
caufe  a  fwelling  all  over  the  body. 

The  blood,  taken  from  the  fick  in  the 
firft  ftate,  is  of  a  fine  florid  crimlon  colour; 
and,  in  this  fecond  ftate,  is  much  inflamed 
and  fized  in  proportion  to  the  violence  of  the 
difeafe,  as  in  pleuritic  and  other  inflamma¬ 
tory  Fevers. 

From  this  inflamed  ftate  of  the  blood,  and 
its  increafed  velocity  through  thofe  veficls 
which  are  not  obftrudted,  is  caufed  that  high 
florid  red  colour  in  thofe  fpaces  between  the 
puftules,  attended  with  a  heat  and  pain,  and 
that  fwelling,  firft  in  the  face,  then  in  the 
hands,  and  the  reft  of  the  body.  For  the 
fame  reafon  alfo  the  eye-lids  (efpecially  if 
the  puftules  are  many  about  them)  are  fo 
diftended  and  lwelled,  that  the  patient  is  de¬ 
prived  of  fight. 

The  ftate  of  llippuration  begins,  when  the 
eruptive  ends,  (which  is  fometimes  fooner 
and  fometimes  later)  and  has  its  period, 

when 
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when  the  puftules  in  the  face,  being  full  of 
mature  and  laudable  pus  or  well  fuppurated 
matter,  begin  to  turn  a  little  rough  and 
yellowifh,  and  then  brown,  or  fometimes 
blackifh,  and  at  laft  dry  into  fcabs;  which  (a<  - 
cording  to  Dr.  Lobb)  happens  fometimes  on 
the  tenth  day,  where  the  puftules  are  very 
few  j  but  moft  frequently  on  the  eleventh, 
and  fometimes  on  the  twelfth,  when  the 
puftules  are  very  numerous.  But  this  is  to 
be  obferved,  that  he  reckons  from  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  patient's  illnefs.  Dr.  Fuller 
fays,  the  puftules  in  a  diftincft  fort  generally 
arrive  to  their  juft  height  the  eighth  day, 
and  then  begin  to  dry  up  into  fcabs  and  fall 
.off ;  which,  as  he  reckons  from  the  firft 
appearance  of  the  eruption,  pretty  nearly 
agrees  with  Dr.  Lobb’s  account.  He  ob- 
ferves  like  wife,  that  they  are  large  on  the 
hands  and  feet,  but  are  lefs  and  lefs  the  nearer 
they  approach  the  trunk ;  that  they  are  of 
the  bignefs  of  a  pea  in  the  hands,  but  not 
fo  large  in  the  other  parts,  and  that  the 
puftules  on  the  hands  being  more  pertina¬ 
cious  than  thofe  on  the  other  parts,  continu¬ 
ing  frefh  and  white,  hold  out  a  day  or  two 
longer,  and  then  go  off  by  difruption  ;  but 
thofe  of  the  face  and  other  parts,  by  dif- 
quamation.  On  the  ninth  day  the  head  con¬ 
tinues  fwelling,  or  fwelled,  till  about  the 
eleventh  day,  and  the  fpaces  between  the 
puftules  of  the  face  become  red  and  florid. 
On  the  tenth  or  eleventh  day,  the  hands  and 
^  fingers 
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fingers  fwell,  and  continue  fo  to  do,  even  af¬ 
ter  the  fwelling  of  the  head  abates. 

All  this  while,  where  the  puftules  are  very 
numerous,  a  copious  fpitting  of  thin  watery 
lymph  continues.  The  patient  feldom  goes 
to  ftool  through  the  fecond  or  third  period 
of  th  is  diftemper.  His  pulfe  is  ftrong,  equal, 
and  fomewhat  quicker  than  natural.  His 
urine  is  plentiful,  and  of  a  canary  colour, 
with  a  cloud,  or  a  light  white  fediment.  His 
breathing  is  free  and  eafy.  His  appetite  is  good, 
and  his  fleep  moderate  and  refrefhing. 

The  laft  ftate  of  the  Small-pox  is  that  of 
their  declination,  which  I  reckon  to  begin, 
when  the  puftules  of  the  face,  being  com- 
pleatly  fuppurated,  ftrft  begin  to  be  incruf- 
tated  and  to  be  covered  with  a  yellow  fcurf. 
Then  after  a  day  or  two  the  purulent  mat¬ 
ter  hardens,  and  is  changed  all  over  into  dry 
Icabs,  which  gradually  fcale  off  and  fall 
away;  which  moft  commonly  happens  on 
the  eleventh  day,  though  fometimes  a  day 
fooner,  and  in  fome  perfons  a  day  later. 

This  ftate  continues  till  the  fourteenth, 
fifteenth,  ftxteenth,  or  feventeenth  day  after 
the  invafion  of  the  diftemper,  that  is,  till 
the  fcabs  are  fallen  off,  and  the  patient  be¬ 
comes  free  from  this  difeafe.  In  the  benign 
fort,  of  which  we  have  been  hitherto  fpeak- 
ing,  it  is  rare  that  any  one  dies,  except  it 
be  in  this  laft  ftage  of  the  diftemper.  And 
here  it  cannot  be  amifs  to  give  a  fbort  de- 
fcription  of  the  benign,  diftindt,  Small-pox. 

The 
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The  puftules  therefore  of  this  fort  arc  of  an 
exadt  round  figure,  ftanding  at  a  diftance 
from  one  another,  and  furrounded  with  fine 
red  margins ;  and  in  the  interfaces  there  are 
no  red  or  purple  fpots,  miliary  eruptions,  or 
other  marks,  of  appearances ;  and  on  the 
firft  day  of  the  maturation,  the  puftules 
fhould  look  whitifh  on  the  top,  and  fwelling, 
and  on  the  next  day  they  fhould  enlarge  their 
bafis,  and  rife  up  in  a  conical  figure,  with¬ 
out  being  tranfparent ,  and  when  on  the  third 
day  their  contents  are  changed  into  pus,  or 
well  concodted  matter,  thefe  appearances  give 
good  ground  to  expedt  a  happy  event  on  the 
twelfth  day  at  the  fartheft.  I  fhall  here 
beg  leave  to  remark  a  few  things  from  Dr* 
Lobb,  viz.  That  though  this  ftate  of  decli¬ 
nation  begins  at  the  time  fpecified,  yet  the 
puftules  in  other  parts  of  the  patient,  as 
arms,  hands,  body,  legs,  &c,  continue  grow¬ 
ing,  filling,  and  fuppurating  fome  days  af¬ 
ter.  That  if  the  puftules  are  exceeding 
numerous,  the  fcabs  will  not  all  of  them  be 
oft  till  the  feventeenth  or  eighteenth  day,  or 
later. 

That  if  the  puftules  are  very  many  on 
the  internal  as  well  as  the  external  fuperfi- 
cies  of  the  body,  there  happens  on  the  twelfth 
day,  (things  proceeding  well)  a  beneficial 
loofenefs,  which  carries  off  the  relicks  of  this 
difeafe,  that  is,  variolous  humours  with  thofe 
little  parts  of  membranes  which  inclofed  the 
matter  of  the  puftules,  that  were  formed 
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on  the*  ceSophagus,  ventricle,  and  intes¬ 
tines. 

That  on  the  eleventh  day  (as  has  been 
already  noted)  the  Swelling,  inflammation, 
and  pain  of  the  face  Senlibly  abate,  and 
the  Swelling  of  the  hands,  fingers,  and  feet 
increafes. 

That  when  the  diftemper  proceeds  regu¬ 
larly,  and  the  efforts  of  nature  are  pros¬ 
perous,  the  Scabbing  goes  on  leiSurely,  equal¬ 
ly,  and  uniformly.  To  thefe  remarks  of  the 
dodtor  may  be  added,  by  way  of  conclufion, 
that  the  Scabs,  which  continue  moift  for 
fome  time,  and  falling  off  and  coming  again, 
afford  a  better  prognostic  than  thofe  that 
dry  away  Suddenly ;  the  fcabs  that  adhere  fail 
and  ftick  firmly  on,  prefage  ill. 

The  confluent  Small-pox  are  attended  with 
all  the  above-mentioned  Symptoms  that  the 
diftinSt  are,  but  in  a  more  violent  degree ; 
(only  it  mull  be  remembered,  that,  in  this 
kind  of  Small-pox,  neither  epileptic  fits  do 
happen  to  children,  nor  often  a  propenfity 
to  fweat  unto  adult  perfons  previous  to  the 
eruption,  as  in  the  former  Sort)  neither  do  the 
Symptoms  ceafe  upon  the  eruption,  though 
they  Sometimes  abate  a  little,  as  in  the 
diftindt  kind.  The  puflules  at  firft  appear 
like  the  eruption  of  the  mealies,  or  an  ery¬ 
sipelas,  and  moll  commonly  on  the  third  day, 
but  Sometimes  Sooner,  and  the  Sooner  they 
appear,  the  more  they  will  flux,  or  run  to¬ 
gether.  Sometimes  indeed,  though  very  rare- 
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!y,  the  eruption  may  be  retarded  to  the  fourth, 
fifth,  or  fixth  day,  by  reafon  of  fome  grie¬ 
vous  fymptom  which  affiidts  the  patient  before 
the  eruption,  as  a  violent  pain  in  the  region 
of  the  loins,  like  a  fit  of  the  (tone ;  or  in 
the  fide  like  a  pleurify ;  or  in  the  limbs  like 
a  rheumatifm  ;  or  in  the  ftomach  with  mold 
violent  ficknefs  and  vomiting.  In  thefe 
cafes,  Sydenham  obferves,  that  the  pocks 
not  only  come  out  later  than  common,  but 
plainly  indicate,  that  they  will  be  alfo  of  the 
world  fort  of  the  confluent  kind,  and  attend¬ 
ed  with  more  than  ordinary  danger.  And 
though  the  Fever  and  other  fymptoms  are 
a  little  abated  upon  the  eruption  of  the 
puftules,  yet  they  continue  many  days  af¬ 
ter,  and  mod  of  them  even  till  the  fecond 
Fever  comes  on,  which  they  very  feldom 
or  never  do  in  the  diftindt,  and  rarely  in 
the  coherent  fort.  The  puftules  are  more 
numerous,  but  proportionably  lefs ;  neither 
do  they  rife  and  fall  in  this  fort,  as  in  the 
others,  efpecially  on  the  face ;  but  are  de- 
preflfed,  flat,  and  intangled  or  joined  one 
with  another,  and  fo  cover  the  whole  face 
with  innumerable  fmall  and  contiguous  red 
blifter-like  appearances,  which  they  caufe  to 
fwell  both  fooner,  and  to  a  much  greater 
degree,  than  the  other  forts  do.  For  here 
on  the  feventh  or  eighth  day,  the  face  begins 
to  fwell,  and  on  the  ninth  or  tenth  the  arms, 
hands,  &c.  likewife  begin.  Qnthetwofirft 
mentioned  times,  viz.  the  feventh  or  eighth 

day, 
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day,  the  puftules  alfo  begin  to  turn  a  little 
white,  like  a  fkinny  membrane,  or  rough 
parchment,  glued  to  the  face ;  which,  In 
the  four  or  five  days  following,  grows  gra¬ 
dually  rougher,  and  changes  to  a  deep  yel¬ 
low,  or  darkifh  brown  colour,  and  fome- 
times  black  ;  and  the  more  fevere  the  dif- 
temper  is,  the  blacker  the  puftules  turn, 
and  continue  the  longer  before  they  fall  off 
in  fcabs.  A  falivation  almoft  conftantly  at¬ 
tends  adults,  in  this  kind  of  Small-pox, 
which  fometimes  begins  with  the  eruption, 
though  commonly  not  till  a  day  or  two  after  : 
and,  if  the  eruption  proceeds  profperoufly, 
the  later  and  more  leifurely  falivation  comes 
on,  the  better  it  is  to  be  liked.  It  fhould 
not  ceafe,  nor  much  decreafe,  before  the 
latter  end  of  the  difeafe,  but  be  continued 
till  all  the  variolous  matter  that  is  to  come 
into  the  puftules  be  maturated.  The  mat^ 
ter  at  firft  is  thin,  and  fpit  up  in  large 
quantities;  but  about  the  tenth  or  eleventh 
day  (or  fometimes  fooner)  grows  vifeid  and 
clammy,  and  is  got  up  with  great  difficulty* 
Sometimes  it  ceafes  for  a  day  or  two,  and 
returns  again  for  a  few  days  more :  And 
as  this  falivation  and  fwelling  of  the  face 
begin  to  decline  on  the  eleventh  or  twelfth 
day,  the  hands  fhould  fwell,  if  they  are  not 
fo  before,  and  if  they  are,  they  fhould  com 
tinue  fo  for  feveral  days  more.  As  a  faliva¬ 
tion  attends  grown  perlons  in  this  kind  of 
Small- pox,  fo  a  loofenefs  moll  commonly  at¬ 
tends 
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tends  children,  though  it  does  not  invade  them 
fo  foon,  as  the  falivation  does  the  other ; 
but  at  what  time  foever  it  comes,  it  ge¬ 
nerally  continues  through  the  whole  courfe 
of  the  difeafe,  if  not  imprudently  flopped  by 
art. 

About  the  fixth,  or  feventh  day,  the  fe- 
cond  Fever  begins  to  come  on,  and  continu¬ 
ally  increafes  till  the  eleventh,  twelfth,  or 
thirteenth  day,  and  remains  fome  days  after 
the  beginning  of  the  declination;  which  Fe¬ 
ver  proceeds  from  an  obftrudtion  and  reten¬ 
tion  of  the  perfpirable  matter,  and  an  ab¬ 
sorption  of  the  putrid  variolous  matter  from 
the  external  and  intern alpuftules  into  the  circu¬ 
lating  blood,  which  it  now  finds  in  an  inflamed 
fizy  ftate,  caufed  by  the  firft  Fever ;  and  from 
a  retention  of  the  putrid  and  bilious  feces 
of  the  inteftinal  canal ;  which  cannot  but  be 
very  confiderable,  as  undoubtedly  part  of 
the  morbific  matter,  feparated  by  the  glands 
of  the  mouth,  fauces,  &c.  is  fwallowed, 
and  a  great  deal  more  muft  be  fecreted  by 
the  glands  of  the  guts,  biliary  dutfls,  &c.  into 
the  inteftines.  And  here  it  may  be  proper  to 
obferve,  that  the  danger  of  this  diftemper 
is  to  be  chiefly  eftimated  from  the  number 
and  quality  of  puftules  in  the  head  and  throat. 
For  Sydenham  judicioufly  takes  notice,  that 
this  difeafe  is  not  to  be  efteemed  dangerous, 
becaufe  the  body  is  full  of  the  Small-pox, 
but  by  reafon  of  the  number  of  them  in  the 

face. 
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face.  For  if  that  be  very  full,  though  there 
he  few,  and  thofe  very  diftindt  too  in  the 
reft  of  the  body,  yet  the  lick  is  in  as  much 
danger,  as  if  every  member  was  crouded 
with  them  ;  and,  on  the  contrary,  though 
the  trunk  and  members  are  very  full,  if  there 
be  but  few  in  the  face,  there  is  lefs  danger. 
And  what  has  been  laid  of  their  number 
may  be  likewife  affirmed  of  the  kind  of 
them  ;  for  the  face  plainly  indicates  whether 
they  are  mild  or  otherwife.  Sometimes  a 
pleurify,  coma,  or  delirium  happens,  fome- 
times  purple  fpots  are  lcattered  about  be¬ 
tween  the  puftules,  like  fo  many  little  mor¬ 
tifications,  which  are  almoft  always  a  fatal 
fign  ;  at  other  times  bloody  urine,  and  other 
haemorrhages,  which  are  as  bad,  and  fome- 
times  there  is  a  fuppreflion  of  urine.  Doc¬ 
tor  Sydenham,  who  was  confefledly  a  mod 
judicious  obferver  of  nature,  declares,  that 
the  greateft  danger,  in  this  confluent  kind, 
is  on  the  eleventh  day,  (the  computation  be¬ 
ing  made  from  the  firft  leizure)  but  this  is 
to  be  underftood  of  the  milder  fort.  For, 
in  the  more  crude,  the  danger  is  not  over 
before  the  fourteenth,  and  ftill  in  a  more 
crude  and  worfe  kind  not  until  the  feven- 
teenth ;  fome,  though  very  few,  have  been 
known  to  die  the  twenty-firft,  or  later. 

The  blood,  taken  from  the  fick,  in  this 
kind  of  Small-pox,  is  generally  much  more 
inflamed  and  lizy,  than  in  the  diftindt  kind  ; 
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efpecially  in  the  two  laft  ftages  of  the  dif- 
eafe. 

It  may  not  be  improper  juft  to  obferve^ 
that  this  fort  of  Small-pox  likewife  confifts 
of  four  different  ftates  or  periods. 

The  firft,  viz.  the  febrile  ftate,  begins  with 
fome  of  the  fymptoms  fpecified,  but  in  a  more 
violent  degree. 

Secondly,  The  eruptive  ftate  begins  with 
the  firft  appearance  of  any  puftules,  which 
commonly  happens  on  the  fecond  or  third 
day  of  this  fort,  and  continues  till  the  fifth, 
fixth,  or  feventli  day* 

Thirdly,  The  ftate  of  maturation,  or  fup- 
puration,  begins  when  the  cuticular  eruptions 
are  coinpleatly  formed,  viz.  the  fifth,  fixth, 
or  feventh  day. 

Fourthly,  The  ftate  of  declination,  I 
reckon  to  begin  on  the  eleventh  or  twelfth 
day  (as  the  eruptions  began  fooner  or  later) 
when  the  variolous  matter  in  the  face  begins 
to  grow  dry  and  fcab.  But  it  muft  be  re¬ 
membered,  that  the  puftules  in  other  parts  of 
the  external  fuperficies  of  the  body  go  on 
filling  with  new  matter,  and  flipp'd  rating  for 
fever al  days  after  this  ftate  is  begun. 

The  more  benign  the  difeafe  is,  the  fooner 
all  its  periods  (except  the  firft)  are  compleat- 
ed ;  and  the  more  violent  it  is,  the  longer 
all  its  ftages  are,  except  the  firft. 

The  coherent  Small-pox,  being  a  middle 
fort,  between  a  diftindt  and  a  confluent, 
fometimes  runs  into  the  one,  and  fometimes 
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into  the  other,  and  fo  taketh  its  nature  ac¬ 
cordingly.  The  puftules  of  this  fort  are  fo 
numerous,  and  clofely  joined  together,  that 
feveral  of  them  unite  and  flux  one  into  an¬ 
other,  and  fo  form  one  very  large  pock ; 
yet  are  not  fo  deprefled  and  flat,  as  the  con¬ 
fluent  pox  are,  but  rife  and  fill  fomething 
like  the  diftind  kind.  Sometimes  they  are 
attended  with  a  falivation,  and  at  other  times 
not  :  and  fometimes  with  more  of  the 
lymptoms  peculiar  to  the  confluent,  than  to 
the  diftinfl,  and  e  contra  :  for  it  is  no  more, 
than  the  greater  or  lels  number  of  puftules, 
and  degree  of  inflammation,  which  make 
them  partake  more  of  one  fort,  than  the 
other ;  for  as  thefe  are,  fo  mull  the  fymp- 
toms  vary  alfo. 

During  the  ftate  of  fuppuration,  a  fecon- 
dary  Fever  ftequently  arifes  about  the  fixth, 
feventh,  or  eighth  day  after  the  eruption  of 
the  puftules,  in  this  coherent,  as  well  as  in 
the  confluent.  Small-pox. 

Before  we  proceed  to  the  medicinal  pro¬ 
vince,  it  cannot  be  improper  to  enquire  what 
rules  are  to  be  enjoined  the  lick,  and  what 
regimen  in  point  of  diet  ought  to  be  ob- 
ferved. 

In  regard  to  the  former  of  thefe  articles, 
the  leafons  of  the  year,  as  well  as  the  ftrength 
and  age  of  the  patient,  are  to  be  taken  into 
an  efpecial  confideration.  For  one  may  with 
all  imaginable  fafety  do  that  in  fummer, 
which  cannot  be  attempted  without  as  much 
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Hazard  in  winter  ;  and  a  perfon  young,  or 
robud,  will  0*0  through  without  the  lead:  in- 
convenience,  what  would  foon  demolilh  ant 
infant,  or  the  delicacy  of  a  female  conditu- 
tion.  But  this  at  lead:  ought  to  be  a  gene¬ 
ral  rule5  to  keep  the  patient  in  bed  during 
the  fird  days  of  the  didemper,  (though  I 
know  that  Sydenham  advifes  the  lick  to  be 
kept  from  their  beds  in  the  day-time,  till  the 
lixth  day,  in  order  to  abate  the  Fever  and 
inflammation  ;  but  I  could  never  find  that 
the  patient  could  bear  being  kept  out  of  bed 
fo  long,  unlefs  the  difeafe  was  very  mild, 
and  the  puflules  few)  taking  care  by  proper 
means  as  well  to  guard  againd  the  incle¬ 
mency  of  winter,  as,  by  admitting  the  re- 
frefhing  air,  to  moderate  the  fultry  heats  of 
fummer. 

One  ought  therefore  to  tread  in  the  mid¬ 
dle  wTay,  and  treat  the  patient  in  fuch  a 
manner  as  neither  to  difle  him  with  heat 
and  cloaths,  nor  obdrudt  the  eruption  and 
.perfpiration  by  cold.  However,  great  care 
mud  be  taken  in  general  to  procure  a  plen¬ 
tiful  fupply  of  pure  frelh  and  moderate  cool¬ 
ing  air.  For  that  which  is  hot  and  fultry  will 
caufe  a  difficulty  of  breathing,  check  the 
fecretion  of  urine,  and  increafe  the  number 
of  pudules  on  the  internal  organs  of  the 
body ;  whence  it  becomes  the  fource  of  in-* 
flammations,  and  towards  the  end  of  the 
difeafe,  mortifications. 
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With  regard  to  diet,  it  ought,  in  general, 
to  be  extremely  light,  diluting,  and  cooling; 
fuch  as  barley-water,  or  water-gruel,  and 
fometimes  a  light  milk  porridge,  &c.  But  as 
the  food  fhould  be  accommodated  to  the 
ft  ages  of  the  diftemper,  the  beft  courfe  of 
diet,  in  the  beginning,  is  that  which  is  both 
laxative  and  diuretic.  Thefe  advantages  are 
obtained  by  drinks  made  of  preferved  fruits, 
and  draughts  of  acidulated  liquors  :  the  beft 
ingredients,  in  refped  of  the  former,  are 
figs,  railins,  damafcene  or  french  prunes, 
and  tamarinds ;  and  the  latter  intention  is 
anfwered  by  fmall  beer  acidulated  with 
orange  or  lemon  juice ;  thin  wine- whey,  or 
whey  turned  with  apples,  boiled  in  milk ; 
pippin-water,  lemonade,  or  orangeade  ;  de¬ 
cod:.  lulitanic.  Fulleri  ;  emullions  of  barley- 
water  and  almonds ;  butter-milk  and  whey  ; 
rhenifh  or  fmall  french  white  wine  plenti¬ 
fully  diluted  with  water ;  cyder  and  water, 
or  the  like. 

Dr.  Huxham  very  ingenioufly  diftinguifhes 
three  different  kinds  of  Fever  in  the  Small¬ 
pox  ;  viz.  fometimes  an  high  inflammatory, 
fometimes  a  flow  nervous,  and  at  other  times 
a  malignant  or  petechial  Fever,  in  which 
laft  the  crafis  of  the  blood  becomes  quite 
diffolved,  black  and  livid  fpots  appear,  hae¬ 
morrhages  enfue,  and  the  puftules  turn  black, 
gangrenous,  and  often  bloody  loon  after  the 
eruption,  and  that  too  fometimes  when  the 
pocks  are  very  few  and  diftind.  Here  then 
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we  find  three  different  kinds  of  Fevers  pro¬ 
duced  by  one  fpecies  of  contagion  ;  and  we 
are  obliged  in  the  method  of  cure  to  have 
a  regard  to  the  particular  Fever,  as  well  as 
to  the  peculiar  nature  of  the  contagious  dif- 
eafe.  Nay,  the  contagion  of  the  Small-pox, 
fays  he,  doth  not  always  bring  on  a  Fever, 
at  leaft  to  any  confiderable  degree,  though  it 
may  the  Small-pox.  For  many  children, 
and  even  grown  perfons,  have  had  them 
in  the  natural  way  in  fo  mild  a  manner, 
that  they  have  had  no  perceptible  Fever, 
nor  fcarce  ailed  any  thing  previous  to  or 
during  the  courfe  of  them.  In  the  firft 
cafe  therefore,  when  the  Small-pox  is  pro¬ 
ductive  of,  or  is  attended  with,  an  high  inflam¬ 
matory  Fever,  you  are  many  times  obliged  to 
have  recourfe  to  repeated  bleedings.  But  in 
the  two  latter  cafes,  when  either  a  flow  nervous, 
or  a  malignant  petechial  Fever  accompanies 
the  Small-pox,  be  fure  then  to  with-hold  your 
lancet  as  you  tender  and  value  the  life  of 
your  patient.  Befides,  as  the  difeafe  is  dif¬ 
ferent  in  different  confutations  of  perfons, 
and  as  different  conftitutions  of  the  air  and 
manner  of  living  have  different  effeCts  on  the 
moft  healthy,  much  more  on  the  fick  and 
weak,  and  of  courfe  on  difeafes.  For  thefe, 
and  many  other  reafons,  the  promifcuous 
and  indifcriminate  ufe  of  bleeding,  fo  com¬ 
monly  praClifed  in  all  attacks  of  the  Small¬ 
pox,  can  by  no  means  be  approved  of. 
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By  this  we  fee  how  abfurd  the  general 
notion  of  either  the  hot,  or  cold  regimen 
is  in  all  kinds  of  the  Small-pox  indifferently. 
Sometimes  Sydenham’s  method  may  be  pro¬ 
per,  fometimes  Morton’s,  In  a  word,  the 
particular  cafe  requires  a  particular  method, 
and  the  attending  phyfician  is  to  fhew  his 
judgment  in  adapting  it  rightly. 

However,  for  the  moft  part,  unlefs  a  flow 
nervous,  or  malignant]  petechial  Fever,  old 
age,  or  weaknefs,  &c.  forbid  venadedtion,  it 
is  neceflary  firfl:  of  all  to  take  away  fome 
blood  from  the  arm,  and  afterwards  in  the 
foot,  becaufe  bleeding  in  the  foot  has  •  gene¬ 
rally  an  admirable  good  effedt,  by  making  a 
very  powerful  revulsion  from  the  head  and 
bread,  parts  we  fhould  endeavour  to  guard, 
as  much  as  poffible,  againft  the  violence  of 
the  difeafe ;  unlefs  an  inflammation  in  the 
vifeera,  or  other  lower  parts,  which  receive 
their  blood  veflels  from  the  defeending  aorta, 
fhould  indicate  bleeding  in  the  arm,  or  jugu¬ 
lar  veins,  thefe  being  each  of  them  rcvul- 
flve  from  their  oppofite  parts.  And  to  for¬ 
ward  this  intention  of  diverting  the  variolous 
matter  from  the  internal  and  vital  to  the  fur- 
face  and  remote  parts  of  the  body,  let  the 
patient’s  feet  and  legs  be  bathed  with  or  put 
into  warm  water,  milk  and  water,  or  an 
emollient  decodtion,  two  or  three  times  a 
day  for  half  an  hour,  as  warm  as  he  can 
Well  bear  it,  before  and  at  the  time  of  erup¬ 
tion  ;  applying  cataplafms  of  bread  and  milk, 
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boiled  turncps,  or  the  like,  to  the  feet  after 
each  time  of  bathing.  And  in  order  to 
make  thefe  methods  now  propofed  yet  more 
effectual,  let  the  patient  have  his  lower  parts 
kept  warm,  by  covering  them  with  more 
cloaths,  whether  he  be  in  bed  or  up,  and 
let  them  be  gradually  thinner  towards  his 
bread:  and  upper  parts.  To  this  end  like- 
wife,  his  head  fhould  never  be  kept  too  hot, 
but  fhould  be  fhaved  antecedently  to  the 
eruption,  efpecially  where  there  is  much  hair. 
This  not  only  keeps  the  head  much  cooler, 
and  lefs  liable  to  be  over-run  with  pudules, 
but  alfo  prevents  many  troublefome  accidents 
in  the  courfe  of  the  difeafe. 

If,  notwithdanding,  the  Fever  continues 
to  run  high,  and  the  eruption  doth  not  re¬ 
gularly  advance,  Huxham  advifes  not  only 
bathing  the  legs  and  feet,  but  the  arms  and 
hands,  nay  and  even  the  trunk  of  the  bo¬ 
dy  alfo  up  to  the  bread  in  warm  milk  and 
water.  In  this  cafe  likewife,  linapifms,  or 
more  acrid  cataplafms  than  thofe  before- 
mentioned,  may  be  applied  to  the  foies  of 
the  feet,  hams,  and  wrids  after  each  time 
of  bathing.  And  as  bathing  is  fc  effedtual 
a  method  in  relieving  the  patient  in  this  de¬ 
plorable  didemper,  by  deriving  the  variolous 
matter  from  the  vital  to  the  more  remote 
parts,  it  is  fomewhat  to  be  wondered  at,  that 
it  has  not  long  fmce  been  introduced  into 
practice  here  in  England  ;  fmce  there  can 
be  no  reafonable  objefidons  againd  it.  For 
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it  cannot  be  attended  with  any  manner  of 
inconveniency,  either  by  the  patient’s  taking 
cold  (which  fome  fear)  or  otherwife  ;  pro¬ 
vided  proper  care  be  taken  during  the  time  of 
bathing. 

After  a  competent  evacuation  by  bleeding, 
it  may  be  proper  to  adminifter  a  gentle  eme¬ 
tic  ;  more  efpecially  if  ficknefs,  loathing,  or  a 
load  at  the  ftomach,  &c.  moleft  the  patient. 
And  as  a  vomit  moft  commonly  works  byftool, 
after  its  operation  upwards,  it  will  difeharge 
the  body  of  its  burthen  fome  load  of  excre¬ 
ments,  which  often  are  troublefome  to  the 
fick,  when  the  difeafe  is  further  advanced, 
efpecially  to  adults,  who  are  fubjed  to  be 
cofiive  during  the  whole  courfe  of  the  difeafe. 
And  probably  fome  of  the  miafms  lodged 
there,  and  fuch  as  may  pafs  by  the  inteftinal 
glands  from  the  circulating  fluids,  during  the 
operation,  may  be  difeharged  alfo.  But  if 
this  doth  not  happen,  an  emollient  laxative 
clyfter  ihould  be  given  ;  and  in  many  cafes 
a  gentle,  cooling  cathartic  of  manna,  cream 
of  tartar,  glauber’s  fait,  or  rhubarb  is  necef- 
fary  j  and  even  though  a  diarrhoea  be  ur¬ 
gent,  a  dofe  or  two  of  rhubarb  Ihould  be 
given. 

The  evening  after  the  operation  of  the  vo¬ 
mit,  the  following  or  the  like  draught  may 
be  taken  going  to  relb. 

Pith .  e  clef,  carter,  comp.  fal.  abjinth . 
ana  gr .  xv.  Jucc,  limon ♦  aq.  alex.  /imp.  ana  5fs. 
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cinnam .  [imp.  3iij.  nucis  mojch.  fyr.  de  me  con. 
ana  3ij.  m.f.  hauftus . 

The  next  ftep  to  be  taken,  is,  to  keep  the 
Fever  under  in  fuch  a  moderate,  equal,  and 
regular  manner,  as  to  be  enabled  to  throw 
off  what  is  injurious  to  the  body.  It  is  ne- 
ceffary,  therefore,  jointly  to  reflrain  the  in¬ 
flammation  of  the  blood,  and  afiift  the  ex- 
pulfion  of  the  matter  through  the  skin. 

For  the  promoting  both  thefe  purpofes, 
Mead  recommends  the  bezoardic  powder 
and  nitre,  in  the  proportion  of  two  parts  of 
the  former  with  one  of  the  latter  :  though 
fometimes  thefe  are  mixed  in  equal  quanti¬ 
ties.  An  adult  may  take  half  a  drachm 
of  this  powder  three  or  four  times  a  day  ; 
the  dofe  being  leffened  for  children,  agreea¬ 
bly  to  their  age.  To  this  alio,  fhould  the 
heat  of  the  blood  be  increafed  to  a  violent 
degree,  muff  be  added  fpirit  of  vitriol  dropped 
in  a  fuitable  quantity  into  the  patient’s  ufual 
drink.  But  fhouid  vomitings,  or  a  naufea, 
be  predominant,  half  an  ounce  of  juice  of 
lemon,  mixed  with  a  fcruple  of  fait  of  worm¬ 
wood,  given  in  a  draught,  he  fays,  will  al¬ 
lay  thefe  fymptoms. 

For  the  fake  of  the  young  prefcriber,  I 
fhall  here  add  a  few  forms,  in  order  to  an- 
fwer  the  above  mentioned  purpofes ; 

Ik  Pulv.  e  chel .  c.  comp.  3j.  aq.  ale x.  [imp.

But  as  it  is  the  nature,  different  degrees, 
and  the  tendency  of  the  Fever,  and  its  con¬ 
comitant  fymptoms,  which  mud  indicate 
and  diredt  us  when  we  fhould  bleed,  and  to 
what  quantity,  and  when  we  fhould  not;  and 
when  to  adminifter  cooling  medicines,  &c.  fo 
alfo  they  muft  direft  us  when  to  give  gentle, 
warm,  cordial  medicines.  If  therefore  we 
find  the  pulfe  and  Fever  too  weak  or 
languid,  and  infufficient  for  the  regular  ex- 
pulfion  and  filling  of  the  puftules,  inftead 
of  the  temperate  and  cooling  method  already 
prefcribed,  we  muft  aflift  nature,  by  hav¬ 
ing  recourfe  to  fuch  temperately  warm  cor¬ 
dials,  as  are  fuitable  to  the  age  and  conftitu- 
tion  of  the  patient,  and  degree  of  the  then 
prefent  Fever  ;  avoiding  all  volatile  alca- 
lious  falts  and  fpirits,  as  not  only  improper, 
but  even  very  pernicious ;  becaufe  they  con¬ 
tribute  to  increafe  the  putrefcent  ftate  of  the 
fluids,  which  from  the  nature  and  difpofition 
of  the  difeafe  itfelf,  are  but  too  much  tend¬ 
ing  that  way  already  ;  and  we  likewife 
fhould  be  cautious  not  to  repeat  thefe  warm 
cordial  medicines  too  often,  for  fear  of  raif- 
ing  the  Fever  beyond  its  proper  bounds,  which, 
in  this  diftemper,  it  is  naturally  very  liable 
and  fubjeft  to.

During  the  ufc  of  thefe  medicines,  the  pa¬ 
tient  fhould  take  care  to  dilute  well  with  pro¬ 
per  liquids,  fuch  as  rhenifh,  mountain  or  fack- 
whey,  and  the  like. 

Medicines  that  procure  deep,  fays  Mead, 
are  not  to  be  ufed  over  haftily  ;  for  all  ano¬ 
dynes,  except  in  excefiive  pains,  obftrudt  in 
fome  meafure  the  feparation  of  the  morbific 
matter  from  the  blood  ;  and  moreover,  if 
the  violence  of  the  Fever  has  raifed  a  deli¬ 
rium,  they  generally  make  itworfe.  Where¬ 
fore,  it  is  pot  proper  to  have  recou rfe  to  them 

be-

before  a  compleat  eruption  of  the  puftules, 
and  then  they  may  be  adminiftered  with 
fafety.  The  patient  therefore,  at  this  pe¬ 
riod,  may  very  judiciouily  be.  enjoined  to 
take  every  day  towards  evening  either  fome 
thebaic  tin&ure,  or  fyrup  of  diacodium,  es¬ 
pecially  where  there  is  youthful  vigour  in  the 
cafe,  or  the  patient  be  an  adult ;  for  opiates 
agree  not  fo  well  with  infants.  And,  where 
great  inquietude,  or  an  extraordinary  reft- 
lefthefs,  prevails,  one  or  other  of  the  recited 
medicines  may  be  repeated  early  the  next 
morning  ;  inafmuch  as  the  Suppuration  of  the 
matter  ftagnating  in  the  puftules  is  promoted 
by  reft  and  lleep.  But  the  lick  is  not  to  be 
indulged  in  the  free  ufe  of  thefe,  when,  to¬ 
wards  the  end  of  the  difeafe,  he  is  either  op~ 
preffed  by  a  laborious  refpiration,  or  in  danger 
of  being  choaked  from  too  great  a  vifcidity 
of  the  phlegm  :  yet  when  the  puftules  are 
very  numerous,  we  can  do  very  little  with¬ 
out  them,  efpecially  towards  the  ftate  of  the 
difeafe,  when  they  become  exceeding  pain¬ 
ful  5  but  then  greater  caution  Should  be  ufed 
by  giving  them  in  Smaller  quantities,  and 
joining  with  them  fperma  ceti,  gum  ammo¬ 
niac.  oxymel  fcilliticum,  &c.  as  hereafter^ 
In  the  mean  while,  if,  the  belly  being  coftive, 
which  generally  happens,  the  Fever  ftiould 
ftili  fublift,  a  ftool  muft  be  procured  every 
other  or  at  leaft  every  third  day,  by  a 
clyfter.

If  this  method  is  proper  in  the  diftindt 
Small-pox,  it  will  be  found  more  neceffary  in 
the  confluent,  which  is  attended  with  greater 
fear  and  danger. 

The  cryftalline,  or  lymphatic  pocks  ne¬ 
ver  maturate  kindly,  but  the  matter  remains 
crude,  and  a  mere  watery  ichor  to  the  laft, 
and  in  many  places  they  run  one  into  another, 
and  form  very  large  vefications;  which  at 
length  breaking  and  corroding  all  around  them, 
the  patient  is  ulcerated  all  over,  and  appears 
like  a  flead  rabbit.  Therefore,  while  the 
thinner  parts  are  made  to  tranipire  through 
the  Ikin,  the  grolfer  ought  to  be  drawn  off 
through  the  urinary  paffages,  ^by  diuretics. 
To  this  purpofe.  Mead  orders  nitre  three  or 
four  times  a  day,  from  a  fcruple  to  half  a 
drachm  in  fmall  wine,  which  is  the  only 
fort  that  agrees  with  this  difeafe,  till  towards 
the  end,  and  then  the  patient  may  be  allow¬ 
ed  a  little  canary,  or  any  other  foft  or  gene¬ 
rous  wine,  to  fupport  his  ftrength.  While 
nitre  is  thus  taken,  it  is  proper  to  fling  in 
between  whiles  warm  cordial  medicines,  in. 

order 
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order  to  promote  the  flux  of  matter  into  the 
puftules ;  fuch  as  pulv.  contrayerv.  c.  myrrh, 
mufk,  faffron,  camphire,  theriaca,  mithridate, 
confedtio  cardiaca,  #&c.  efpecially  where  the 
fkin  and  puftules  are  pale,  or  lurid,  the  pulfe 
weak,  the  urine  thin,  watery  and  crude.  Or 
proper  diuretics,  as  nitre,  fal  fuccini,  fpirit. 
nitri  dulcis,  and  the  like,  may  be  joined  with 
the  above  cordial  medicines,  and  given  every 
fix  hours  or  oftener,  wafhing  them  down 
with  iack-whey,  decodt.  rubicund,  a  tempe¬ 
rate  teftaceous  julep,  fuch  a  one  as  juft  be¬ 
fore  prefcribed,  or  a  difti  of  coffee  now  and 
then,  with  a  little  thin  milk  in  it ;  which 
Huxham  declares  he  has  known,  more  than 
once,  drank  through  the  whole  courfe  of  the 

_  o 

Small-pox  with  no  ill  effedt,  nay  with  a  very 
good  one,  as  it  manifeftly  quieted  the  tick¬ 
ling  vexatious  cough,  caufed  by  the  fharp  thin 
rheum. 

Belides  thefe,  on  the  fifth  or  ilxth  day  of 
the  eruption,  blifters  are  to  be  applied  be¬ 
tween  the  flioulders,  and  to  the  arms  and 
legs.  For  which  purpofe  the  bliftering  epi- 
them  is  moft  convenient,  which  by  being 
foft,  finks  to  the  fkin  lying  between  the 
puftules,  and  there  fticks  faft.  By  thus  giv¬ 
ing  a  copious  vent  to  the  acrid  morbific  hu¬ 
mors,  the  Fever,  which  incrcafes  when  there 
is  no  farther  drain  and  derivation  of  humors 
to  the  fkin,  is  timely  prevented  ;  and  for  the 
fame  reafon,  the  large  bladders,  which  the 

puftules 
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puftules  caufe  by  running  together  fhould 
be  opened  with  a  lancet. 

The  medicines,  that  are  proper  in  this  cafe, 
may  be  compounded  in  the  following,  or  fome 
fuch  manner  :

I lu xh a m  very  judicioufly  obferves,  that  a 
plentiful  flow  of  urine  very  happily  compen-* 
fates  the  deficiency  of  other  evacuations :  and 
if  this  happens  when  the  falivation  begins 
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to  ceafe,  and  the  face  fubfides,  it  is  always 
falutary  ;  and,  as  it  is  fo,  it  fliould  be  pro¬ 
moted  as  much  as  poflible,  and  the  fick 
ihould  be  frequently  prompted  to  difcharge 
it,  which  is  greatly  facilitated  by  getting  them 
up  on  their  knees.  For,  whilft  lying  imbed, 
they  have  many  times  neither  inclination,  nor 
power  to  make  it ;  and  yet  immediately,  on 
being  lifted  up,  they  fhall  render  it  in  a  large 
quantity. 

It  *  often  happens,  that  the  thin,  acrid,  va¬ 
riolous  matter  takes  a  turn  down  the  in- 
teftines,  and  frequently  in  a  very  violent  man¬ 
ner.  Innumerable  inflanccs  have  occurred 
in  the  Small-pox,  where  a  critical  diarrhcea 
hath  faved  the  life  of  the  patient.  Nature 
even  fubflitutes  this  difcharge  in  children, 
for  the  falivation  in  adults.  We  Ihould  be 
very  careful  therefore  never  to  fupprefs  it  too 
haflily;  and  even  when  it  is  profufe,  we  fliould 
not  attempt  it,  till  we  have  premifed  a  dofe 
or  two  of  rhubarb ;  and  then  indeed  proper 
aftringents,  opiates,  decodt.  rubicund,  decodh 
ex  eledt.  e  fcordio,  tindh  rofar.  clyfters  of  eledt. 
e  fcordio,  or  theriaca,  &c.  fuch  as  have  been 
deferibed  in  the  chapter  of  Hedlic  Fevers, 
will  anfwer  the  purpofe.  But  in  general  we 
fliould  only  moderate  it,  efpecially  at  or  af¬ 
ter  the  ftate,  taking  care  however  to  fup- 
port  the  patient  during  the  flux  with  a  proper 
ftrengthening,  fubaflringent,  diet.

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The  fame  author  likewife  recommends 
his  alexipharmac  tindture  of  the  bark  (al¬ 
ready  described  at  the  end  of  the  chapter 
on  putrid  malignant  Fevers)  as  particularly 
ferviceable  in  the  lymphatic  Pox  ;  and  di¬ 
rects  it  to  be  given  loon  after  the  compleat 
eruption,  to  promote,  as  much  as  poffible, 
fome  degree  of  maturation  :  It  is  certain  the 
bark  commonly  brings  on  a  laudable  digeltion 
in  gleety  ulcers.*  Morton  gave  the  bark,  not 
only  in  the  decline,  but  during  the  matura¬ 
tion,  of  the  Small-pox,  if  he  found  any  re- 
miffion,  with  fuccefs  >  and  that  too  every 
third  or  fourth  hour,  to  the  quantity  of  a 
drachm. 

The  warty  Small-pox  is  more  dangerous 
than  the  cryftalline,  becaufe  the  matter  of 
the  difeafe,  being  too  thick,  can  neither  fup- 
purate  nor  pafs  off  by  urine.  Wherefore  it 
is  neceflary  to  be  very  attentive  to  the  Fever, 
and  to  raife  a  fweat  likewife,  in  order  to  di- 
geft  the  morbid  humours,  by  the  cordial  me¬ 
dicines  above-mentioned :  and  in  this  cafe 
blifters  alfo  ought  to  be  applied. 

The  ^  bloody  Small-pox  requires  peculiar 
attention.  Now  in  this  fort,  if  there  be  any 
room  for  medicine,  we  mull  arm  ourfelves 
with  fuch  remedies,  as  by  their  ftyptic  pro¬ 
perty  bind  the  blood  as  it  were,  and  reftrain 
it  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  it  cannot  burft  even

f  Mead  de  varioljs  et  morbillis, 
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the  minutelt  artery.  The  moft  excellent  of 
this  kind  are  the  Peruvian  bark,  alum,  and 
ftrong  fpirit  (improperly  called  oil)  of  vitriol. 
Now,  they  are  heft  ufed  alternately  in  this 
manner.  A  drachm  of  the  bark  may  be 
taken  every  fix  hours  ;  and,  at  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  three  hours,  a  proper  quantity  of 
alum.  This  will  prove  a  moft  effectual  me¬ 
dicine,  if  it  be  fo  compounded,  that  three 
parts  of  alum  be  melted  with  one  of  that 
infpiffated  juice,  which  very  ridiculoufly  is 
called  dragon’s  blood.  The  mafs,  when  cold, 
mu  ft  be  reduced  to  a  powder ;  a  fcruple  of 
which,  made  into  a  bolus  with  conferve  of 
roles,  is  fufficient  for  a  dole.  The  moft  con¬ 
venient  manner  of  giving  the  ftrong  fpirit 
(called  oil)  of  vitriol,  is  in  the  tindture  of 
rofes ;  five  or  fix  fpoonfuls  of  which  may  be 
drank  frequently  between  whiles.  Befides 
this,  it  ought  to  be  continually  dropped  into 
the  patient’s  common  drink  *  efpecially  if 
livid,  purple,  or  black  fpots  appear  inter- 
•  fperfed  with  or  among  the  puftules.  This 
medicine  will  like  wife  he  of  great  fervice, 
not  only  in  the  bloody  fort,  but  even  in 
all  others,  that  are  accompanied  with  pe¬ 
techial  fpots  ;  blifters  in  this  cafe  likewife  are 
fufficiently  fafe,  when  a  delirium  requires 
their  application.

In  all  kinds  of  this  difeafe,  it  is  proper 
towards  the  end,  namely,  on  the  ninth  or 
tenth  day  from  the  eruption,  to  loofen  the 
belly,  becaufe  a  putrid  Fever  generally  comes 
on  about  that  time  from  the  drying  up  of 
the  puftules,  or,  if  there  be  no  fuppuration, 
a  fubfiding  of  the  fwelling  of  the  inflamed 
fkin,  which  Fever  cannot  be  taken  off  with 
more  fafety  by  any  other  means.  But  then 
we  muft  make  ufe  only  of  the  milder  pur- 

i  j  i 

gatives,  flach  as  the  infufion  offena,  with  the 
addition  of  a  little  manna,  or,  efpecially  in 
children,  manna  alone. 

But  if  the  patient’s  body  happens  to  be 
loofe,  this  remedy  becomes  lefs  neceffary,  or 
may  be  poftponed  for  fome  days.  Alfo, 
when  there  is  any  purulent  matter  lurking 
under  the  withered  fkin  of  the  puftules, 
there  is  then  no  room  for  purgatives,  but 
the  body  is  to  be  fupported  by  fultable  diet, 
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till  all  the  matter  is  difchargcd ;  a  flux  of 
which,  Mead  fays,  he  has  feen  protrafted 
beyond  the  twentieth  day  of  the  diftemper, 
when  the  patient  has  notwithftanding  re¬ 
covered. 

At  this  time  likewife  it  will  be  neceflary 
to  take  away  fome  blood,  if  the  heat  be 
too  great,  and  the  patient  has  ftrength  to 
bear  it.  Sydenham  orders  bleeding  in  the 
arm  twenty-one  days  after  the  invafion,  and 
the  next  day  gives  a  cathartic,  which  is  to 
be  repeated  every  other  day  three  times  more. 
Docftor  Mead  further  adds,  that  no  Fever 
whatfoever  calls  more  for  a  total  extermi¬ 
nation  of  its  reliques,  than  this  diftemper. 
Therefore  blood,  in  cafe  of  ftrength,  the 
patient  being  now  well  recovered,  fays  he, 
muft  be  taken  away,  and  the  body  kept 
open  by  purgatives,  repeated  at  fuitable  in¬ 
tervals.  Thefe  things  accomplished,  the  con- 
ftitution  is  to  be  reftored  to  its  former  ft  ate 
by  a  courfe  of  milk,  efpecially  that  of  aSTes, 
with  proper  diet,  and  the  benefit  of  country 
air  in  fome  agreeable  recefs. 

I  fhall  now  beg  leave  for  the  fake  of  young 
practitioners  to  tranfcribe  from  Dr.  Huxham 
feme  general,  but  moft  excellent  rules  and 
obfervations,  founded  upon  found  judgment, 
reafon,  and  experience,  in  order  to  obviate 
many  of  the  accidents,  and  bad  fymptoms, 
that  ufually  happen  at  the  State,  which  is  the 
moft  dangerous  time  of  the  diftemper ;  fub- 
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joining  fuch  particular  formulas  of  my  own,  as 
may  occafionally  be  neceflary. 

The  great  difficulty  and  danger  of  this 
difeafe  (fays  the  fame  moft  judicious  and 
learned  author)  chiefly  comes  on  at  the  ftate 
or  turn  of  the  pox  (which  happens  much 
fooner  in  fome  kinds  than  in  others,  the 
milder  the  pox,  always  the  fooner)  ;  for 
however  eafily  matters  may  have  proceeded 
till  this  time,  we  are  now  (viz.  the  feventh, 
ninth,  or  eleventh  day  from  the  eruption) 
very  often  furprized  with  a  very  fhocking 
change,  and  terrible  fymptoms.  The  fuel¬ 
ling  of  the  face  finks  at  once,  the  falivation 
fuddenly  ceafes,  the  puftules  grow  flaccid, 
the  interfaces  pale,  lurid,  or  afh-coloured ; 
a  rigor  comes  on,  a  Fever  fucceeds,  with 
great  difficulty  of  breathing,  faint nefs  and 
ficknefs ;  a  perpetual  anxiety,  tremors,  fub- 
fultus,  delirium,  &c.  foon  follow.  Such  a 
change  is  to  be  expedted,  if  the  puftules 
break  out  very  numerous  the  firft,  fecond, 
or  third  day  from  the  feizure ;  if  after  the 
compleat  eruption  they  do  not  fill  well,  keep 
up  round  and  properly  pointed,  but  grow  flat, 
and  run  abroad,  or  have  a  fmall  dimple,  or 
black  fpeck  in  the  middle;  if  they  are  not 
furrounded  with  a  florid  bafe,  and  look 
themfelves  wan,  or  darkifti  coloured  ;  if  the 
urine  withal  hath  continued,  or  grows  pal$, 
crude  and  thin,  and  the  carotid  and  tem¬ 
poral  arteries  throb  much,  no  fmall  danger 
is  impending.  Here  then  the  phyfician  muft 
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in  a  more  efpecial  manner  watch  his  pa¬ 
tient  with  the  utmoft  diligence ;  for  the  af¬ 
fair  of  life  and  death  is  now  to  be  tranfadted 
in  a  few  hours >  and,  though  no  abfolute 
rules  can  be  well  laid  down  in  a  difeafe, 
that  is  attended  with  fuch  a  great  variety  of 
accidents  as  the  Small-pox  ;  yet  perhaps  the 
following  hints  may  not  be  altogether  ufelefs. 

i  ft,  If  the  fwelling  of  the  hands  doth 
not  regularly  fucceed  the  tumor  of  the  face, 
and  the  fwelling  of  the  feet  that  of  the 
hands,  it  is  juftly  reckoned  an  ill  l'ymptom ; 
for  this  is  a  regular  and  critical  tranflation 
of  the  morbid  humors  to  thole  parts,  and 
commonly  happens  when  the  falivation  be¬ 
gins  to  abate,  and  the  face  fubfides.  Where 
therefore  circumftances  are  threatening,  I 
would  advife  the  application  of  epifpaftics 
to  the  wrifts  and  ancles,  a  little  before  we 
expedt  the  tumor  of  the  refpedtive  parts  fhould 
come  on ;  for  thefe  not  only  more  certainly 
draw  the  humors  there,  but  alfo  give  them 

vent :  and  I  think  the  ufe  of  emollient  ca- 

-  ,  <  *  *  . 

taplafms,  or  fotus,  to  the  parts,  fhould  for 
fome  time  precede  the  blifters,  as  they  would 
alfo  tend  to  folicit  thefe  critical  tumors.  Ba- 
glivi  *  fays,  he  ordered  fponges  foaked  in 
emollient  decodtions  with  great  fuccefs.  Some¬ 
times  indeed  nature,  of  her  own  accord, 

throws  the  morbid  matter  on  the  extremities 
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with  fuch  violence,  as  to  create  great  inflam¬ 
mation,  tumor,  and  moft  exquifite  pain ; 
which  nothing  will  fo  effectually  relieve  as 
emollient  fomentations,  by  relaxing  the  parts, 
and  opening  the  pores. 

The  foregoing  method  I  recommended, 
fays  he,  above  twenty  years  ago,  and  have 
lince  pradtifed  it  in  abundance  of  inftances 
with  great  advantage.  The  premature  re- 
ceffion  of  critical  tumors  is  always  of  very 
dangerous  confequence,  witnefs  even  the 
common  gout :  infomuch  that  we  are  many 
times  obliged  to  fix  it  by  acrid  cataplafms. 
In  the  above  cafe  blifters  not  only  attradl, 
but  difcharge  the  morbific  matter.  I  very 
frequently  add  cantharides  to  the  cataplafms ; 
and  I  find  it  is  now  a  practice  with  fome  very 
great  phyficians  to  apply  blifters  to  the  foies 
of  the  feet,  in  cafes  of  danger. 

2dly,  If  heat,  head-ach,  ficknefs -and  load 
at  ftomach,  great  reftlefthefs,  or  ftupor,  come 
on  about  the  fixth  or  eighth  day  from  the 
eruption,  the  body  being  coftive,  as  moft 
commonly  it  is  ;  a  plain  clyfter  of  milk, 
fugar,  and  fait,  or  that  laft  prefcribed,  fel- 
dom  fails  of  giving  immediate  relief :  and  this 
is  efpecially  neceflary,  when  the  fick  make 
frequent  but  vain  efforts  to  ftool ;  and  this  for 
the  reafons  already  given. 

Indeed,  I  feldom  fuffer  my  patients,  par¬ 
ticularly  young  perfons,  to  grow  fo  exceed¬ 
ing  coftive  :  for  I  generally  order  an  emol¬ 
lient  clyfter,  if  neceflary,  to  be  injected  every 

fecond. 
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fiecond,  third,  or  fourth  day  from  the  very 
beginning,  till  I  enter  on  the  ufe  of  gentle 
purgatives ;  which  keeps  the  patient  much 
cooler,  and  renders  the  ufe  of  anodynes 
much  more  fafe  and  effectual :  for  very  often 
thqy  will  have  little  or  no  effect,  till  the  body 
is  unloaded,  or  bring  on  a  comatofe  difpo- 
fition* 

And  yet,  3 dly ,  Anodynes  are  almoft  al¬ 
ways  proper,  nay  neceffary,  in  the  Small¬ 
pox,  efpecially  at  and  towards  the  crilis  : 
were  it  for  nothing  but  to  affuage  the 
pain  from  the  inflammation  of  the  fkin  and 
puftules,  they  would  be  required  ;  for  if  one 
boil  is  attended  with  fo  much  uneafinefs, 
what  will  ten  thoufand  occalion  ?  However, 
the  pain  and  forenefs  complained  of  is  ge¬ 
nerally  a  good  fymptom.  It  is  certainly  a 
very  bad  one,  when  neither  the  fkin  nor 
puftules  inflame  or  grow  painful  5  for  it  ar¬ 
gues  a  great  deficiency  of  the  vis  vitas,  want 
of  a  due  circulation  in  the  extream  capilla¬ 
ries,  and  an  univerfal  torpor.  Let  me  fur¬ 
ther  add,  that,  towards  the  ftate  efpecially, 
the  opiates  Ihould  be  given  early  in  the 
evening,  before  the  exacerbation  comes  on, 
and  in  larger  doles  ;  and,  if  need  be,  often- 
er  repeated.  Diacodium  here  feldom  proves 
fufficient,  unlefs  in  children.  The  dofe  of 
the  anodyne  particularly  fhould  be  always 
increafed  the  evening  before  we  expert  the 
crifis,  in  order  to  quiet  the  tumult,  which 
generally  comes  on  the  enfuing  night  >  for, 

as 
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as  Hippocrates  *  observes,  the  night  before 
the  crifis,  in  ail  Fevers,  is  moft  traublefome. 
When  the  patient  is  very  feverifh  and  hot, 
I  find  it  beft  to  give  the  opiate  with  feme 
acid,  or  out  of  a  faline  draught  j  but,  when 
low  and  languid,  with  therfaca,  or ‘lbme 
alexipharmac. 

In  the  firft  cafe  therefore,

But  in  the  latter  cafe,  when  the  patient  is 
low  and  languid,  the  following  medicines 
may  be  given,  taking  care  to  kee£>  the  body 
open  at  the  fame  time  with  an  emollient 
clyfter,  if  occafion  requires,

4thly,  If  at  the  approach  of  the  fe- 
condary  Fever  the  pulfe  beats  very  quick, 
hard,  and  ftrong,  the  carotid  arteries  throb 
greatly,  the  heat  grows  intenfe,  the  breath¬ 
ing  very  difficult,  and  an  acute  pain  of  the 
head,  or  more  or  lefs  of  a  phrenzy  comes 
on ;  you  are  to  bleed  immediately,  or  in  a 
very  ffiort  time  the  cafe  will  be  irrecover¬ 
able.  It  is  obfervable,  that  the  blood  drawn, 
under  fuch  circumftances,  is  extreamly  vifeid, 
and  as  buffy  as  in  the  higheft  pleurily :  it  is 
very  evident,  that  it  is  in  a  very  inflamma¬ 
tory  ftate,  from  the  ophthalmies,  quinfies, 
peripneumonies,  rheumatifms,  and  external 
inflammations,  which  commonly  fucceed. 

But  5thly,  If,  on  the  contrary,  the  pulfe 
flags,  the  patient  faints,  the  puftules  and  the 
interfaces  grow  pale,  ffirivelled  and  funk,  or 
livid,  the  extremities  coldifh  or  clammy ; 
you  can  fcarce  give  too  warm  medicines, 
drinks,  &c,  nor  apply  too  many  blifters  :  I 
have  feen  very  large  quantities  of  warm 
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wine  given  under  fuch  circumftances,  with 
furprizing  luccefs. 

6thly,  About  the  cl6fe  of  the  third  ftadium 
of  the  Small-pox,  the  falivation  commonly  a- 
bates  much,  and  the  matter  very  often  grows  lo 
exceeding  thick  and  glutinous,,  that  it  is  fpit 
off  with  the  utmoft  difficulty,  and  threatens 
iuffocation  every  minute  almoft,  unlefs  per¬ 
petually  deterged  by  proper  gargles,  fy- 
ringing,  &c, — I  know  no  better,  continues 
Huxham,  in  this  cafe  than  cyder  and  ho¬ 
ney,  or  vinegar,  water,  and  honey,  or  oxy- 
mel  fcillicitum,  with  a  little  nitre  or  crude 
fal  ammoniac.  Muftard  alfo  may  be  boiled 
with  advantage  in  the  gargles,  when  a  Wrong¬ 
er  ftimulant  is  wanting.  The  vegetable  acids 
are  much  more  faponaceous  and  abfterfive 
than  fpirit  of  vitriol,  though  more  commonly 
ufed.  Many  times  all  thefe  are  ineffectual, 
and  nothing  but  an  adtual  vomit  will  relieve  -3 
Sydenham  vomited  in  this  cafe  with  vinum 
benediCtum  to  5ifs. — We  have  much  milder, 
but  equally  efficacious  ;  nay,  oxymel  fcillici¬ 
tum  frequently  given  many  times  fucceeds,  by 
gently  puking,  and  eafing  both  expectora¬ 
tion  and  refpiration.  Befides,  it  hath  the 
farther  advantage  of  promoting  urine  and 
ftool,  which  are  very  often  deficient  at  this 
time  of  the  difeafe ,  but,  when  the  cafe  is 
urgent,  it  fhould  be  quickened  by  a  decoc¬ 
tion,  or  infufion  of  ipecacoanha.  I  have 
had  honefty  and  refolution  enough,  fays  he, 
to  put  this  in  practice  feveral  times,  where 
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this  was  the  dernicre  resource,  and  thereby 
have  fometimes  evidently  lnatched  my  pa¬ 
tient  from  the  jaws  of  death,  though  at  the 
rifque  of  my  own  reputation ;  but  truly  fome¬ 
times  alfo  I  have  loft  both.  But  I  fhall  ever 
be  of  Celfus’s  opinion,  to  try  a  doubtful  re¬ 
medy  rather  than  none.  It  is  not  very  un¬ 
common  to  find  the  tongue  and  fauces  co¬ 
vered  with  a  vaftly  thick,  adhefive,  whitifh, 
or  brown  pellicle,  fo  that  they  look  as  if 
they  had  been  parboiled ;  and  the  cefopha- 
gus  and  afpera  arteria  are  commonly  in  the 
fame  condition  :  this  neither  vomit,  gargle, 
nor  aught  elfe  will  remove,  and  is  a  very 
bad  fymptom,  as  it  fhews  there  is  no  man¬ 
ner  of  fecretion  through  the  glands  of  the 
parts. 

Befides  the  above-mentioned  gargles,  and 
one  already  prefcribed  in  this  chapter,  I  fhall 
put  down  two  more  Very  ufeful  ones  in  this 
diftemper,  viz.

The  great  tenacity  of  the  mucus  of  the 
mouth,  fauces,  &c.  many  times  arifes  from 
want  of  drinking  freely,  through  the  courfe 
or  the  diftemper. — But  this  is  abfolutely  ne~ 
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ceffary  to  dilute  the  blood,  fupport  the  fall— 
vation,  fill  the  puftules,  wafh  off  the  fnor- 
bid  acrid  falts,  and  fupply  the  veffels  with 
more  wholefome  fluids  :  the  very  aliment  in 
this  dlfeafe  fliould  be,  nay  muff  be,  chiefly 
liquid  3  as  folids,  for  the  moft  part,  can  be 
neither  relifhed,  nor  fwallowed.  In  the  black 
confluent  Small-pox,  you  muft  drink,  or 
die. — Thin  acidulated  whey,  decodt.  lufitan. 
gruel,  or  water  with  rhenifh  or  fmall  white- 
wine,  cyder  and  water,  or  the  like,  are  ex¬ 
ceeding  proper  3  and  if  either  petechise,  or 
haemorrhages  appear,  tindlure  of  rofes,  or 
claret  and  water  well  acidulated. 

But  ythly,  When  the  incruftatien  is  per¬ 
fectly  formed,  and  the  falivation  abates,  we 
muff  ftudy  to  promote  fome  other  evacua¬ 
tions  3  for  nothing  now  is  to  be  further  thrown 
off  on  the  external  habit,  little  or  nothing 
now  can  tranfpire  through  the  crufty,  fcaly, 
fkin,  which  invelopes  the  body  like  a  coat  of 
mail,  or  rather,  in  its  confequences,  like  the 
poifonous  fhirt  of  Hercules  :  for  it  not  only 
vaftly  hinders  perfpiration,  but  alfo  confines 
the  pus  and  fanies,  which  grow  every  hour 
more  and  more  putrid,  and,  being  conti¬ 
nually  reforbed  into  the  blood,  bring  on,  feed, 
and  augment  the  fecondary  Fever. 

If  we  can  keep  up  the  falivation,  and 
promote  a  due  flow  of  well-concofted  urine, 
at  this  period,  things  go  on  tolerably  well  3 
but,  very  often,  they  both  greatly  fail  all 
on  a  fudden,  and  the  patient  falls  into  the 

utmoft 
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utmoft  danger. — Here  all  endeavours  fhould 
be  ufed  to  renew  thefe  evacuations ;  more 
blifters  fhould  be  forthwith  laid  on,  and  a 
laxative  emollient  clyfter  immediately  injec¬ 
ted  :  expectorating  mixtures  likewife  of  oyx- 
mel  fcilliticum,  lac  ammoniac.  &c.  fhould 
be  frequently  ufed,  fuch  as  have  already 
been  directed  in  this  chapter,  or  the  fol-

Moreover,  it  is  of  no  fmall  advantage  at 
this  time  of  the  difeafe  to  fhift  the  linnen 
of  the  fick,  which  is  now  grown  exceeding 
foul,  ftiff  and  {linking,  and  becomes  vaftly 
uneafv  to  them  :  befides,  it  very  much  pol¬ 
lutes  the  air  of  the  chamber,  and  renders  it 
fo  very  unfit  for  refpiration,  that  even  the 
moft  healthy  can  fcarce  bear  it ;  nay  it  not 
only  hurts  the  breathing,  but  the  miafmata 
of  this  poifonous  mephites  are  continually 
pafiing  into  the  blood  again  through  the 
vafa  inhalantia,  lungs,  &c.  and  further  cor¬ 
rupt 
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hlpt  the  blood.  It  is  furprifing  to  find  hoW 
greatly  the  fick  are  refreflied  on  changing 
the  air  of  the  room,  by  prudently  opening 
the  windows  and  doors,  and  removing  the 
ftinking  linnen,  &c.  They  have  new  life,  as 
they  frequently  and  properly  exprefs  it;  for 
frefli  air  is  the  breath  of  life.  It  is  certainly 
6f  the  higheft  confequence  to  confine  fuch 
putrid  air,  and  the  fick  in  it.  Whatever 
may  be  pretended,  there  is  no  manner  of 
danger  in  fluffing  the  fick,  provided  it  be 
carefully  done  into  very  dry  warm  linnen ; 
but  it  is  a  filly  notion  to  have  the  Ihirt,  or 
fhift,  worn  by  another  perfon  for  twelve  or 
twenty-four ,  hours  before  it  is  put  on  the 
fick  perfon. — Can  it  not  be  made  fully  dry 
and  warm  without  fo  doing  ?  will  not  the 
perfpiration,  or  fweat,  of  the  moft  healthy 
dirt  and  damp  it. 

But  of  this  enough :  I  return  to  the  aft 
fair  of  evacuation,  and  fliall  conclude  this 
head  with  fome  obfervations  on  purging  in 
the  fecondary  Fever  of  the  Small-pox. 

When  the  falivation  proceeds  regularly, 
the  puftules  keep  up  and  maturate  kindly, 
the  fwellings  of  the  face,  hands,  and  feet 
come  on  in  due  feafon,  and  the  patients  fleep 
quietly,  and  breathe  freely ;  all  things  are 
well,  and  nature  is  moft  effectually  doing 
her  own  work,  and  Ihould  be  properly  fup« 
ported  in  it,  but  never  difturbed,— Here  I 
even  abftain  from  clyfters,  though  the  pa¬ 
tient  may  have  been  coftive  for  feveral  days 
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together,  till  after  the  compleat  incruftation  ; 
and  then  they  are  proper  to  prepare  for  the 
fticceeding  purges,  which  without  all  doubt 
are  then  neceffary. 

But  it  very  often,  nay  almoft  always,  hap¬ 
pens  in  the  coherent  and  confluent  Pox,  at, 
or  before,  this  period,  that  more  or  left  of 
a  fecondary  Fever  comes  on  ;  partly  from 
the  relbrpdon  of  the  matter  of  the  external 
and  internal  puftules,  partly  from  the  fup- 
prefled  perfpiration,  and  partly  from  the  pu¬ 
trid  colluvies  of  the  inteftinal  canal  ;  wliich 
cannot  but  be  very  coniiderable,  as  undoubt¬ 
edly  part  of  the  morbific  matter,  feparated 
by  the  glands  of  the  mouth,  fauces,  &c.  is 
fwallowed,  and  a  great  deal  more  mull:  be 
fecreted  by  the  glands  of  the  guts,  biliary 
duefts,  &c.  into  the  inteftines  :  for,  as  vaftly 
lefs  than  ufual  now  palfes  off7  through  the 
ikin,  a  much  greater  quantity  of  humors 
muft  fall  on  the  bowels ,  it  being  a  well 
known  maxim,  that  the  leflening  of  one 
evacuation  is  the  increafe  of  another,  and 
alfo  that  there  is  a  peculiar  confent  between 
the  fkin  and  the  guts :  to  all  this  likewife 
is  added  the  purulent  matter  of  the  vario¬ 
lous-  puflules,  that  may  happen  to  be  in  the 
ffomach  and  inteftines.  So  that  there  can¬ 
not  but  be  a  great  lodgment  of  very  putrid 
matter  in  the  firft  pafiages,  which  grows 
the  more  and  more  virulent,  the  longer  it 
continues  there,  and  is  perpetually  pafting 
again  into  the  blood,  through  the  absorbing 
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veffels  of  the  guts,  and  becomes  a  fuel  to 
the  Fever  which  nature  endeavours  even  this 
way,  partly  at  leaft,  to  throw  off. — Should 
it  remain  there  then,  or  fhould  it  be  carried 
off?  The  anfwer  is  obvious.  Nature  of  her 
own  accord  commonly  attempts  it  with  the 
greateft  advantage  in  adults,  and  almoft 
always  in  children,  to  whom  a  diarrhoea  is  a 
kind  of  fuccedaneum  to  the  falivation  of 
elder  perfons.— Is  not  this  then  a  fufficient 
indication  how  to  relieve  her  at  fuch  a 
jundlure  ?  And,  in  truth,  what  horribly  foetid, 
putrid,  large  ftools  do  we  obferve  in  this 
diftemper,  on  the  ufe  of  a  clyfter,  and  more 
elpecially  after  a  purgative,  I  mean  at  the 
ftate,  or  in  the  declination  ?  Nay  this  mafs 
of  corruption  lying  long  in  the  guts,  and 
growing  daily  more  putrid,  becomes  at  laft 
fo  extreamly  acrid  as  to  corrode  them ;  at 
leaft  fo  greatly  irritates  them,  as  to  bring  on 
that  very  diarrhoea,  or  dyfentery,  which  fome 
fo  vainly  fear  will  arife  from  a  gentle  ca¬ 
thartic. 

But  further,  if  nature,  neither  bv  her  own 
effort,  nor  the  help  of  art,  is  capable  of 
keeping  the  morbific  humors  from  falling 
on  the  more  vital  parts,  but,  from  an  un¬ 
fortunate  tranflation  of  it,  is  like  to  fink 
under  its  weight ;  as  upon  a  fudden  retro- 
ceflion  of  the  tumor  of  the  face  and  hands, 
a  premature  fuppreffion  of  the  falivation,  or 
the  like ;  doth  it  not  feem  neceffary  to  carry 
off  the  offending  matter  by  fome  other  out- 
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let,  as  particularly  by  the  guts,  which  are 
much  more  eafily  and  certainly  folicited  to  a 
difcharge  than  the  pores  of  the  fkin,  the  uri¬ 
nary  paffages,  or  the  falivary  dudts  ? — Indeed 
when  the  falivation  of  courfe  ceafes,  in  my 
opinion,  it  feems  proper  to  promote  fome 
other  evacuation  in  its  room  ;  and  if  we  ufe 
a  clyfter,  or  a  gentle  purgative,  we  may 
readily  reftrain  too  great  a  difcharge  by  an 
opiate. 

It  hath  been  and  may  be  objected  to  this 
pra&ice,  that  it  tends  to  draw  the  noxious 
humors  from  the  external  habit  to  the  vitals. 
— But  to  this  I  anfwer,  that  purging  is  more 
efpecially  pleaded  for,  when  the  incruftation 
is  formed,  and  the  morbid  matter  concofted, 
at  leaf!:  as  much  as  ever  it  will  be  (for  a  due 
concoftion,  or  maturation,  is  never  to  be  ex¬ 
pected  in  the  lymphatic  kind;)  that  it  is  par¬ 
ticularly  contended  for,  when  an  unfavour¬ 
able  metaftafis  of  the  morbid  matter  hath  al¬ 
ready  happened,  and  cannot  well  and  readily 
be  removed  by  other  means ;  that  this  is  fub- 
flituted  in  the  place  of  a  fuppreffed  critical 
evacuation,  and  that  nature  attempts,  nay, 
ultimately  requires,  a  difcharge  this  way  ; 
that  there  is  no  other  method  of  diflodging 
the  putrid  colluvies  in  the  inteftines,  that 
feeds  the  fccondary  Fever,  but  this ;  and  that 
whenever  there  is  a  great  quantity  of  foul 
corrupt  matter  in  the  fir  ft  paffages,  of  what 
kind  foever,  there  is  a  confequent  Fever ; 
witnefs  verminous,  crapulary,  bilious  Fevers, 
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which  cannot  be  carried  off  but  by  purging 
and  vomiting  ;  laftly,  that  every  one  allows 
the  abfolute  neceflity  of  purging  at  the  clofe 
of  the  Small-pox  ,  otherwifc  boils,  indurated 
glands,  foul  ulcers,  carious  bones,  rotten  lungs, 
or  a  confuming  Hedtic,  certainly  fucceed. 

But  when  I  recommend  purging  in  the 
fecondary  Fever  of  the  Small-pox,  I  would 
always  advife  to  begin  with  the  moft  lenient 
cool  cathartics :  The  draftic,  fcammoniate, 
aloetic  purges  are  certainly  highly  improper 
till  the  Fever  greatly  abates;  then  indeed 
fome  ftronger  purgatives  (to  which  I  always 
join  fome  calomel)  fhould  be  ufed.  The 
imprudent  ufe  of  ftrong  hot  purges,  at  the 
beginning,  the  not  giving  a  proper  anodyne 
after  the  purges,  and  the  want  of  duly  fup- 
porting  the  lick  during  the  operation,  have, 
I  am  perfuaded,  been  frequently  attended 
with  ill  confequences ;  but  am  very  fure,  that 
purging  in  the  fecondary  Fever,  in  the  man¬ 
ner  I  have  advifcd,  is  of  great  fervice,  and  I 
have  feen  very  many  inftances  of  its  great 
fuccefs. 

Hillary  jullly  takes  notice,  that  in  all  acute 
difeafes,  and  efpecially  the  Small-pox,  we  mull 
all  along  carefully  obferve  the  patient’s  pulfe, 
urine,  and  manner  of  breathing  :  the  belt 
pulfe  in  a  ftate  of  health,  is  a  ftrong,  full, 
equal,  and  flow  pulfe ;  therefore,  the  nearer 
it  approaches  to  thefe,  the  better,  and  vice 
verfa. 
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The  patient’^  urine  in  this  difeafe,  as  well 
as  in  all  exanthematous  Fevers,  generally  de- 
pofites  a  fediment  from  the  beginning  to  the 
end  of  the  difeafe.  A  high-coloured  inflamed 
urine,  without  a  fediment,  or  with  a  fuf- 
penfion  after  the  fediment,  is  a  bad  omen  : 
and  a  clear  pale  urine,  when  the  Fever  is 
very  high,  or  the  patient  delirious,  is  worfe 
(except  in  fome  hyfteric,  and  hypochondriac 
people). 

The  manner  of  breathing  Should  not  be 
quick,  but  free,  eafy,  and  unmolefted. 

As  there  may  probably  be  feveral  perfons 
who  do  not  altogether  approve  of  the  practice 
of  inoculating  the  Small-pox,  it  may  not  per¬ 
haps  be  improper  to  communicate  in  this  place 
a  Short,  eafy,  and  fuccefsful  method  of  pre¬ 
paring  the  body  for  a  mild  reception  of  that 
diStemper  in  lieu  of  inoculation. 

Whenever,  therefore,  the  Small-pox  are 
predominant  either  in  town  or  country,  let 
fuch,  as  have  never  gone  through  this  difeafe, 
bath  their  bodies,  before  they  have  received 
any  infection,  all  over  in  a  tub  or  any  other 
convenient  veSTel  of  warm  w  ater,  and  which 
may  be  occasionally  repeated.  After  bathing, 
if  the  perfon  is  flrong  and  vigorous,  or  of  a 
plethoric  habit  of  body,  bleeding  may  be 
neceffary;  and  if  the  ftomach  at  the  fame 
time  Should  be  loaded  with  phlegm,  bile,  or 
food  unfeafonably  taken,  a  gentle  vomit  may 
fucceed  bleeding ;  but  if  neither  plethora, 
foul  Stomach,  &c.  indicate  thefe  evacuations, 
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they  may  both  be  omitted,  or  deferred,  till 
we  fee  whether  they  are  required  after  the 
infection,  or  not.  Thefe  being  occaflonally 
performed  or  omitted,  it  will  be  highly  ne- 
ceflary  to  exhibit  two,  three,  or  four  dofes 
of  proper  cooling  phyfic,  at  fuitable  diftances 
after  each  other.  The  pcrfon,  thus  properly 
prepared,  fhould  frequently  enter  into  the 
room  of  the  infedfed  perfon,  and  be  more 
particularly  about  his  bed  with  the  curtains 
open  to  him,  before,  about,  and  after  the 
time  of  maturation,  till  he  is  feized  with  the 
diftemper  :  and  during  the  whole  time  of 
preparation,  till  he  takes  the  difeafe,  let  him 
abftain  from  all  heating  and  higdi-feafoned 
meats,  vinous  and  fpiritupus  liquors,  and  let 
his  diet  be  fparing,  thin,  cooling,  and  dilu¬ 
ting  5  fuch  as  gruel,  panado,  pudding,  roaft- 
ed  apples  and  bread,  milk  and  water,  but¬ 
ter-milk,  whey,  lemonade,  orangeade,  and 
the  like;  and  fometimes  fmall  broths,  a  little 
light  meat,  and  cooling  fallads,  &c.  Let 
his  mind  alfo  be  kept  chearful  and  eafy,  and 
the  ufe  of  the  reft  of  the  non-naturals  as  re¬ 
gular  as  poflible  ;  and  efpecially  let  him  avoid 
all  violent  exercife,  and  anxiety  of  mind,  as 
fear,  grief,  intenfe  thought  Gr  ftudy,  and  the 
like,  as  much  as  poflible. 

By  this  cooling  regimen,  and  purging,  the 
crude  humors  will  be  carried  off,  and  the 
blood  and  other  juices  of  the  body  will  be 
kept  cool,  and  lefs  fubjedt  to  be  heated  and 
inflamed ;  and  confequently  the  fucceeding 
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difeaie,  and  all  its  fymptoms,  more  mild  and 
favourable.  Sydenham  obferves  (even  with¬ 
out  the  method  here  propofed)  that  repeated 
purging,  before  the  blood  is  infedted,  moft 
commonly  renders  the  fucceeding  Small-pox 
diftindt  and  favourable.  cc  Saepenumerq 
(fays  he)  pbfervaverim  reiteratim  catharfin, 
cc  fanguine  nondum  inquinato,  fubfequentes 
variolas  laudabiles  et  diftindtas  ut  pluri- 
tc  mum  reddidiffe.”  Therefore  when  the 
purgatives  are  of  the  cooling  kind,  and  aflift- 
ed  by  this  cooling  regimen,  and  the  other 
directions  as  above-mentioned,  they  muft  be 
much  more  effectual,  which  experience  alfo 
confirms. 

But  if  the  perfon  thus  prepared,  when  the 
Small-pox  is  very  epidemical,  and  in  his 
neighbourhood,  fhould  not  happen  to  catch 
the  diftemper,  (which  is  fometimes  likewife 
the  cafe  of  inoculation)  yet  the  gentle  purg¬ 
ing,  and  cool  temperate  manner  of  living,  &c, 
here  prefcribed,  and  though  continued  for 
fome  time,  will  be  fo  far  from  being  hurtful, 
that,  on  the  contrary,  it  cannot  fail  of  being 
ferviceable  to  the  conlfitution;  and,  therefore, 
the  trouble  of  repeating  this  method,  when 
the  difeafe  is  near  him  again,  is  fo  trifling, 
as  deferves  not  to  be  mentioned  in  compari- 
fon  of  the  danger  that  may  polfibly  happen 
in  receiving  this  diftemper,  when  unprepared 
to  attack  fuch  a  fierce  and  cruel  enemy.  And 
in  truth,  this  or  fome  fuch  like  method  of 
preparing  the  body  to  receive  the  difeafe,  is 
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the  chief  (if  not  foie)  advantage,  which  the 
pradtice  of  inoculation  has  above  that  of  hav¬ 
ing  it  by  infe&ion  in  the  ufual  and  common 
natural  way. 

N.  B.  Children  are  to  be  treated  in  the 
fame  manner,  with  fome  little  alterations 
made  in  point  of  diet,  proportionably  to  their 
age. 


CHAP.  IX. 
Of  the  Mealies. 


nr*  H  E  Meafles  is  an  eruptive  catarrhal 
Fever,  generally  epidemic,  having  a 
great  affinity  with  the  Small-pox,  and  never 
feizes  any  more  than  once.  This  difeafe  con- 
lifts  of  three  different  ftates,  or  periods,  viz. 
The  time  of  fermentation,  or  the  febrile  ftate; 
2dly,  the  eruptive  ftate ;  3dly,  the  ftate  of 
declination,  or  drying ;  for  they  are  not  fub- 
je£t  to  fuppuration. 

The  hiftory  of  this  difeafe,  according  to 
the  progrefs  it  generally  makes  with  us,  is 
poft  accurately  defcribed  by  our  countryman, 
Sydenham  ;  who  affirms,  it  is  a  Fever,  which 
both  in  its  nature,  and  the  method  of  its 
cire,  is  fufficiently  connedted  with  the  Small- 
pcx ;  that  is  to  fay,  is  attended  with  a  very 
great  inflammation,  and  prqtrufion  of  puftules, 
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peculiar  to  itfelf,  through  the  flein  ;  which 
inflammation  not  only  lays  hold  of  the  exte¬ 
rior  but  the  interior  parts  alfo  of  the  body, 
particularly  the  lungs,  the  confequence  of 
which  is  a  cough,  and  fhortnefs  of  breath. 

Fuller  declares,  that  to  go  about  to  alter 
the  defcription  Debtor  Sydenham  hath  drawn 
up  of  this  diftemper,  would  be  the  fame 
thing  as  attempting  to  alter  one  of  Phidias’s 
ftatues. 

I  therefore,  fays  he,  judge  it  a  wifer  and 
better  courfe  to  tranflate  him,  than  thruft  in  a 
worfe  account  of  my  own  ;  which  tranflation 
I  ill  all  give  exactly  in  his  own  words. 

About  the  beginning  of  January,  1670. 
(for  they  ufe  to  enter  early  in  the  year)  the 
Meafles  came  in,  and  daily  increaied  till  the 
vernal  equinox ;  then  having  attained  their 
height,  they  decreafed  by  the  fame  degrees, 
and  in  June  following  went  quite  off. 

This  being  the  moft  perfectly  regular  fort 
that  ever  I  faw,  I  will  deferibe  exactly  as  I 
obferved  them. 

They  began  and  ended  at  the  times  afore- 
faid,  feized  chiefly  on  children ;  but  fpared 
none  in  any  houfe  they  entered  into. 

The  firft  day,  they  open  the  tragedy  wit.i 
fhivering,  and  an  inequality  of  heat  and  cod 
fucceflively  chafing  each  other. 

The  fecond  day,  there  is  a  perfeft  Fever, 
with  great  illnefs,  third:,  lofs  of  appeti:e, 
whitenefs  (but  not  drynefs)  of  the  tongie, 
a  little  cough,  heavinefs  of  the  head  and  e^es,

with  a  perpetual  drowfinefs ;  for  the  molt  part 
a  humor  diftills  from  the  eyes  and  nofe. 

And  this  effufion  of  tears  into  the  eyes  is  a 
moft  certain  fign  of  the  Mealies  coming. 

To  which  we  may  add  this  other,  no  lefs 
certain,  that  though  this  diftemper  moft  com¬ 
monly  fheweth  itfelf  in  the  face  in  fmall 
roughilh  eruptions,  yet  in  the  breaft  it  ap- 
peareth  in  red  broad  fpots,  that  are  quite  flat, 
and  rife  not  above  the  fuperflcies  of  the  fkin. 

The  lick  fneezeth,  as  though  he  had 
caught  cold ;  his  eye-lids  (juft  before  erup¬ 
tion)  fwell ;  he  vomits  often  ;  or  has  a  diar¬ 
rhoea  with  green  ftools  (which  happens  moft- 
ly  to  fuch  as  are  upon  dentition  :)  children 
are  more  froward  than  they  ufe  to  be. 

Thefymptoms  ufually  increafe  till  the  fourth 
day  5  and  then  (yet  fometimes  they  ftay  till 
the  fifth)  fmall  red  fpots,  like  flea-bites,  be¬ 
gin  to  come  out  upon  the  forehead  and  reft  of 
the  face  ;  which,  being  grown  in  number  and 
magnitude,  flow  together,  and  branch  out 
upon  the  face  in  pretty  large  and  varioufly 
fpots. 

Thefe  fpots  confift  of  very  little  red  papulae, 
thick  fet  together,  and  fomewhat  raifed  above 
the  plain  of  the  {kin,  whole  protuberance  may 
be  felt,  but  not  lo  eafilyfeen. 

Next  to  the  face,  which  they  poflefs  them- 
felves  of  before  any  other  part,  they  invade, 
by  degrees,  the  belly,  thighs,  and  legs ;  but 
they  afifed  the  trunk  and  limbs  with  rednels 
only,  and  no  fenfible  roughnefs. 

The 
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The  fymptoms  abate  not  upon  the  break¬ 
ing  out  of  the  Meafles,  as  they  do  in  the 
Small-pox  ( yet  I  never  obferved  vomiting 
after  eruption)  but  the  Fever  and  cough  in- 
creafe ;  and  as  to  the  difficulty  of  breathing> 
weaknefs  of  the  eyes  and  defluxions,  lofs  of 
appetite,  &c.  they  remain  as  before. 

The  fixth  day,  or  thereabouts,  the  papu¬ 
lae  dying,  and  the  cuticula  breaking,  a  rough- 
ifh  fcurfinefs  comes  upon  the  forehead  and 
face ;  though  at  the  fame  time,  the  fpots  on 
the  reft  of  the  body  continue  very  broad,  and 
exceeding  red. 

About  the  eighth  day  the  fpots  of  the  face 
vaniffi,  and  on  the  reft  of  the  body  they  are 
fcarce  to  be  difcerned. 

The  ninth  day  they  are  all  quite  gone;  the 
face  and  limbs,  and  fometimes  the  whole 
body  appearing  as  though  powdered  with 
meal,  by  means  of  particles  of  the  tattered 
cuticula  flicking  up  roughifh  ;  which,  upon 
the  difeafe's  going  quite  off,  fevers  into  finall 
fragments,  and  afterwards  fcurfeth  away  like 
little  fcales. 

Thus  the  Meafles  vaniffi  about  the  eighth 
day;  at  which  time  the  common  people  (being 
let  into  a  miftake  by  counting  upon  the  time 
the  Small-pox  ufeth  to  continue)  are  wont  to 
fay,  they  are  gone  in  again ;  although,  in 
truth,  they  have  finifhed  the  whole  courfe 
which  nature  defigned.  And  they  imagine, 
the  fymptoms,  that  arife  upon  their  going  off, 
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are  caufed  by  the  ftriking  in  of  the  Mealies 
fooner  than  they  ought. 

For  we  are  to  obferve,  that  at  this  time 
the  Fever  and  difficulty  of  breathing  are  in- 
creafed,  and  the  cough  grown  fo  cruelly  trou- 
blefome,  as  to  hinder  fleep  day  and  night. 

Such  children,  efpecially,  as  have  been 
kept  too  hot,  and  have  taken  hot  medicines, 
to  drive  or  keep  out  the  Mealies,  are,  upon 
the  going  off  of  the  diftemper,  mod:  liable  to 
thefe  mifchiefs ;  whence  they  are  thrown  in¬ 
to  a  Peripneumony,  which  deftroys  more  than 
even  the  Small-pox,  or  any  other  fymptom 
belonging  to  the  difeafe :  and  yet  if  the  Mealies 
be  but  Ikilfully  treated,  they  are  of  themfelves 
not  dangerous. 

Sometimes  a  diarrhoea  goes  along  with  the 
Mealies,  fometimes  followeth,  and  continueth 
many  weeks  after  the  difeafe,  and  all  its  other 
fymptoms  are  gone,  not  without  imminent 
danger,  by  reafon  of  continual  wafting  of  Ipi- 
rits  and  ftrength. 

Sometimes,  after  a  very  hot  regimen,  the 
fpots  look  firft  livid,  and  after  black  :  but  this 
happens  to  grown  perfons  only.  And  the  cafe 
is  then  defperate,  unlefs  there  can  be  prefent 
relief  obtained  by  bleeding,  or  a  more  tempe¬ 
rate  regimen. 

Another  more  irregular  fort  of  Mealies  he 
obferved  in  the  year  1674  anc^  1675.  And 
faith, 

In  January  1674,  there  began  a  fpecies  of 
Mealies  different  from  the  aforefaid,  and 
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raged  as  epidemically  as  that,  but  was  not 

fo  regular,  and  obferved  not  fo  conftant  a 
type. 

For  they  brake  out  fometimes  fooncr,  fome- 
times  later;  whereas  the  others  brake  out  up¬ 
on  the  fourth  day  precifely. 

Furthermore,  they  appeared  firft  on  their 
fhoulders,  and  other  parts  of  the  trunk ; 
whereas  the  aforefaid  were  feen  firft  in  the 
face,  and  then  afterwards  in  the  other  parts, 
by  degrees. 

Neither  in  this  fort,  unlefs  very  rarely,  did 
the  fkin,  upon  the  departure  of  the  Meafles, 
fcale  off  like  bran ;  which  was  as  certainly 
feen  after  the  others,  as  ufeth  to  be  after  a 
Scarlet  Fever. 

Laftly,  more  died  of  thefe  when  ill  treat¬ 
ed,  than  of  the  former  fort :  for  the  Fever, 
and  fhortnefs  of  breath  which  ufually  comes 
when  the  Meafles  go  off,  were  far  more  ve¬ 
hement,  and  more  nearly  reprefented  a  Perip- 
neumony. 

Yet  notwithftanding  this  irregularity,  as  to 
the  related  fymptoms,  they  agreed  with  the 
other  in  all  the  moft  material  things. 

And  they  increafed  to  the  vernal  equinox, 
then  decreafed  again,  and  about  the  fummer 
lolftice  quite  vaniftied. 

Jn  regard  to  the  curative  part,  Mead  ob- 
ferves,  that  as  this  peftilential  difeafe  borders 
on  the  Small-pox,  it  does  not  demand  a  very 
different  treatment  from  that  laid  down  in  the 
fame.  We  muff  bleed  therefore,  on  the  firft 
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fymptoms  of  this  illnefs,  in  proportion  to  the 
age  and  ftrength,  and  that,  if  poffible,  be¬ 
fore  any  eruption  5  though,  in  cafe  the  puf- 
tules  appear,  we  mu  ft  ftill  bleed.  For  the 
greateft  danger  is  an  inflammation  of  the 
lungs,  which  cannot  be  prevented  too  foon. 
For  which  reafon,  on  an  increafe  of  the  Fe¬ 
ver,  though  bleeding  was  enjoined  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  diftemper,  it  is  neceffary  to 
repeat  it.  Laftly,  when  the  difeale  is  going 
off,  and  there  is  no  farther  protruflon  of 
matter  to  the  fkin,  and  the  feales  are  falling 
off,  this  evacuation  muft  by  no  means  be 
omitted  ;  in  order  to  prevent  a  flux  of  hu¬ 
mors  from  falling  on  the  breaft  or  inteftines, 
and  the  patient  from  becoming  hedtical  and 
confumptive. 

The  diet  ought  to  be  of  the  fame  kind, 
as  that  enjoined  in  the  Small-pox ;  fo  that 
the  belly  be  kept  rather  loofe  than  bound, 
during  the  whole  courfe  of  the  ficknefs. 

As  to  the  remedies,  to  thefe  cooling  ones, 
which  are  preferibed  in  the  Small-pox,  muft 
be  added  fuch  as  eafe  the  cough,  and  pro¬ 
mote  expectoration  ;  namely,  oily  lindtus, 
and  pedtoral  decodtion,  which,  with  the  ad¬ 
dition  of  a  little  nitre,  is  to  be  frequently 
drank  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the 
diferder.

If  the  patient  is  bound  in  his  body,  an 
ounce  of  manna  may  be  added  to  the  infu- 
fion  inftead  of  the  pedtoral  fyrup,  and  folu- 
tive  fyrup  of  rofes  or  violets  may  be  fubfti- 
tuted  for  the  pedtoral  fyrup  in  the  lindtus. 

Mead 
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Mead  is  likewife  of  opinion,  that  even 
Sydenham  was  not  cautious  enough,  in  giv¬ 
ing  diacodium  on  the  fir  ft  days  of  this  ma¬ 
lady;  becaufe  all  opiates  thicken  the  humors, 
render  the  breath  ihorter,  and  obftru<ft  or 
retard  the  eruption  of  the  puftules.  There¬ 
fore  during  the  increafe  of  the  diftemper, 
they  are  to  be  ufed  very  fparingly ;  though, 
on  its  declenfion,  their  exhibition  is  alto¬ 
gether  proper  and  judicious.  For  when  from 
an  acrimonious  phlegm  infefting  the  lungs, 
a  cough  threatens  a  Hedtic  Fever  and  Con- 
fumption,  we  muft  recur  to  anodynes  to  al¬ 
lay  the  irritation.  In  the  mean  time,  gentle 
cathartics  are  to  be  given  at  due  intervals. 
Milk  too,  efpecially  that  of  afles,  is  to  be 
drank.  Change  of  air  is  likewife  extremely 
neceflary ;  and  laftly,  as  far  as  the  patient’s 
weak  condition  will  allow  of  it,  fuitable  exer- 
cife  either  on  horfeback,  or  in  a  coach,  is 
to  be  daily  enjoined. 

CHAP.  X. 

Of  the  Scarlet  Fever. 

H  I S  is  a  kind  of  Fever,  wherein 
the  patient  is  all  over  as  red  as  fcarlet 
from  the  beginning,  whence  it  has  its  name; 
caufing  the  body  to  look  as  though  it  was 
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tinged  with  deep  red  wine,  without  diffindlion 
of  fpots,  or  void  interfaces. 

Sydenham  fays,  the  Scarlet  Fever,  though 
it  may  happen  at  any  time,  yet  moft  com¬ 
monly  comes  at  the  latter  end  of  fummer ; 
at  which  time  it  feizes  whole  families,  but 
efpecially  children.  It  begins  with  coldnefs 
and  fhivering,  as  in  other  Fevers,  without 
any  violent  ficknefs.  Afterwards  the  fkin  is 
covered  with  red  fpots,  which  are  larger, 
more  florid,  and  not  fo  uniform  as  the. 
meafles.  They  continue  two  or  three  days, 
and  then  difappear  ;  then  the  cuticle  falls  off, 
and  leaves  behind  it  a  fort  of  mealy  fcales, 
fcattered  over  the  body,  and  thefe  fcales  come 
and  go  two  or  three  times  fucceffively. 

Morton  fays,  the  Scarlet  Fever  does  not 
differ  from  the  meafles,  except  it  be  in  the 
manner  of  the  efflorefcence  only,  infomuch  as 
that  it  may  not  improperly  be  called  the 
confluent  meafles.  It  requires  the  fame  re¬ 
gimen  and  method  of  cure.  The  effloref¬ 
cence  in  the  meafles  makes  its  appearance 
in  different  figures  and  fliapes,  as  in  fquares, 
oblongs,  and  multangular  figures,  from 
whence  the  fkin  is  diverfely  variegated  : 
whereas,  in  the  Scarlet  Fever,  the  cuticle  is 
fpread  all  over  with  one  continued  inflamma¬ 
tion  and  rednefs. 

Sydenham  reckons  this  dileafe  to  be  no¬ 
thing  elfe  than  a  moderate  effervefcence  of 
the  blood,  occafioncd  by  the  heat  of  the 
foregoing  fummer,  or  feme  other  way  ;  and 
/  there- 
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therefore,  left  nature  fliould  be  hindered,  o t 
difturbed  in  doing  her  proper  work,  he  for¬ 
bears  both  bleeding  and  the  ufe  of  clyfters 
on  the  one  hand,  as  well  as  the  unfeafonable 
ufe  of  cordials  on  the  other.  Upon  the  whole, 
he  thinks  it  is  fufficlent,  that  the  patient  ab-> 
ftains  from  flefh,  all  hot  cordials  and  fpiri- 
tuous  liquors,  and  that  he  keeps  always  with¬ 
in,  but  not  always  in  bed*  But  when, 
the  fcales  are  quite  gone  off,  and  the  fymp- 
toms  ceafed,  he  then  thinks  it  proper  to 
purge  the  lick  with  fome  gentle  medicine 
that  is  agreeable  to  his  age  and  ftrength  5 
and  by  this  fimple  and  plain  natural  method, 
this  name  of  a  difeafe,  for  it  is  fcarce  any 
thing  more,  may  be  eafily  and  fafely  re¬ 
moved.  But  it  fometimes  happens,  that  in 
the  beginning  of  this  difeafe,  children  and 
young  perfons  are  feized  with  epileptic  con- 
vulfions,  or  a  coma.  In  this  cafe,  a  lar^e 
blifter  fliould  be  applied  to  the  neck,  and 
a  paregoric  of  diacodium  muft  be  pre- 
fently  given,  and  like  wife  repeated  every 
night  till  the  patient  recovers.  At  the  fame 
time  alfo,  he  fliould  be  ordered  to  ufe,  for 
his  common  drink,  milk  boiled  with  three 
times  the  quantity  of  water,  and  muft  be 
fure  to  avoid  eating  flefli  meats  of  what  kind 
foeven 
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CHAP.  XI. 

Of  an  Eryfipclatofe  Fever. 

AN  Eryfipelas  is  the  fecond  of  the  ge¬ 
neral  tumors  in  Surgery,  taken  no¬ 
tice  of  by  the  ancients,  deducible  from  choler, 
as  the  phlegmon  from  blood,  according  to 
their  fentiments  :  but  Turner  more  properly 
choofes  to  call  it  the  offspring  of  a  bilious 
ferum,  (pure  bile,  producing  rather  a  jaun¬ 
dice  than  an  eryfipelas)  diffufed  from  the 
capillary  arteries  to  the  furface  of  the  fkin  ; 
and  accordingly  defines  it  a  preternatural 
affedtion  or  painful  fwelling  of  the  fkin, 
taking  rife  from  a  bilious  effervefcence  of  the 
blood,  of  a  yellowifh  red,  but  not  fo  intenfely 
as  the  phlegmon,  attended  with  fome  prick¬ 
ing  and  burning  heat,  receding  upon  pref- 
fure,  and  prefently  again  returning,  accom¬ 
panied  alfo  with  a  feverifh  indifpolition,  and 
light  fhivering,  though  fometimes  unobferved 
at  the  time  of  its  breaking  forth  on  the  fkin, 
of  which  feverifh  ferment  it  is  very  com¬ 
monly  the  critical  production  :  nature  taking 
this  way  by  the  bilious  effervefcence,  to  free 
herfelf  of  fome  inteftine  enemy,  throwing 
him  out  by  the  miliary  glandules  thereof ; 
as,  in  the  phlegmon,  other  morbid  particles 
are  difcharged  upon  the  interfaces  of  the 
mufcles,  or  other  flefhy  parts.  It  differs  alfo, 
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as  already  obferved,  from  the  phlegmon  or 
common  inflammation  in  its  yellower  colour, 
greater  heat  and  pricking,  with  lefs  of  tu- 
mefadlion  and  puliation.  And  although  this 
difeafe  may  happen  to  all  parts  of  the  body, 
yet  mod  ufually  it  aflails  the  face,  poflibly 
from  the  pores  being  ftraiter  in  thefe  parts 
expofed  to  the  air,  which,  from  the  humors 
being  ftopt  under  the  cuticle,  paints  the  fame 
of  this  colour,  till  the  faid  pores  being  again 
let  open,  the  fame  perfpire  or  are  difcuffed. 

Sydenham’s  account  of  this  eruptive  Fever 
is,  that  it  feizes  every  part  of  the  body,  and 
at  any  time,  but  efpecially  the  face,  and 
chiefly  at  the  latter  end  of  fummer ;  the  pa¬ 
tient  is  frequently  attacked  whilft  he  is  abroad 
in  the  open  air,  his  face  is  fuddenly  fwelled 
with  great  pain  and  rednefs,  and  full  of  fmall 
pimples,  and  when  the  inflammation  is  more 
increafed,  bladders  fometimes  arife  over  the 
forehead  and  other  parts  of  the  head,  info- 
much  that  the  fick  becomes  blind  with  it 
(the  country  people  call  it  a  blight  or  planet- 
ftruck)  and  puftules  arife  like  thofe  that  ac¬ 
company  the  flinging  of  bees.  But  what¬ 
ever  part  it  feizes,  and  at  whatever  time  of 
the  year  it  happens,  it  always  begins  with 
chilnefs  and  fhivering,  and  other  common 
fymptoms  of  a  Fever.  The  difeafe  proceed¬ 
ing,  as  the  Fever  fir  ft  accompanied  the  pain, 
fwelling,  and  other  fymptoms,  (which,  daily 
increafing,  fometimes  end  in  a  gangrene)  lb 
thefe  in  like  manner  do  not  a  little  increafe 
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the  Fever,  till  both  are  removed  by  proper 
remedies. 

There  is  another  fort  of  this  difeafe,  though 
it  feldomer  happens,  commonly  arifmg  from 
a  furfeit,  or  a  debauch  of  drinking,  fubtle 
and  attenuating  wines,  or  fpirituous  liquors. 
A  fmall  Fever,  which  leads  the  van,  is  pre- 
fently  followed  by  an  eruption  of  puftules 
almoft  all  over  the  body,  which  looks  like 
the  flings  of  nettles,  and  fometimes  rife  up 
into  bladders,  they  prefently  go  away  again 
with  an  intolerable  itching,  but  as  often  as 
they  are  fcratched,  they  appear  again. 

As  to  the  cure,  he  iuppofes,  the  peccant 
matter  mixed  with  the  blood  muft  be  eva¬ 
cuated,  and  the  ebullition  of  the  blood  (as 
he  calls  it)  fhould  be  flopped  by  remedies 
that  qualify  it ;  and  laflly,  that  the  matter 
thruft  out  upon  the  parts  fliould  be  difcufled  : 
for  which  purpofe,  he  orders  a  large  quan-r 
tity  of  blood  to  be  taken  from  the  arm,  and 
as  it  is  almoft  always  like  that  of  pleuritics,  if 
the  difeafe  doth  not  yield  to  the  firft  bleeding, 
it  may  be  repeated  a  fecond,  or  third  time  * 
interpofing  a  day  between  each. 

After  bleeding,  gentle  purgation  is  necefla- 
ry,  as  alfo  cooling  emollient  clyfters  between 
whiles.

The  diet  ought  to  be  very  fparing,  and  mo¬ 
derately  cooling  and  moiftening,  fuch  as  gruel, 
panado,  and  fmall  chicken  broth,  with  cool¬ 
ing  herbs :  avoiding  flefh,  fifh,  ftrong  drinks, 
fpices  and  pickles,  and  all  other  things  that 
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may  exafperate  and  farther  inflame  the  blood : 
the  drink,  barley-water,  milk  and  water 
boiled  together,  three  parts  of  the  latter  to 
one  of  the  former,  emulfions  of  almonds  or 
the  cold  feeds,  and  now  and  then  a  fmall 
fack-whey,  and  the  like. 

But  if  the  inflammation  fhould  feize  the 
head  and  face,  and  the  patient  fhould  com¬ 
plain  of  great  pain  and  giddinefs  of  his  head, 
attended  with  a  considerable  Fever,  great 
third:,  heat,  and  pricking  pain  upon  the  parts 
affedted,  &c.  it  will  be  proper  (immediately 
after  bleeding)  for  relief  of  the  brain,  and 
its  meninges,  or  their  fecurity,  in  cafe  the 
peccant  matter  fhould  have  fallen  back  upon 
the  fame,  before  it  had  fpent  itfelf  by  the 
pores,  to  order  a  large  veficatory  between 
the  fhoiilders,  and  one  behind  each  ear,  thofe 
cmundtories  of  this  noble  part ;  with  the  foh 
lowing  medicines,  inftead  of  the  above-men¬ 
tioned  cleft  ary.

But,  if  under  the  circumdances  of  a  high 
drong  pulfe,  a  thick,  vifcid,  yellow,  fizy 
blood,  with  a  bilfous  ferum,  inflamed  urine, 
great  pain,  and  other  fymptoms  of  an  in- 
creafed  inflammation ;  or  if  the  Fever  runs 
high,  with  great  third:,  accompanied  with 
a  coma,  delirium,  &c.  in  thefe  cafes,  you 
cannot  be  too  early,  nor  fcarce  too  profufe 
in  a  fecond  bleeding.  At  the  fame  time 
more  blifters  are  to  be  applied  to  the  arms 
or  other  parts,  with  leeches  to  the  temples ; 
and  in  order  to  make  a  farther  revulflon  of 
humor  from  the  head,  the  following  clyfter 
mud:  be  injebted,  notwithdanding  a  dool  or 
two  may  have  been  procured  by  the  rhubarb 
in  the  above  medicines.

As  to  local  applications,  unlefs  the  ery- 
fipelas  proceeds  from  an  external  caufe,  we 
ought  to  avoid  all  cold,  repelling,  or  redring- 
ing  medicines  1  but  if  the  head  or  face  is  af- 
fefted  from  an  internal  caufe,  Wifeman  ad- 
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vifes  to  forbear  meddling  with  it  at  all,  till  it 
has  for  fome  time  made  its  progrefs,  and  in 
fome  degree  fpent  its  heat :  yet  if  the  inflam¬ 
mation  fpreads  and  renders  the  patient  very 
uneafy,  fome  of  the  following  may  be  pre¬ 
ferred  ;  though,  for  my  own  part,  I  think  it 
is  very  often  the  fafer  way,  not  to  ufe  any 
outward  applications  at  alh

CHAR  XII. 

Of  Fleurifies. 

^  '  H  E  true  genuine  Pleurify,  ftridlly 

I  fpeaking,  is  a  pricking  fharp  pain  of 
the  fide,  with  an  acute  Fever,  hard  pulfe; 
cough  and  difficulty  of  breathing,  arifmg  from 
an  inflammation  of  the  pleura. 

%  Boer- 
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Boerhaave  fays  there  is  no  part  of  the  inte¬ 
guments  of  the  infide  of  the  thorax,  but  it 
is  liable  to  be  attacked  by  a  Pleurify,  whether 
it  be  the  whole  pleura,  or  the  meaiaftinum  3 
and  therefore  the  ftiarp,  pricking,  inflamma¬ 
tory  pain  may  be  felt  in  any  part  of  the 
thorax,  but  moft  commonly  it  accofts  the 
fides  (which  is  more  intenfe  at  the  time  of 
infpiration,  but  more  mild  at  the  time  'of 
expiration)  3  and  this  having  an  acute  con¬ 
tinual  Fever,  with  a  hard  pulfe,  and  almoft 
a  constant  cough  joined  with  it,  makes  a 
true  pleurify  3  but  if  fuch  a  pain  attacks  the 
fuperior  intercoftal  mufcles,  it  is  called  a 
fpurious  or  baftard  Pleurify.  Belides  the 
forenefs  to  the  touch,  the  pain  on  lying  on 
the  affedted  fide,  and  chiefly  on  a  full  in¬ 
fpiration,  the  tumour  and  rednefs  of  the 
part,  which  fometimes  appear,  diftinguifh 
this  baftard,  from  the  true  or  internal  Pleu¬ 
rify.  They  are  generally  attended  with  a 
copious  expectoration  or  {pitting  3  but  it 
fometimes  happens,  that  there  is  none  at  all : 
hence,  therefore,  they  are  diftinguifhed,  by 
the  above  author,  into  the  moift  and  dry 
Pleurify. 

Sydenham’s  account  of  this  difeafe  is,  that 
it  is  as  frequent  as  any  other,  comes  at' any 
time,  but  efpecially  betwixt  fpring  and  fum- 
mer,  and  that  it  chiefly  falls  upon  thofe  of  a 
fanguine  conftitution.  It  generally  begins  with 
a  coldnefs  and  fhiverlng,  and  is  followed  by 
heat,  third:,  reftleflnefs,  and  other  well  known 
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fymptoms  of  a  Fever.  After  a  few  hours 
(though  fometimes  not  fo  foon)  the  patient 
is  taken  with  a  violent  pricking  pain  in  one 
of  his  fides  about  the  ribs,  which  fometimes 
extends  itfelf  towards  the  fhoulder-blades, 
fometimes  towards  the  fpine  of  the  back,  at 
other  times  towards  the  breaft j  (  in  this 
cafe  the  mediaftinum,  which  is  a  duplica- 
ture  of  the  pleura,  feems  likewife  to  be 
inflamed  5  )  he  coughs  frequently,  which 
occafions  great  pain  by  difturbing  the  in¬ 
flamed  parts.  The  matter  that  is  coughed 
up  at  the  beginning  of  the  difeafe  is  but 
little,  and .  of  a  thin  confidence,  with  fome 
ftreaks  of  blood  in  it ;  afterwards,  it  is  more 
in  quantity  and  better  digefted,  having  alfo 
a  mixture  of  blood  with  it.  Sometimes  the 
expectoration  is  not  plentiful  enough,  the 
Fever  keeps  pace  with  the  cough,  the  fpit- 
ting  of  blood,  the  ftitch,  and  the  like  ;  and 
it  diminifhes  gradually,  as  the  expectora¬ 
tion  increafes ;  the  body  is  fometimes  too 
much  bound,  fometimes  loofe  :  but  the 
matter,  occafioning  this  difeafe,  does  not  al¬ 
ways  in  the  procefs  of  it  attain  the  con- 
coCtion  that  is  due  to  expectoration  5  for  it 
frequently  happens,  that  the  matter  which  is 
fpit  up  is  yet  little  and  thin,  as  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  diftemper,  and  confequently 
the  Fever  and  other  fymptoms  do  not  at  all 
remit  till  they  have  killed  the  patient. 

Sometimes,  when  the  inflammation  is  great 
and  the  difeafe  very  violent,  and  bleeding 

has 
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has  been  omitted,  the  pleuritic  person  can¬ 
not  fo  much  as  cough,  but,  labouring  under 
an  unfurmountable  difficulty  of  breathing,  is 
at  laid  quite  fuffocated.  Sometimes  like- 
wife  the  parts  inflamed  luppurate,  and  the 
cavity  of  the  bread  is  filled  with  matter.  In 
which  cafe,  though  the  original  Fever  either 
wholly  ceafes,  or  is  at  lead  leflened,  yet  the 
patient  is  dill  in  danger ;  for  an  empyema, 
or  an  Hedlic  Fever  following,  the  poor 
wretch  dies  confumptive.  It  alfo  now  and 
then  happens,  from  the  ufe  of  hot  medicines, 
or  other  bad  management,  that  a  Pleurify 
comes  upon  other  Fevers  by  a  tranflation 
of  the  febrile  matter  upon  the  pleura.  The 
blood,  in  this  difeafe,  when  cold,  looks  like 
melted  fuet. 

It  is  a  fatal  fymptom  when  the  pleuritic 
pain  fuddenly  ceafes,  and  yet  the  difficulty 
of  breathing  and  load  at  bread:  dill  continue, 
or  increafe :  for  according  to  Hippocrates’s 
aphorifm,  cc  a  peripneumony  fupervening  a 
<£  pleurify  is  dangerous.”* 

A  Pleurify  is  known  from  a  peripneu¬ 
mony  in  this ;  that  as  the  pleura  is  a  fine 
nervous  membrane,  mod  exquifitely  fenfible, 
therefore  the  pain  will  be  more  acute  in  a 
Pleurify  than  in  a  peripneumony,  becaufe 
the  lungs  which  are  the  feat  of  a  peripneu¬ 
mony,  being  of  a  foft  fpongy  nature,  and

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abundantly  lefs  nervous,  confequently  mull 
be  much  lefs  fenfible  ;  but,  on  the  contrary, 
the  difficulty  of  breathing  is  much  greater 
in  a  peripneumony,  than  in  a  Pleurify. 

The  hardnefs  of  the  pulfe  alfo  according 
to  Baglivi,  is  almoft  a  pathognomonic  fign 
of  a  Pleurify,  though  the  other  figns  may 
not  be  manifeft ;  a  hard  pulfe  being  for  ever 
an  infeparable  companion  of  all  inflamma¬ 
tions  of  the  nervous  and  membranous  parts.^ 
<c  Si  vis  cognofcere  pleuritidem,  fays  he, 
<c  praecipuani  curam  in  natura  pullus  cog- 
<c  nofcenda  reponito,  pulfus  durlties  eft  fig- 
cc  num  fere  infallibile  omnium  pleuritidum  ; 
<c  et  dum  obfcune  funt  pleuritides,  vel  aliis 
<c  complicate  pectoris  morbis,  ii  duritiem  (id 
<c  eft  nimiam  arteriae  tenlionem,  vibrationem- 
<c  que)  in  pulfu  deprehenderis,  quamvis  re- 
<c  liqua  earum  figna  non  adfint,  pro  certo 
cc  habeas  patientem  laborare  pleuritide  ;  pul- 
fus  enim  durus  omnium  inflammationum 
cc  partes  nerveas,  vel  membraneas,  obfiden- 
<c  tium  eft  comes  indivulfus.”  Therefore, 
when  the  pain  of  the  thorax  is  violent,  the 
pulfe  hard,  tenfe,  and  quick,  the  Fever  high  > 
the  pains  may  be  pronounced  pleuritic,  efpe- 
daily  when  a  rigor  preceded. 

The  inflamed  pleura  likewife,  is  fome- 
times  apt  to  adhere  to  the  external  mem¬ 
brane  of  the  lungs,  which,  being  only  a 


*  Bagliv,  de  pleuritide. 
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continuation  of  the  pleura  itfelf,  may  very 
ealily  propagate  the  inflammation  to  them. 
Bcfides,  as  the  mediaftinum  is  but  a  duplicate 
of  the  pleura,  and  the  external  membrane 
of  the  pericardium,  and  the  upper  mem¬ 
brane  of  the  diaphragm  are  likewife  from  the 
pleura  ;  any  part  therefore  of  this  widely  ex¬ 
panded  membrane  being  either  primarily 
inflamed,  or  fecondarily  from  the  inflam¬ 
mation  of  the  pleura,  a  kind  of  Pleurify, 
as  Huxham  obferves,  may  be  generated,  in 
which  the  lungs  themfelves  by  confent  of 
parts  will  foon  become  greatly  affedted. 

Indeed,  the  inflammation  of  the  dia¬ 
phragm  is  properly  called  a  paraphrenitis, 
and  is  thus  delcribed  by  Boerhaave :  “  A 
paraphrenitis  is  a  direful  difeafe  much  like  a 
Pleurify,  wherein  the  diaphragm,  or  at 
leaft  that  part  of  the  pleura  which  in~ 
compafies  the  diaphragm  or  midriff,  is 
inflamed,  and  this  is  what  happens  more 
frequently  than  is  commonly  believed.  It 
is  known  by  a  very  acute  continual  Fever, 
an  intolerable  inflammatory  pain  of  the 
part  affedted  ;  which  pain  is  exceedingly 
augmented  by  infpiration,  coughing,  freez¬ 
ing,  repletion  of  the  ftomach,  a  naufea,  vo¬ 
miting,  comprellion  of  the  abdomen  in  go¬ 
ing  to  ftool  or  making  water.  Hence  the  brea¬ 
thing  is  thick,  fhort,  and  fuffocating,  and  per¬ 
formed  only  by  the  motion  of  the  thorax,  the 
abdomen  at  the  fame  time  being  feemingly 
fill  or  in  a  quiefcent  ftate.  There  is  alio 
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a  condant  delirium.,  a  drawing  in  of  the  hy¬ 
pochondria  inwards,  and  upwards,  an  invo¬ 
luntary  laughter,  convulfions,  madnefs,  and 
gangrene.” 

cc  This  difeafe  terminates  as  in  a  Pleu- 
rify,  but  is  attended  with  more  violent  fymp- 
toms,  and  is  much  more  fatal.  If  the  part 
afredled  fuppurates,  the  matter  will  fall  in¬ 
to  the  abdomen,  and  produce  a  purulent 
afcites.” 

The  cure  muft  be  partly  the  fame  as  in  a 
Pleurify  :  emollient  clyders  in  this  didemper 
are  frequently  ufeful,  and  in  this  cafe  more 
particularly,  on  occafion  of  the  nearnefs  of 
the  place  affected. 

From  what  has  been  faid  on  this  fubjedt, 
it  is  evident,  that  all  kinds  of  pains  in  the 
breads,  and  Pleurifies  efpecially,  are  in  a  pe¬ 
culiar  manner  dangerous,  as  they  are  very 
apt  to  bring  on  more  or  lefs  of  a  peripneu- 
mony,  by  caudng  a  great  interruption  to  re¬ 
gular  and  eafy  refpiration.  And  this  is  the 
reafon,  as  Dodlor  ITuxham  obferves,  why 
there  are  more  pleuritic  Fevers  accompanied 
with  peripneumonic  fymptoms,  than  true  and 
exquidte  Pleurifies :  and,  whenever  this  is 
the  cafe,  the  difeafe  may  very  properly  be 
called  a  Pleuro-peripneumony ;  as,  for  in¬ 
dance,  where  a  fevere  pain  of  the  fide  is 
attended  with  an  acute  Fever,  load  at  bread, 
cough,  difficulty  of  breathing,  expectoration, 
or  fpitting  of  blood,  then  the  difeafe  is  termed 
a  Pleuro-peripneumony. 

O  Baglivi 
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Baglivi  affirms,  that  Pleurifies  frequently 
are  occult,  becaufe  they  are  without  pain, 
from  whence  arife  moft  grievous  errors  in 
practice.  To  difcover  therefore,  whether 
there  be  a  Pleurify  or  no,  let  the  patient  lie 
on  the  right  or  left  fide,  and  bid  him  fetch 
a  deep  breath  and  force  a  cough,  and  after  a 
refpiration,  or  two,  afk  him,  whether  be¬ 
twixt  breathing,  and  coughing,  he  feels  a 
pain  or  heaviness  any  where  in  his  bread, 
which  if  he  does,  the  cafe  is  plain  ;  by  this 
means  thefe  occult  Pleurifies  may  be  difco- 
vered,  to  the  great  benefit  and  advantage  of 
thofe,  who  labour  under  them. 

He  obferves,  that  the  facility  or  difficulty 
of  refpiration  in  this  didemper  affords  the 
Tureft  prognoftic.  His  words,  which  imme¬ 
diately  follow  thofe  already  quoted,  are  thefe  : 
<c  Pleuritide  jam  cognita  nil  aliud  per  totam 
cc  morbi  curationem  diligentius  obfervato, 
cC  quam  fpirandi  difficultatem,  quae  quo  fue- 
“  rit  facilior,  vel  difficilior,  eo  pleuritis  erit 
<c  felicioris,  vel  infelicioris,  eventus.”  It  is 
likely  to  go  very  bad  with  pleuriticks,  -and 
peripneumonicks,  when  they  do  not  expec¬ 
torate  at  all.  The  bed  hopes  of  relief  in  fuch 
cafe  are,  if  a  large  flux  of  urine  comes  on 
inflead  of  fpitting.  They  who  have  had  a 
pain  in  the  internal  parts  of  their  ear,  if  it 
comes  to  fuppuration,  generally  recover. 

That  plentiful  bleeding  in  the  beginning 
of  all  inflammatory  Pleurifies  is  abfolutely 
neceflary,  will  ngt  admit  of  the  lead  doubt, 
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of  difpute  ;  and  therefore,  previoufly  to  ahy 
other  attempt  of  relief,  you  cannot  be  too 
early  in  drawing  off,  from  a  large  orifice* 
more  or  lefs  blood,  according  to  the  ftrength 
of  the  patient  pulfe*  and  Fever,  violence 
of  the  pain,  difficulty  of  breathing,  &c.  and 
that  to  be  repeated  as  often  as  the  urgency 
of  the  fymptoms  may  require  it.  The  rule, 
according  to  Boerhaave,  is  to  let  blood  fa 
often,  until  there  no  longer  appears  a  white 
inflammatory  pellicle,  or  fizinefs,  upon  the 
top  of  it,  when  cold  ;  and  therefore  the  qua¬ 
lity  of  the  blood  fhould  be  nicely  infpedted. 
For,  as  Fluxham  obferves,  a  denfe  flzy  blood 
not  only  indicates  an  abundant  quantity  of 
the  red  globules,  but  like  wife  its  inflamma¬ 
tory  difpofition  ;  and  that  the  patient,  if  need 
be,  can  well  bear  large  and  repeating  bleed¬ 
ing.  For  it  ought  to  be  duly  confldered? 
that  if  an  inflammation  of  the  pleura*  &c. 
is  not  timely  abated  by  bleeding,  or  refolved 
by  proper  diluting,  cooling,  emollient  drinks 
and  medicines,  it  cannot  but  end  in  an  irn- 
pofthumation,  or  gangrene. 

Sydenham  orders  bleeding  to  be  repeated 
three  or  four  times,  if  the  cafe  requires  it,  and 
obferves  that  in  grown  perfons  this  malady  is 
hardly  ever  cured  with  lefs  lofs  than  about 
forty  ounces  of  blood. 

Riverius  directs  bleeding  every  day,  and 
fometimes,  when  the  Pleurify  is  very  acutes 
twice  a  day,  till  the  pain  and  Fever  are  much 
abated ;  and  furthermore  fays,  that  it  is  fo 
neceffary  in  the  beginning  of  this  difeafe* 
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that  k  ought  never  to  be  omitted,  in  young, 
or  old  people,  women  with  child,  or  in 
child- bed,  and  even  during  the  time  of  the 
catamenia  :  His  words  are  thefe  *.  “  Adeo 
££  au tern  neceflaria  eft  venas  fedtio  in  hujus 
££  affedtus  principio,  ut  nunquam  omitti  de- 
<£  beat,  nedum  in  fenibus,  pueris,  gravidis 
£<  mulieribus,  puerperis,  et  menftruas  purga- 
£C  tiones  patientibus,  quibus  omnibus  expe- 
t£  rientia  docuit  phlebotomiam,  pradente  hoc 
£C  affedtu,  fuiffe  utiliflimam.” 

Indeed  Baglivi  cautions  againfl  further 
bleeding,  when  no  fizy  coat  appears  on  the 
blood  in  the  fecond  bleeding  :  In  pleuritide, 
peripneumonia,  et  hujufmodi  inflammatoriis 
pulmonum  morbis,  fi  in  fanguine  e  vena  fedla 
extradlo  non  appareat  in  fuperficie  crufta 
alba,  quae  necefiario  apparere  debet,  peffi- 
mum  ;  materies  namque  ilia  cruftam  effi- 
cicns  in  pulmone  remanet,  eumque  infarcit ; 
unde  paulo  poft  crelcunt  febris,  inflammatio, 
fpirandi  difficultas,  &  reliqua  fymptomata ;  fi 
vero  in  altera  fanguinis  miflione  incipiat  ap- 
perere,  bonum :  contra  fi  in  fecund  a  ne  qui- 
dem  apparebit,  abfiineto  ftatim  a  fanguinis 
mifilone,  aliter  interficies  ergrotantem.*'  But 
with  great  deference  to  this  judicious  and 
truly  learned  phyfician,  it  is  well  known, 
and  frequently  obferved,  that  the  firft,  fe¬ 
cond,  and  fometimes  the  third  blood,  will 
not  appear  buffy,  efpecially  if  it  trickles  down 
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the  arm,  and  doth  not  come  off  in  a  full 
ftream,  which  frequently  happens  either  from 
a  fmall  orifice,  too  ftrait  a  bandage,  or  by 
the  Hiding  of  the  fkin  over  the  orifice,  and 
though  it  is  apparently  florid,  when  cold,  yet 
if  it  is  not  of  a  loofe  and  foft,  but  on  the 
contrary,  of  a  very  denfe  and  tenacious  con¬ 
texture,  and  forms  itfelf  into  a  regular  firm 
craflamentum  with  little  or  no  ferum,  fuch  a 
conditioned  blood  is  but  a  little  remove  from 
that  which  appears  with  a  white,  fizy,  coat 
upon  it ;  and  therefore,  if  the  Fever,  pain, 
difficulty  of  breathing,  &c.  are  urgent,  pro¬ 
vided  the  ftrength  of  the  patient  will  admit 
of  it,  bleeding;,  under  thefe  circumftances, 
muft  again  and  again  be  repeated,  in  the 
fame  manner  as  if  the  blood  had  a  fizy  ap¬ 
pearance,  till  the  fymptoms  are  greatly  aba¬ 
ted,  or  entirely  vanifhed. 

Although  a  loofenefs  in  the  beginning  of 
this  diftemper  is  not  fafe,  and  therefore  to 
be  guarded  againft,  becaufe  it  lowers  the 
ftrength,  and  flops  or  retards-  the  {pitting, 
yet,  on  the  other  hand,  we  fhould  never  buf¬ 
fer  the  body  to  be  too  coftive,  left  it  increafe 
the  Fever;  and  therefore  if  the  patient  is 
bound,  an  emollient  cooling  clyfter  fhould 
immediately  fucceed  bleeding,  which  not  on¬ 
ly  empties  the  inteftines  of  grofs  excrements' 
and  wind,  but  alio  derives  a  greater  quantity 
of  blood  through  the  defcending  aorta  and 
iliacs,  and  in  both  refpedts  eafes  the  fuperior 
parts, 
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As  all  inflammatory  pain  arifes  from  too 
great  a  tcnfion  of  the  fibres,  it  will  be  ne~ 
ceffary,  after  the  firfl  or  fecond  bleeding,  to 
apply  emollient  fomentations,  liniments,  ca- 
plafms,  &c.  to  the  pained  part,  in  order  to 
relax  the  fibres,  and  take  oft*  the  tenfion  ; 
and  in  very  threatening  circumftanCes,  in  ob- 
ftinate  violent  Pleurifies,  pleuro-peripneumo- 
nies,  and  a  paraphrenitis,  warm  emollient 
baths  for  the  patient  to  fit  in  up  to  his  neck,  , 
or  arm-pits,  when  they  can  be  conveniently 
ufed,  muft  be  of  very  great  fervice  :  inafmuch 
as  they  certainly  promote  expectoration,  by 
eafing  the  pain,  and  giving  more  liberty  to 
the  intercoftal  mufcles,  &c.  to  expand  and 
contract  the  thorax*  and  pump  up  the  mat¬ 
ter. 

Riverius,  among  many  other  applications 
♦  of  this  kind,  recommends  the  cawl  of  a 
ill  cep  frelli  taken  out,  as  foon  as  killed,  or 
made  warm  in  hot  water,  as  an  excellent 
anodyne  ;  but  prefers  the  lungs  of  the  fheep, 
as  more  efficacious.  He  likewife  recommends 
as  a  powerful  refolvent,  hot  bread  juft  taken 
from  the  oven,  cut  through  the  middle,  and 
moiftened  with  frelli  melted  butter,  to  be 
applied  to  the  part.  “  Panis  recens  e  furno  ex- 
<c  traCtus,  per  medium  feCtus,  et  in  butyro  re- 
<c  centi  liquato  madefaClus,  etadmotus,  ma- 
“  teriam  lateri  impaClam  potenter  refolvit.”*

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After  the  firft  bleeding,  and  the  bowels 
like  wife  having  been  emptied  by  a  clyfter  as 
above  directed,  if  coftive,  nitrous  medicines, 
as  they  both  cool  and  attenuate  the  blood, 
together  with  a  cooling,  emollient,  diluting 
regimen,  fhould  be  forthwith  entered  upon ; 
fuch  as  thin  gruel,  light  barley-water,  fmall 
pedtoral  decoCtions  or  infufions  of  colti-foot, 
ground-ivy,  maiden-hair,  liquorice,  figs,  rai- 
fins,  red  poppies,  See.  emulfions,  butter-milk, 
whey,  and  fuch  like  :  if  any  thing  more  de¬ 
tergent  is  wanting  to  the  above  drinks,  honey 
may  be  added,  which  will  both  eafe  the 
cough,  and  promote  expectoration  :  any  or 
all  of  thefe,  by  turns,  fhould  be  frequently 
drank  warm  in  fmall  draughts.  To  thefe 
alfo  may  be  added,  with  great  advantage, 
relaxing,  foft,  oily  medicaments,  fuch  as 
lperma  ceti,  the  oih  of  almonds,  linfeed,  or 
olives.

If  the  pain  of  the  fide,  difficulty  of  breath¬ 
ing,  and  the  reft  of  the  fymptoms  are  not 
relieved  by  the  ftrft  bleeding,  after  eight,  ten, 
or  twelve  hours  more  blood  fhould  be  drawn, 
nay  even  fooner  if  they  become  more  aggra¬ 
vated,  and  this  muft  be  repeated,  if  the  fymp¬ 
toms  increafe,  or  continue  3  efpecially  if  the 
blood  appears  very  firm  and  denfe,  or  co¬ 
vered  over  with  a  tough  yellowifli  coat,  or 
buff,  as  it  is  called.  But  if  the  pain  con¬ 
tinues  after  many  bleedings,  and  the  pulfe 
becomes  low,  and  the  patient  weak  and  lan¬ 
guid,  cupping  with  fcarification  fhould  be 
ufed  to  the  part  affefted  3  and  if,  notwith- 
ftanding,  the  pain  fhould  ftill  remain,  a 
blifter  may  be  applied  to  the  pained  part, 
over  the  fcarifications,  which  has  fometimes 
proved  fuccefsful,  when  other  methods  have 
failed. 

Whenever  the  patient  begins  freely  to  fpit 
off  a  yellowifh  conceited  matter,  lightly  ting¬ 
ed  with  blood,  efpecially  if  the  breathing 
becomes  more  free  upon  it,  further  bleeding 

muft 
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muft  either  be  omitted,  or  fo  moderated, 
as  to  relieve  the  bread:  without  impairing  the 
ftrength  and  checking  the  expectoration  * 
which  at  this  time  lhould  be  promoted 
by  adding  to  the  above  medicines  gum.  am¬ 
moniac.  oxym.  vel  fyrup.  fcillitic.  &c.  or, 
fome  of  the  following  preferiptions.

As  pain  is  a  ftimulus,  which  greatly 
quickens  the  circulation,  and  heats  the  blood, 
and  as  it  likewife  derives  more  than  what  is 
natural  to  the  pained  part,  it  muft  necefta- 
rily  increafe  the  inflammation  :  therefore 
when  the  pain  is  very  violent,  the  pulfe 
hard,  quick,  and  tenfe,  the  Fever  high,  with 
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a  /harp  cough,  &c.  the  ufe  of  gentle  opiates 
fuch  as  diacodium,  elixir  paregoricum,  or 
the  like,  prudently  interpofed,  after  plentiful 
bleeding,  are  certainly  of  exceeding  great 
fervice,  and  therefore  one  drachm  of  the  elix. 
paregoric,  may  be  fubftituted,  in  the  fperma 
ceti  draught  above-mentioned,  in  the  room 
of  the  aq.  nucis  mofch.  and  a  drachm  of  dia¬ 
codium  inftead  of  fyrup.  peftoral.  and  like- 
wife,  if  occafion  fhould  require  it,  an  ounce 
of  fyrup.  de  mecon.  may  be  put  in  the  above 
oily  mixture,  in  the  place  of  oxymel  lira- 
plex.

In  fome  epidemic  Pleurifies,  particularly 
in  continued  chilly,  wet,  foggy  weather,  and 
perfons  formerly  fubjedl  to  catarrhal  or  cold 
rheumatic  diforders,  Huxham  advifes  gentle 
fweating,  efpecially  after  the  third  or  fourth 
day,  when  a  due  quantity  of  blood  has  been 
previoufly  drawn  oif;  and,  with  this  view, 
adds  camphire  to  the  nitre,  &c.  which  joined 
with  fmall  dofes  of  elixir  paregoricum  out  of 
thin  warm  whey,  or  ptifan,  feldom  or  never 
fails  of  anfwering  the  intention.  In  thefe 
cafes  likewife,  as  well  as  in  a  baflard  Pleu- 
rify,  which  is  a  kind  of  inflammatory  rheu- 
matifm  of  the  intercolfal  mufcles,  as  alfo  in 
the  true  internal  Pleurify;  after  the  Fever  is 
abated  by  very  plentiful  bleeding  in  the  arm, 
I  have  often  found  wonderful  relief  from 
fome  of  the  following  medicines,  though 
now  grown  fomewhat  obfolete,  efpecially  the 
fimum  equinum,  which  are  endowed  with 
a  Angular  power  of  attenuating  the  blood,  and 
producing  a  diaphorefis.

The  pain  and  Fever  being  now  gone,  it 
will  be  proper,  after  fome  few  days,  to  fi- 
nifh  the  cure  with  gentle  purging,  which 
may  be  occafionally  repeated  once,  twice,  or 
oftener,  at  proper  intervals,  according  to  the 
age,  ftrength,  and  conftitution  of  the  pa¬ 
tient.

Of  a  Peripneumony  and  Pleuro- 

Peripneumony. 

A  Peripneumony,  being  a  morbid  affec¬ 
tion  of  one  of  the  moft  principal  and 
important  organs  of  animal  life,  may  be 
underftood,  by  having  a  pain  and  load  at 
the  breaft,  a  fhort  difficult  breathing,  an 
acute  continual  Fever,  and  a  frequent  vex¬ 
atious  cough,  proceeding  from  an  inflamma¬ 
tion  of  that  curious  and  admirable  bowel, 
the  lungs. 

A  Peripneumony  is  fometimes  a  primary 
diftemper,  and  fometimes  it  fucceeds  other 
difeafes,  as  a  quinfey,  pleurify,  &c.  and  is 
of  the  fame  effence  and  nature  as  a  pleu¬ 
rify.  The  figns  or  fymptoms  alfo  of  a  Pe¬ 
ripneumony  for  the  moft  part  agree  with 
thofe  of  a  pleurify ;  two  of  them  are  alto¬ 
gether  the  fame,  viz.  an  acute  Fever,  and 
a  cough,  which  is  fometimes  dry,  and  fome¬ 
times  moift  :  the  reft  differ  only  in  refpedt 
of  the  part  affedled.  The  difficulty  of 
breathing  therefore  is  greater  than  in  a  pleu¬ 
rify  ; 
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rify ;  infomuch  that  the  patient  Teems  to  be 
fuffocated,  and  cannot  breathe  but  in  an 
eredc  pofture  ;  but  the  pain,  which  is  more 
cbtufe  and  heavy  than  in  a  pleuriiy,  Tome- 
times  is  not  or  Tcarce  perceived,  except  in 
coughing. 

When  a  pleuriTy  is  complicated  with  pe- 
ripneumonic  Tymptoms,  which  moft  fre¬ 
quently  happens,  this  mixed  or  compound 
dileaTe  is  by  the  moderns  very  properly 
called  a  Pleuro-Peripneumony. 

Caslius  Aurelianus  hath  very  accurately 
dcTcribed  a  Pcripneumony.  There  is,  Tays 
he,  attending  a  Pcripneumony  an  acute  Fe¬ 
ver,  a  heavineTs  oT  the  bread,  a  TenTation 
of  the  fides  and  dernum  labouring  as  it  were 
with  a  Tort  of  difficulty  ;  the  perfon  can  lie 
no  otherwife  than  on  his  back  a  little  railed 
up,  very  uneafy  if  he  attempts  to  lie  on 
either  Tide,  there  is  a  florid  rednefs  of  the 
countenance,  a  fplendor  of  the  eyes  ;  next 
comes  on  a  fhortnefs  of  breath,  a  little  cough 
difeharging  bloody  and  bilious  or  frothy  fpit- 
tle,  yellower  or  more  frothy  than  is  ufual  in 
a  pleuriiy.  In  the  progrefs  of  the  dis¬ 
temper  the  difficulty  of  breathing  increafes, 
a  longing  delire  to  catch  the  cold  air,  and 
to  take  in  a  great  deal  of  it  at  a  breath, 
craving  to  drink  fomething  that  is  cold,  the 
mouth  dry,  the  tongue  rough,  at  fir  ft  whi- 
tifh,  afterwards  red,  the  pulfe  violent  and 
quick,  there  is  an  anxiety,  a  tolling  and 
tumbling,  continual  watchings,  a  groaning 
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and  difturbed  deep.  As  the  diftemper  ftill 
heightens,  the  breath  becomes  exceedingly 
difficult,  and  is  fetched  with  a  whiffling 
noife ;  then  the  neck  and  face  are  bloated, 
the  eyes  are  fixed,  the  fight  obfcure  and  cloudy, 
the  underftanding  loft,  with  a  cold  numbnefs 
and  lividnefs  of  the  joints,  the  tongue  fwoln. 
thicker,  a  fweating  of  the  upper  parts,  the 
pulfe  imperceptible  or  creeping  ;  laft  of  all,  a 
refounding  noife  of  the  breaft.  Lo,  as  Allen 
obferves,  here  is  an  accurate  defcription  of  a 
diftemper  by  an  ancient  phyfician,  ftanding 
upon  record,  to  the  fhame  of  us  moderns ! 

A  Peripneumony,  according  to  Boerhaave, 
is  an  inflammation  of  the  whole  lungs,  or 
elfe  of  one  lobe  only.  The  firft  is  juftly 
looked  upon  to  be  incurable,  by  reafon  of 
the  magnitude  of  the  diftemper,  the  other 
fometimes  admits  of  a  cure.  It  is  treated  af¬ 
ter  the  fame  manner,  and  with  the  fame 
remedies  as  a  Pleurify,  and  moft  commonly 
hath  the  fame  event.  If  the  inflammation 
be  not  difcufled  in  fourteen  days,  an  abfcefs 
will  be  formed,  which  is  called  a  vomica ; 
the  tokens  of  which  are  fhiverings,  an  abate¬ 
ment  of  the  pain,  and  a  low  pulfe,  the  dif¬ 
ficulty  of  breathing,  thirft,  and  a  flight  Fever 
in  the  evenings  ftill  remaining,  &c.  Upon 
this  fometimes  a  fudden  fuffocation  follows 
from  an  eruption  of  the  purulent  matter 
into  the  afpera  arteria ;  fometimes  it  is  eva¬ 
cuated  by  fpitting  it  up  in  great  quantities ; 
or,  if  the  rupture  fo  happens,  it  falls  into  the 
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cavity  of  the  thorax,  from  whence  an  em¬ 
pyema,  a  phthifis,  &c.  Laftly,  the  puru¬ 
lent  matter  is  fometimes  reforbed  by  the 
pulmonary  veins,  and  is  mixed  with  the 
blood,  and  by  means  of  the  circulation  is  de- 
pofited  in  fome  one  of  the  vifcera,  as  the  liver, 
the  fpleen,  brain,  &c.  and  from  hence  it 
comes  to  pais,  that  peripneumonic  abfceffes 
happen  about  the  ears,  the  legs,  the  hypo¬ 
chondria,  in  which  cafe,  they  iuddenly  dif- 
appear,  and  if  the  Peripneumony  returns,  the 
event  is  mortal. 

Hippocrates  fays,  <c  that,  in  a  Peripneu- 
cc  mony,  there  is  an  acute  Fever,  a  quick 
cc  and  hot  refpiration,  an  anxiety,  a  lofs  of 
<c  ftrength,  a  tumbling  and  toiling  of  the 
“  body,  pains  under  the  fhoulder-blades,  and 
<c  about  the  collar-bones  and  breads,  a  great 
<c  weight  in  the  ched,  and  fometimes  alfo  a 
ic  delirium,  &c.” 

Huxham  obferves,  that  there  are  feveral 
kinds  of  this  difeafe.  For  it  may  arife  from 
a  violent  inflammation  of  the  lungs,  by  a 
very  fizy  denfe  blood  obdrudting  very  ma¬ 
ny  of  the  pulmonic  and  bronchial  arteries,  or 
from  an  obdru&ion  of  the  lungs  by  a  heavy, 
vifcid,  pituitous  matter;  as  is  the  cafe  in  what 
Sydenham  and  later  writers  call  a  Perip¬ 
neumonia  notha ;  or  from  a  thin  acrid  de¬ 
fluxion  on  the  lungs,  and  then  it  is  a  ca¬ 
tarrhal  Peripneumony.  And  yet  there  are 
fome  general  fymptoms  common  to  them 
all,  particularly  a  load  at  bread:,  a  fhort 
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difficult  breathing,  a  cough,  and  more  or  lefs 
of  a  Fever:  which  few  obvious  fymptoms 
however  give  the  general  denomination  of  a 
Peripneumony,  though  in  nature  very  diffe¬ 
rent,  and  to  be  treated  very  differently. 

As  in  this  chapter  I  am  more  immediate¬ 
ly  concerned  in  treating  upon  the  inflamma¬ 
tory  Peripneumony,  I  fhall  refer ve,  by  way 
of  concluflon,  the  Peripneumonia  notha  for 
the  next  chapter,  and  only  take  notice  in 
general  of  what  Huxham  obferves  in  regard 
to  a  catarrhal  Peripneumony.  The  matter 
expectorated,  fays  he,  is  extremely  thin  and 
crude,  and  the  defluxion  fo  very  acrid  as  to 
excoriate  the  windpipe,  caufing  an  inceffant 
and  very  violent  cough.  In  this  cafe,  a  great 
lofs  of  blood  is  not  neceffary  ;  however,  fome 
fhould  be  drawn  in  the  beginning  to  abate 
the  inflammatory  difpofltion,  and  prevent  fu** 
ture  ill  accidents.  Blifters  fhould  be  applied 
early,  and  purgatives  are  proper  to  carry  off 
the  ferous  colluvies.  A  demulcent  pedoral 
ptifan  is  proper  to  temperate  the  acrimony 
of  the  humors.  It  fhould  be  taken  warm 
with  mild  diaphoretics,  to  promote  eafy 
breathing  fweats.  Coffee  is  a  ufeful  drink. 
Gentle  opiates  likewife,  fuch  as  diacodium, 
or  elixir  paregoricum,  are  required  to  mo¬ 
derate  the  couch,  in  fmall  dofes  often  re- 
peated  ;  with  which  may  be  joined,  fperma 
ceti,  myrrh,  olibanum,  and  camphire,  be- 
eaufe  they  will  help  to  thicken  the  thin  ca- 
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tarrhai  humor,  and  by  that  means  abate  its 
irritation. 

Sydenham  obferves,  it  is  commonly  faid, 
that  a  Pleurify,  or  Peripneumony,  is  fbme- 
times  malignant,  and  that  then  it  will  not 
bear  bleeding,  at  lead;  not  fo  often  as  this 
difeafe  commonly  requires.  I  think  indeed* 
fays  he,  that  a  true  and  effential  Pleurify, 
which  comes  indifferently  in  all  conftitutions 
of  all  years,  doth  always  indicate  repeated 
bleeding ;  yet  it  fometimes  happens  that  a 
Fever  properly  epidemic,  by  reafon  of  a  fud- 
den  alteration  of  the  manifeft  qualities  of  the 
air,  freely  puts  off  the  morbific  matter  upon 
the  pleura  or  lungs,  and  yet  the  Fever  re¬ 
mains  altogether  the  fame.  In  this  cafe, 
though  bleeding  may  be  allowed  that  the 
fymptom,  if  it  rage  much,  may  be  abated, 
yet,  generally  fpcaking,  more  blood  ought 
not  to  be  drawn  upon  the  account  of  the 
fymptom,  than  the  Fever  requires  on  which 
the  fymptom  depends.  For,  if  the  Fever  be 
of  that  nature,  that  it  doth  not  abhor  re¬ 
peated  bleeding,  it  may  be  repeated  in  a 
Pleurify,  which  is  the  fymptom  of  it.  But 
if  the  Fever  will  not  bear  repeated  bleed¬ 
ing,  it  will  do  no  good ;  but,  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  will  do  a  great  deal  of  hurt  in  the- 
Pleurify,  which  hands  and  falls  with  the 
Fever. 

But  to  return  to  the  true  inflammatory  Pe- 
ripncumony.  If  the  fymptoms  continue  for 
tour  or  five  days  or  more,  we  may  juftly  fear 
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an  abfcefs  or  mortification,  and  therefore  far¬ 
ther  bleeding  will  be  of  no  fervice  to  prevent 
fuppuration  5  becaufe  moft  phlegmons  begin 
to  fuppurate  in  that  time,  if.  not  refolved 
before.  This  will  more  efpecially  and  fooner 
happen  in  fuch  a  part  as  the  lungs,  furround- 
ed  on  all  fid.es  by  warmth  and  moifture,  and 
fo  near  the  heart  aCfing  on  the  inflamma¬ 
tory  obftruCtions  with  conftant  and  great 
force.  Befides,  if  the  phlegmon  fhould  be 
too  tar  advanced  to  be  relolved,  bleeding 
would  be  of  great  diflervice,  in  retarding  the 
next  operation  of  nature  to  free  herfelf  from 
the  offending  obftru fling  matter,  by  a  kindly 
fuppuration.  But  if  either  the  pain  returns 
with  violence  after  having  ceafed  a  confider- 
able  time,  or  feizes  another  part  of  the  breaft, 
it  is  an  argument  that  a  new  inflammation 
is  forming,  which  indicates  bleeding  as  much 
as  the  primary,  though  not  to  the  fame  de¬ 
gree.  The  ftrength  of  the  patient  and  pulfe, 
the  violence  of  the  pain,  and  difficulty  of 
refpiration,  are  in  a  great  meafure  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  quantity  :  and  fome  regard  mufl 
be  had  alfo  t6  the  colour  and  confiftence  of 
the  blood,  and  the  quantity  and  quality  of 
the  ferum.  It  frequently  happens,  that  as 
foon  as  this  fecondary  attack  and  pain  come 
on  with  any  degree  of  violence,  the  expecto¬ 
ration,  though  before  free  and  copious,  alto¬ 
gether  ceafes,  or  is  performed  with  very  great 
difficulty  5  but  after  the  inflammation  is  abat- 
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cd  by  bleeding,  we  find  it  returns  again  with 
cafe  and  freedom. 

Riverius  orders  firft  bleeding  in  the  foot  in 
peripneumonic  women,  during  the  time  of 
their  menfes,  and  then  after  fix  hours  in  the 
arm,  unlefs  the  danger  is  fo  great  at  the  firft 
attack  of  the  difeale,  that  bleeding  fin  the 
arm  firft  becomes  necefiary.  In  which  cafe, 
during  the  whole  time  of  bleeding,  and  a 
little  before,  cupping-glafles  fhould  be  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  thighs,  and  afterwards  if  the 
pulfe  and  ftrength  of  the  patient  feem  not 
to  favour  further  blood-letting  from  a  large 
vein,  and  yet  the  oppreffive?  laborious,  pain¬ 
ful  cough  and  fuffocation  remain  very  ur¬ 
gent  ;  then  cuppings  with  fcarification  are  to 
be  applied  to  the  back,  fhoulders,  &c.  And 
here  it  may  not  be  improper  to  obferve,  that 
in  all  inflammatory  pulmonic  diforders,  bleed¬ 
ing  in  the  faphasna,  or  foot,  is  advilable,  af¬ 
ter  a  proper  quantity  of  blood  has  been  drawn 
from  the  arm. 

Huxham  obferves,  that  few  or  no  Perip- 
neumonies,  or  Pleuro-peripneumonies,  end 
well  without  a  free  and  copious  expectora¬ 
tion  ;  for  this  is  the  natural  crifis  of  thefe  dif- 

i 

orders,  as  hath  been  noted  by  Hippocrates 
and  all  judicious  phyficians,  and  the  want  of 
fpitting  off  the  morbid  obftruCting  matter  in  a 
due  manner  reckoned  extremely  dangerous. 
Therefore  the  more  eafy,  early,  and  large 
the  conceded  expectoration  is,  fo  much  the 
better. 
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In  fome  extraordinary  peripneumonia  cafes, 
when  the  expectoration  has  been  fuddenly 
fuppreffed,  and  the  difficulty  of  breathing 
greatly  increafed,  a  gentle  emetic  of  oxymel 
feilliticum,  after  proper  bleeding  and  an 
abatement  of  the  violence  of  the  Fever,  is 
fometimes  of  great  advantage,  but  then  very 
little  ffiould  be  drank  after  it  to  promote  the 
vomiting. 

I  ffiall  here,  with  Huxham,  beg  leave  to 
infert  the  following  obfervations  of  the  great 
Hippocrates,  in  regard  of  the  expectoration, 
in  pulmonic  Fevers.  cc  Matter  ffiould  be  fpit 
<c  off  eafily  and  early  in  Peripneumonies  and 
ce  Pleurifies ;  the  colour  of  it  ffiould  be  a 
cc  yellow  well  mixed  with  the  fpittle,  or  a 
4C  concoCted  yellow  matter,  that  is  tinged 
<c  with  fome,  but  not  too  much  blood.  If 
<c  this  happens  in  the  beginning  of  the  difeafe, 
*c  it  is  very  advantageous ;  but  is  not  fo  much 
*c  to  be  depended  upon,  after  the  feventh 
cc  day.  It  is  exceeding  bad,  when  there 
<c  feems  a  great  quantity,  and  rattling  of 
cc  matter  in  the  throat,  and  yet  nothing  is 
<c  fpit  off.  It  is  indeed,  in  all  cafes,  danger- 
“  ous  when  nothing  is  expectorated ;  but  that, 
<c  which  is  very  vifcid,  fmall,  and  globular, 
<£  or  frothy,  is  unprofitable.  The  fincere 
<c  yellow  unmixed  fpitting  is  bad  ;  when 
£f  very  bloody,  or  livid,  it  is  dangerous  ; 
£C  efpeclally  when  this  appearance  is  very 
cc  early,  but  that  which  is  quite  black  is 

worft  of  all.  It  is  an  ill  fign  alfo  when 
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cc  it  is  very  green ;  whatever  is  fpit  up  with 
“  great  difficulty,  violent  cough,  and  no  re- 
cc  lief  to  the  pain  and  oppreffion,  ffiews  the 
<c  cafe  to  be  bad.” 

In  regard  of  the  concodled  matter  of  in¬ 
flammatory  obftru&ions  of  the  lungs,  not 
only  part  is  thrown  into  the  cavities  of  the 
bronchia,  and  fo  fpit  off  3  but  alfo  part  of 
it  paffes  on  into  the  correfponding  veins,  and 
thence  moves  on  with  the  reft  of  the  blood 
in  the  common  road  of  circulation ;  till  at 
length  it  is  partly  carried  off  by  thick  turbid 
urine,  in  large  quantities,  depofiting  much 
reddilh,  yellow-coloured,  fediment,  which 
in  peripneumonic  diforders  always  betokens 
good,  and  partly  alfo  fometimes  by  bilious 
ftools.  Hippocrates  obferves,  that  this  thick, 
fubfiding,  reddifh  urine  in  Pleurilies  is  a  fe- 
cure  fign,  and  that  it  carries  off*  Peripneu- 
monies  when  thick  and  plentiful.  But  then 
he  juftly  obferves,  It  is  an  exceeding  ill  fymp- 
tom,  if,  from  being  before  thick,  they  grow 
thin  about  the  fourth  day  ;  and  fo  it  is  in¬ 
deed  at  any  time  of  the  difeafe,  whilft  the 
Fever  continues  very  confiderable.  Nothing 
promotes  thefe  urines  and  ftools  more  effec¬ 
tually  than  emollient  laxative  clyfters.  Some¬ 
times  the  morbid  matter  is  critically  tran- 
llated  to  the  legs,  to  the  great  relief  of  the 
bread: ;  and  therefore,  in  fevere  pulmonic 
diforders,  a  derivation  of  the  humors  to  the 
legs  may  be  attempted  by  warm  bathing, 
f  lifters,  &c.  The  dilcharge  from  the  blifters 
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muft  not  be  fuddenly  fuppreffed  •  for  then 
the  difficulty  of  breathing  and  cough  will 
return ;  or  a  very  great  purging,  or  profufe 
fweats  will  fucceed. 

A  Peripneumony,  having  its  feat  in  the 
lungs,  js  much  more  dangerous  than  a  Pleu¬ 
rify,  but  if  it  changes  into  a  Pleurify,  which 
indeed  feldom  happens,  it  is  good.  This 
change  may  be  known  by  a  fharp  pricking 
pain  of  the  fide  coming  on,  at  the  fame  time 
that  the  difficulty  of  breathing  leflfens  ;  but, 
on  the  contrary,  if  a  Peripneumony  fucceeds 
a  Pleurify,  it  is  moft  dangerous,  becaufe  the 
tranflation  of  a  r^orbid  humor  from  a  more 
ignoble  part  to  one  more  noble  is  bad ;  and, 
befides,  the  ftrength  being  weakened  by  the 
former  difeafe,  the  patient  cannot  fo  well 
undergo  the  force  of  a  new  and  worfe  dis¬ 
temper. 

As  all  or  at  leaft  moft  of  the  obfervations, 
which  relate  to  this  difeafe,  have  been  fuf- 
ficiently  taken  notice  of  in  the  preceding 
chapter  of  Pleurifies,  and  of  right  belong 
alfo  to  the  Peripneumony,  I  fhall  avoid  re¬ 
peating  as  much  as  poffible  what  has  been 
afore-mentioned ;  for  a  true  inflammatory 
Pleurify  has  fuch  an  affinity  with  an  inflam¬ 
matory  Peripneumony,  that  he,  who  is  ig¬ 
norant  in  curing  the  one,  muft  be  altogether 
unacquainted  in  treating  the  other,  becaufe 
they  do  not  effentially,  or  caufally,  but  only 
locally  differ.  Sydenham  is  of  opinion,  that 
3  Peripneumony  is  purely  of  the  fame  kind 
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with  a  Pleurify,  and  that  it  differs  from  it 
only  in  this,  viz.  that  a  Peripneumony  does 
more  univerfally  affeft  the  lungs  :  And  both 
difeafes,  fays  he,  are  cured  by  the  fame  me¬ 
thod,  viz.  by  bleeding,  chiefly,  and  by  cool¬ 
ing  medicines.  Indeed,  as  the  lungs  (which 
are  a  delicate  and  tender  bowel)  being  chiefly 
affedled  in  this  difeafe,  I  think  more  fre¬ 
quent  and  copious  bleeding  is  here  rather  re¬ 
quired,  than  in  a  Pleurily.  Barbette  is  of 
the  fame  opinion  with  Sydenham ;  his  words 
are  thefe*.  <c  De  Peripneumonia  nihil  feribo, 
<c  quia  nihil  in  cura  differt  a  cura  pleuri- 
<c  tidis.”  Riverius  fays  •j'*,*  Peripneumonia 
a  curatio  pleuritidis  curationi  fimillima  eft.” 
Dr.  Shaw  fays,  the  evacuations  and  inter¬ 
nals  in  this  cafe  are  altogether  the  fame 
as  in  the  Pleurily ;  therefore,  as  the  method 
and  medicines,  already  fet  down  in  the  chap¬ 
ter  of  Pleurifies,  ferve  equally  for  the  relief 
of  the  one  and  the  other,  I  iliall  refer  the 
reader  to  that  article  for  the  cure  of  this 
diilemper.

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CHAP.  XIV. 

Qf  a  Spurious  Peripneumony. 

I  '  HE  Peripneumonia  notha,  badard  or 
fpurious  Peripneumony,  according  to 
Huxham,  £C  commonly  feizes  the  old  and* 
<£  phlegmatic,  the  weak  and  lax,  the  fat 
£C  and  unwieldy  ;  and  is  mod  rife  in  wet, 
y  flabby,  foggy  weather,  and  winter  fea- 
C£  fons  :  whereas  the  true  inflammatory  Pc~ 

J  j 

£C  ripneumony  generally  attacks  the  robud, 
y  vigorous,  and  active,  and  is  moft  frequent  in 
£C  cold  dry  weather,  during  north-eaft  winds, 
£C  and  high  ftations  of  the  barometer. ’’  In 
the  beginning  of  this  difeafe,  Sydenham  fays, 
the  patient  is  fometimes  hot  and  fometimes 
cold,  and  upon  the  leaf!;  motion  is  giddy  5  his 
cheeks  and  eyes  look  red  and  are  inflamed ;  he 
coughs,  and,  when  the  cough  is  violent,  he 
complains  of  a  lancing  or  rending  pain  of  his 
head  ;  he  has  urgings  to  vomit,  his  urine  is 
turbid,  and  intenfely  red,  his  blood  is  like 
that  of  pleuritic  perfons  ;  the  breathing  is 
fhort,  and  there  is  a  pain  of  the  whole  bread:, 
at  lead  a  preflure  of  the  lungs,  as  often  as  he 
coughs,  which  is  perceived  by  the  by-dand¬ 
ers. 
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ers.  It  is  plainly  enough  to  be  diftinguifhed 
from  a  dry  afthma,  becaufe  in  the  afthma 
there  are  no  tokens  of  a  Fever.  In  this  fpu- 
rious  Peripneumony  there  is  a  manifeft  Fever, 
though  it  is  far  lefs  and  more  obfcure  than  in 
the  true  Peripneumony. 

A  baftard  Peripneumony,  according  to 
the  fentiments  of  Boerhaave,  commonly 
arifes  from  a  thick  pituitous  matter,  gene¬ 
rated  in  the  mafs  of  blood,  and,  gradually 
fettling  itfelf  on  the  lungs,  forms  the  diftem- 
per.  Old  people,  and  luch  as  are  of  pitui¬ 
tous,  cold,  catarrhal  conftitutions,  and  fuch 
as  are  troubled  with  defluxions  of  rheums, 
are  more  lubjedt  to  this  difeafe  than  others. 
It  fometimes  heals  upon  the  patient  unawares 
with  a  fallacious  lenity  at  the  firft.  He  is 
Uightly  indifpofed,  complaining  of  a  fort  of 
wearinefs  and  debility,  he  feems  to  be  dif- 
fpirited,  he  grows  fhort-breathed,  feels  an 
opprefiion  of  the  bread:  3  but  the  commotions 
it  excites  are  fcarce  confiderable  enough  to 
raife  any  great  heat  or  Fever,  infomuch  that 
he  is  not  apprehenlive  of  any  danger.  Af¬ 
terwards,  indeed,  he  is  feized  with  flight 
fhiverings,  and  a  fmall  Fever  5  from  whence 
the  difficulty  of  breathing  and  great  weak- 
nefs  fuddenly  increaiing,  death  approaches 
to  the  furprize  and  wonder  of  the  by-ftanders, 
the  urine  and  pulfe  having  not  prefaged  fuch 
a  fudden  change. 

Huxham  obferVes,  that  as  this  diftemper 
hath  very  different  and  almoft  quite  contrary 
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fymptoms  to  thofe  of  a  true  Peripneumony 
in  feveral  refpedts,  it  is  reafonable  to  fup- 
pofe  it  arifes  from  very  different  caufes,  and 
requires  a  very  different  method  of  cure : 
for  thefe  two  difeafes  feem  to  differ  almoft 
as  much  as  ardent  and  flow  Fevers  ;  or 
as  much  as  an  inflammatory  quinfey  doth 
from  one  that  is  purely  humoral,  or  arifing 
'  merely  from  a  ferous  defluxion. 

When  perpetual  laborious  wheezing,  great 
anxiety,  axd  conftant  oppreflion  on  the  prae- 
cordia,  comatofe  fymptoms,  cold  extremities, 
and  dark  lead-coloured  nails  and  vifage  are 
come  on,  the  patient  is  in  immediate  danger. 

Boerhaave  fays,  this  diftemper  is  cured  by 
bleeding,  clyfters,  a  flender  diet,  fuch  as 
weak  broths,  acidulated  a  little  with  orange 
or  lemon  juice,  the  fteams  of  warm  water, 
&c.  received  in  at  the  nofe  and  mouth,  di¬ 
luents,  abfterging  and  gently  opening  medi¬ 
cines,  together  with  bathing  the  legs  and 
feet,  and  the  application  of  large  blifters. 

But  as  there  are  many  intermediate  ftates 
between  the  violent  inflammatory  and  this 
baftard  Peripneumony,  no  diftindt  fettled 
method  of  cure,  as  Huxham  very  juftly 
obferves,  can  be  laid  down ,  becaufc  the 
peripneumonic  malady,  to  be  immediately 
treated,  may  fometimes  incline  much  more 
to  the  inflammatory  fate,  and  fometimes 
much  lefs.  Therefore  the  different  degrees 
of  heat,  Fever,  and  difficulty  of  breathing, 
the  fate  of  the  pulfe,  blood,  and  other 
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concomitant  fymptoms,  muft  determine  us  irt 
what  manner,  and  to  what  degree,  bleeding 
and  cooling  medicines,  or  thofe  of  a  very 
attenuating  and  warm  kind,  may  be  made 
ufe  of.  However,  in  general,  more  or  lefs 
blood  Should  be  drawn  in  the  beginning, 
in  order  to  leflen  the  too  great  load  and 
diftenfion  of  the  veflels,  and  to  make  room 
for  fuch  drinks  and  medicines  as  may  be 
neceflary  in  the  procefs  of  the  cure.  But 
as  to  the  repetition  of  bleeding,  though  it 
is  undoubtedly  fometimes  neceflary,  yet  we 
fhould  be  very  cautious,  and  well  confider 
the  ftate  of  the  blood,  the  ftrength  of  the 
pulfe  and  patient,  before  we  advife  it.  Sy¬ 
denham  directs  the  patient  to  be  blooded 
in  bed,  and  that  he  fhould  not  rife  till  two 
or  three  hours  after.  For  bleeding,  fome- 
what  weakening:  and  diforderin^  the  whole 
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body,  may  by  this  means  be  the  eafier  borne ; 
for  the  patient  lying  in  bed  can  better  bear 
the  taking  away  of  ten  ounces,  than  of  fix 
or  feven  when  he  is  up. 

As  this  difeafe  is  commonly  attended 
with  frequent  urgings  to  vomit,  a  gentle 
emetic  or  two,  fuch  as  the  following,  after 
bleeding,  may  be  neceflary,  which  not  only 
pumps  up  much  heavy  phlegm  from  the 
ftomach  and  lungs,  but  alfo,  by  the  con- 
cuflions  it  gives  to  the  whole  yafcular  fyftem, 
promotes  a  general  attenuation  and  fluxity 
of  the  humors,  and  a  flool  or  fweat  com¬ 
monly  fucceeds. 
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&  Tin.  ipecacoanh.  cxym*  fcillitic.  ana%], 
fp.  lavend.  c.  3fs.  m. 

As  large  quantities  of  liquor  fhould  not  be 
drank,  it  will  be  fufficient  to  encourage  the 
operation  only  with  a  few  draughts  of  car- 
duus  or  chamomile  tea,  muftard-whey,  or 
the  like. 

When  comatofe  fymptoms  and  a  very 
difficult  refpiration  remain  after  bleeding, 
Huxham  advifes  more  blood  to  be  drawn 
off  by  cupping  and  fcarifying  the  neck  and 
fhoulders,  when  you  cannot  venture  to  open 
a  vein  again,  and  this  hath  frequently  a  fur- 
prizing  good  effedt ;  and  in  a  very  threat¬ 
ening  cafe  you  fhould  blifler  the  fcarifica- 
tions. 

The  above-named  author  likewife  obferves* 
that  fome  dilution  is  undoubtedly  neceffary 
in  this  difeafe,  though  nothing  fo  much  as  in 
a  true  Peripneumony ;  becaufe  the  lentor, 
predominant  in  this  diforder,  is  moft  rea¬ 
dily  diffolved  by  warm,  thin,  diluting,  de¬ 
tergent  liquors,  which  with  mild,  attenuant, 
faponaceous  medicines,  and  the  application 
of  bliftei*6,  fhould  always  fucceed  bleeding. 
The  liquors  he  recommends,  as  proper  for 
common  drink,  are  an  infufion  of  molding, 
deterging,  pedtoral  herbs,  as  ground-ivy, 
hyffop,  penny-royal,  liquorice,  or  a  thin 
muftard-whey,  fweetened  with  honey,  and 
fharpened  with  lemon,  to  which  may  be 
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added  warm  water  fweetened  with  honey, 
or  a  fmall  quantity  of  foft  white  wine. 

Sydenham  advifes  purging  and  bleeding 
alternately  every  other  day,  or  at  greater 
intervals,  as  the  ftrength  and  fymptoms  will 
permit  or  require  :  but  he  has  generally 
found  twice  bleeding  fufficient.  The  days, 
on  which  purging  is  omitted,  he  direbts  the 
pebtoral  decobtion  and  lindtus,  as  in  the 
Pleurify.  But  Huxham  is  of  opinion,  that, 
though  bleeding  and  purging  may  be  ne- 
c  diary  at  the  beginning,  yet  it  is  very  fel- 
dom  proper  to  repeat  the  former,  and  the 
latter  muft  be  managed  with  fome  caution, 
efpecially  when  repeated.  For,  unlefs  the 
patient  is  properly  fupported  during  the  ope¬ 
ration,  he  is  apt  to  fall  into  faintnefs,  cold 
fweats,  &c.  There  is  one  thing  to  be  ob- 
ferved,  as  to  both  thefe  evacuations,  and 
that  is,  that  if  the  lick  fpits  largely  a  con- 
cobled  matter,  which  is  fometimes  the  cafe 
even  in  this  Peripneumony,  neither  one  nor 
the  other  is  proper ;  and  laxative  clyfters 
or  mild  eccoprotics  only  fhould  be  given, 
at  lealt  during  the  copious  expectoration ; 
and  thin  muftard-whey,  hydromel,  or  pec¬ 
toral  decobtion,  writh  a  fmall  quantity  of 
foft  white  wrine  in  them,  fhould  be  given 
frequently  to  promote  it. 

It  has  juft  now  been  faid,  that  as  there 
are  many  intermediate  ftates  between  the 
violent  inflammatory  and  this  baftard  Pe- 
ripneumonv,  no  diltindt  fettled  method  of 
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cure  can  be  laid  down ;  yet,  for  the  fake: 
of  the  young  prefcriber,  it  may  not  be  im¬ 
proper  to  point  out  a  few  feled:  forms, 
which  may  be  varied  as  the  degree  and 
difference  of  the  fymptoms  fhall  indicate  $ 
always  remembering  that  very  heating  and 
Emulating  medicines  are  to  be  ufed  with 
great  caution,  efpecially  at  the  beginning  of 
this  diforder.
